gin'd that I'would ſend the King aud the Princeſſe away with a ſal 
Guard, and with the r:{t Tu the retreat, which caus'd him to Jay 
a hundred Horſe in ambuſh b:twixtus.and the Fown , who falling ſud- 


dinly upon Nearchs ſo rerrifted his.m*n, that moſt of them were cut 
off, fore they 


put cheniſelves;in a.poltare of :reliftance. | One-of the 
Bat giraves fl-d rome, and my a cquntenange which acquainted me

ing off my liorſe, mounted the King upon him, and ſeiſed on another 
that.ranne about the field without a Maſter. But Gods! to how unpa<« 
rallell%J'a height was my anger rais'd, when the piercing ſhreeks of the 
fair Altezeera reacht my cars: For Nearchus bing kill'd, one of Ce- 
lindss Ofhocrs had ſeiz'd on her, and was carrying her away. I pro- 
{ſe ingenioufly, my dear Artabaves, that fight did fo tranſportme, 
that I think a Legion could not have hinder'd meefrom relieving her 
danger, or killing the cauſer of it. So that having made a paſſage 
through the throng, I ſoon made another through him, and by that 
thraſt depriv'd hin+ both of his Life, ar.d Hopes.

nexander, and all the City, receiv'd us with Faces that fpoke thei 
contentments. It were ſuperfluons to tell you what Artabezm ſaid 
my Father, and all thoſe with him in my favour, I will therefore ongy 
acquaint you, that Altezeera, ( whoſe Bzauty was grown to ſuch per 
feftion, that it made me almoſt irrcligious, by defiring to ſee no othe 
happineſſ2 ) having lead nie afide told me, Artawaſdes , I ſhouldtyy 
nuich wrong my reſentments if I could hops to deſcribe them.

that Celindns in perſonat the head of 4000. Horſs, came to know al 
redrefſe his condition. This mad me think of retreatins , not beings 
perfeftly acquainted with my ſouldiers Vallors as to believe they might 
not be vanquiſhed withour being killed, and having ſuch good ſucces] 
was loath to adventure all the gallantry of the Garriſon at one palb, 
where the advantage if we had ſuccele could not be ſo great as the pr 
judice if we had been deni'd it.

were ſo cover d with tcares, and her cheekes with bluſhes, that I kne 
not whether compaſſion, or a more ovliging cauſe carried her ſo hafti 
away. As ſoone as 1 found 1 was alone ( which Idid not for a gol” 
while, ſo much my doubts,my tcares,and my hopes were _ inan* 
I went to give the neceſſary orders for the reception of Celindes, ti 
certainty of whoſe intended aſſault next morning , I had tharnig 
confir'd unto mee by repeated Intelligences. Axrora did — ha 
give the World notice of the dayes approach, when the {hrill Tran” 
pets, and other worlike inftrumente, invited the Souldiers to drawt 
of their Campe, and to march to the ſtorming of Artaxara, which, 
taken, would end the Warre, and fatifie both their avarice and ambit cl 
on. Celmags, to animate his Army, made them a ſhore ſpeech, a | 
therein acquainted them, That their intereſts as well as courages invit { 
them by one galiant Aftion to conclude that Warre , which tin 


- would render more difficult, and perhaps unfe{ible. That his happin 
- or miſery depended upon their ſwords, as well as their reward, and fi, * 
nour di _ his fortune: That ſince the tyes were mutuall, the! 


zard ſhould be ſo likewiſe; That therefore he would be as well a Ca 
panion with ther, as a commander over them; and would hart! 
great a ſhare in the danger as the glory, which hedoubted notws

he generous Phaxaſder (his Lieutenant Generall ) having order'd the 
nanner of the Sirzorme, the firſt Troops advanc'd, and diſcharg'd a

playing without intermiſſion upon the Battlements, they did (un- 
rfavour of their ſhot)advance their Battering-Raws, their Rolling= 
idges , and their Scaling-ladders , which were all order'd with fo 


«Much advantage, that thz Rams having mad? a breach , Celmmdas in 


ron at the head of four thouſand mer preſented himſelf at the mouth 
it, withſo aſſur'd a countenance, that the dull Inhabitants,and ſome 


uldiers which had the guard of that Quarter, fled, and left himthe 


Wfge clear. Whilſt theſe things were ating on the North-fide of Ar- 


ata, I was _ againſt Phaſnaſder the weakeſt place of it, 
hich hee had affaulted with ſo much fury, thatI attributed our 
itory to the juſtice of the Gods, rather then to any humane means, 

I had but newly beaten him off, when a Souldior that fledde 
om the Breach which the Enemy had enter'd, came running 
dme, and told mee, That Ceſirdus with ncare halfe his Armie 
as within our Walls. This newes ( as you may cafily imagine ) did. 
ta little ſurprizeme, and having no leaſure to exclaime againſt Fate 


- War thus endanger'd Alrezeera, I took moſt of thoſe men with whom 


had defeated Phanaſder, and ran with them to the place the Souldier 
ided meunto , where I found that Celindus had pofſeſt himſelfc of

j\Þ*0 the thickeſt Squadrons, where my valiant friends ſo well afted 


mir parts, that we ſoon clothed them with our own Livery(deſpair) 
ut I muſt give Ce/;dws that due, that whar Troopes our Reſolution 
order dhis rally*d again. To bebricf, wee are ſotir'd with our 
me ation and this too 5 that wee had been abſolutely vanquiſh'e 


afe4PX Amidor come unto our Reſcue z who having defeated thoſe 


Af 
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Afſfailants that had ſtornyd his Quarter, and learw'd the danger Iy 


in, came with 1000. men to my releife ſo ſeaſonably, that it was wha 
we fought not in hopes to avoyd being defeated, but ro avoyde dels 
ving to be ſo. This ſupply ſo dishartned Celindws, that hee begany 
thinke of a retreat, which almoſt as ſoon was pat in praCtice, butth 
Enemy were much aſtoniſh'c when they heard a hideous cryebehini 
them, which was occafion'd by ſome 500 men that Amidor had fer 
ſecretly out of a Sallyport, who unexpettedly falling upon thoſe thy 
garded the Breach, made them fly to Celidss for ſafety. Wee ſohu 
banded this diſorder, that we abſolutely routed the Rebells, and th 
{laughter had been much bloodier had not I bcen the occaſ1on of hind. 
ring it, for during the fight I recciv'd ſome wounds, out of which ra 
ſuch abundance eT, that in following the execution, 1 fell dome 
pale and ſpeechlefſe, and ſuddenly the Rumour being diſperr'd thai 
was kil'd, Amrdor and all the reſt were ſo nuch concemn'd in my lofi 
that they neglefted increafing Celindus&es, who in our diſorder founl 
his ſafety. When 4Awidoy and the reſt of my friends came to me, th 
ſaw me inviron'd with dead bodies , and with as little ſigne of lifes 
thoſe I was amongſt, yet they carry'd me tomy Chambr and lai'd n: 
ona bed, Thenewes of Celindys defcate, and my death, came atth 
ſame time to the Pallace, and as two contraries of equall ſtrength, ti 
one deſtro*d what the other rais'd, onely the King and Alrezeera (< 
p=cially the latter ) ſcem'd to bee more concern'd in my loſſe thani 
their owne ſafety. The former conſider'd me as one, whoſe paſt ſervic 
had render*d me confiderable, and whoſe preſent condition made bi 
think my helpe would have prov'd ſo,which were the grounds where 
he builthis grife : Burt thelatter, beſides thoſe confiderations, added 
that of her friendſhip ( and perhaps affeftion ) which drowned all th 
leſſer ones, as the Starres are not ſeen when the Sun appeares. Thet 
thing ſheimagin'd ( asſhe afterwards told me ) was ,, that the God 
had reſolv'd the ruine of her Family, and as an earnclt thereof had t 
ken away the chiefe Supporter of it, ( for that was the Title her goo! 
nefſe gave mee ) to the end ſhee ſubmitted with much lefſe reludt: 
then to the Meanes; But ( as her minde was never at reſt) ſhee belier' 
on the other fide, that my death was the effe& of her Crucky andr 
Defpair, and then ſhe abjur'd all thoſe ſevere Lawes, which under tt 
name of a great diſtance in Blood, confines us to much greater fro 
Fdlicity. The horror which invaded all her faculties, was very gret 
whilſt ſhee Iook'r upon her (elf as the cauſe of my death; but it was ſud 
da 
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denly rais'd to a higher pitch, For when ſhe was conſidering the ſadncſe 
of her condition, ſhe had withdrawn her ſelf toa Window that look'e 
into the Court, where ſhe had not been long, when ſhe might perceive 
Amidor and the reſt of my friends carrying me all pale and bloody tc- 
wards my Chamber; That objeft having rais'd her grizf to an. incapaci- 
ty of being rais*l higher , ſhe ſaddenly acconpany'd my loſl: with a 
food of tears, and having ferch*d rwo or three dzepz-lighes , fell into a 
{woond. ( Happy Artavaſdes , that by a ſuppoſed death diſcover'dit 
that Truth, which to have bzn certain of thon wou!d'ſt have purchas'd 
with a reall one: Br rather wretched Artavaſdes that thy Fate ſhould 
be ſo different from thy-defires 3 that whether living or dead , thou 
ſhould'ſt alwaies torment the fair Altezge#a. ) But the noiſe which the 
Princeſſe made by her fall, was the cauſe that ſome of her S:rvants ran 
ther helps, who having employ'd all the Arts they knzw ( afcer an 
hour ) recover'd her again. In the mean time, whether by the motion 
whilſt I was carrying to my Chamber, or,what other cauſe to aſcribe ic 
to I know not, but I was no ſooner laid apon my bedd , than Ibegan 
to give ſome fagnes of life, which Lizdefia ( who fate weeping by mie ) 
perceiving, began with raptures of joy to raiſe her hopes , and to im- 
agine, that by the help of ſome able Chirargions I might be r:cover*'d, 
which being ſent for and come,and having ſearch't my wounds & drelt 
them, found they were very. dangerous, yet to conſole my Mother, told 
her they were curable , and having' given me ſome Cordialls which 
brought me to my ſelf aga'n,they withdrew themſelves. The fx thing 
I ask't was, whether Altezrera was in the pol flion of Celindus ? To 
which Amider ( who hadnot ftirr*d from my B:d-fide) anſwer'd me 
ſhe was not, and that we had obtained ſo entire a viftory, that nothing. 
could Clond it but the condition T was in, I lifted up my eyes and 
hands as my retributio.1 to the Gods, and. conjur*dd Amider , that h's 
 Aﬀetion to me might not eidanger the Town , the pr.ſervation of 
which Inow whofly left to his care, and that he wou!d go to Artaba- 
z#s and rxceivehis orders,” and affare Altezeera that nothing bur the 
impoſſibility of not waiting upon her ſhould have diverted m2 from 
that Daty and happinefſe. Amidor to' ſaticfiz' mz w2nt unto the King , 
and told him how miraculouſly the' Gods had reſtor'd m2 tolife , and 
that Thad ſent him to acquainthim with ic ,* and to r:ccive his com- 


mands whil my weakndſſe rendr:d m2 uncapablz of thathonor. 


Artabazat feem'd'to be as much plexs'd as ſurpriz'd with this nzwes , 


and would needs have gorie and viſited me; bt Amidey told hint, m=_

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L was but newly come to my ſelfe, and that the alteration which {0 
reat an honor would neceffarily ”m— might b2 prejudicial to my 
ealth , therzfore he humbly bzſought him to _ that high Favour 
*511 1 werz in a condition fitter to receive it. The King at laſt yeeldsd 
to Amiders raquelt , and committed the charge of Artaxate to him, . 
who immediately went to A/tezeera's Chamber, and ſent in to defir: 
the honor of ſpeaking to her. This meſſage exceedingly _ her, 
for ſh: imagin'd he came to accuſe her of being my Murtherer( for - 
ſhe had not yet hcard Iwas alive ) and in a manner acknowledging 
xr ſelte guilty of it, ſhe knew not with what face to entertain him; yet, 
atlaſt ſhs ſenthim an admittance , knowing. {that the ſight of her 
oriefe would rather make him pitty than condemn her. ( Butyou 
may wonder ( genzrous Artabayes } Artavaſdes ) that 
Altezeeraſhonld b:lieve my Brother knzw my Paſſimm: to. which - 
I anſwer, that Amzidor, and. I had fo pzriet a friendfhip ,. 
that fh2 believed I had nothing of reſerve for him,  n:ither in» 
deed had I. Alrezeers who lay. upon herbed, ( andwho had ſent 
all her Szryants out, that none might: bs witneſſe of that Free- 
_ dome ſhee refolv'd to give her forrowes, and: entertain Amidor 
with)noſooner ſaw him come, butwith Eyes full of Teares ſh:e told. 
him, Are the Gods then, Amider, ſo much declar'd our Enemies, as: 
to robb2 us of Artavaſdes? I fay our Enzmyes; for thetyes of Friend- 
ſhid are as great asthoſe of Blood ; and as: yo:1 had th: hanous to bx: 
ally'd unto hin by the latter quality , ſo Thad the ſatisfaftion topoſ- 
ſeſſc him in the former. Alaſs how deare have wee bought our inftant: 
ſatery? *Tis by a loſs that nothing could augment but ane Qutliving;

, bac my health, which by degrees I recover'd, and that which con- 
bated moſt unto it was, the daily viſits of the fair 4/teaeera,whoſe 
enveration charm'd my ears as much as her beauty did my eyes , and 
very hour diſcovering new paricttions, I blatt that ſuffering which had 
varmefo high an intereſt in them. My wounds which admitted of 
ory daics for their cure, did liuke afflict me, becaufe the Enemy never 
:ccempted any thing during that ſpace againſt Artaxata,which was cc- 
ahon'd by thoſe wounds Czlindxs had receiv'd in the aflault; in 
hich alſo he had loſt ſo many men, and ſo many drhers wer? render'd 
defs, that whilſt he was recovering .he ſent Phatsſder fira Recrait, 
and had drawne: his Army ſome twenty Furlongs fromthe Towne, 
ontenting hiniſ:1f to block it up at ſo civill a diſtance. Bat as it For- 
tune believ'd ic necefiary. that nothing ſhould be done whilft the chicte 
\tor in either fide was unable to appzare, ſhee ſo order'd all things , 
at at the ſame time I was perfeAtly cur'd, Celindws was ſo too, and 
eneſder came to the Camp with a ſupply of near ten thouſand 
lorſe and Foot : So confiderable an addition rais'd Celindws his 
hopes, and being ambitious to recover his loſſes, and to employ the fu-

kciently admire his refolution , which weelteem'd ſo generous, that + 
eafſar'd our ſelves , a Reward equall to his vernie would Crown it ;

Wyſmemeanes,a Peace were nor concluded with Celindar,or the Seidge 
ais'd, they muſt yeeld to him rather then to Famine.

The night which ſucceed 
this day was not half ſpent, when the advancing of Celindus his Amy 
to Storme Artaxate the ſecond time, gave usa hot Allarme , buth 
ing advertisd of his defigne, he found us prepar'd to oppoſe it. Pehio 
he thought that darknefſe would be more favourable to his Amy 
_ than light, that his men not {.eing the danger , would goe more r& 
lacely on it, or that the enterprize would be more formidable unto 
when obſcurity ( the ingenderer of confuſion ) was joyn'd toth 
hcerror of an Afﬀault. But my dzar Artabaxes, I will noth 
much treſpaſſs on your Civility as to particularize all th

Celindus,'Wi 
perceiv'd that force was.unſucceſsfull ,, and that two affaiilts had@d 
him near op men, loſt all hopes of taking Artaxars by ſtorme; ant 
therzforz bzygan to make his Approaches, and endeavour to pofidl 
himſelte of that by induſtry and time, which: valour had deny'd himi 
bur not wholly to rely.upon the blind Events. of W arre, / he defign'di 
attempt ſomething by Treaty , and leaſt that moderate way mightif 
pear to his Army the flats of. Fcare and deſpaire, hie cloch'd'it wit

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tetence of rendring us thereby the more ſecure, and conſequently the 
more ſurprizable , orit his overtures were yeclded unto, they ſhould 
bring as much advantage to his Party as a conquett could. This opini- 
oncarried ſo good an appearance with it, that he obtaiw'd his Armies 
ccncarrence, But the great hazard Artaxata was in, in the two prece- 
dent aſſaults , and rhe ſcarcity of viftualls which now began ſomewhat 
to 7fli& the Inhabitants, ( though not in ſo high a degeee by much as 
was repreſented to Artabazmns ) gave Eelindns*s Partizans too p.autible 
a riſe to ren2w their former requeſts , and to put the King in mind :of 
his engagement of ſoon? ending their miſeries by treaty or Force. T he 
multieuce much diſcontented by. the I:ngth of the fcidge , greedily 
Jay'd hold of the exhortation, and came far more numerous to the Pa- 
Jace than the firſt time; the King having receiv*d their Peticion ( as his 
cuſteme was ) aſſembled his Councell to give them an anſwer; And the 
fair Altezcera , whoſe Vercue and Birth gave her an equall intereſt in 
the publique, was by the Kings command at that conſulcation, where 
whilſt we were debating of an anſwer tor the Petitioners, an Officer 
cane to give menotice that a Trumpet , with a Gentleman ſent from 
Celinans , deſird admittance, having ſome things of high concern- 
men« to offer, touching a happy peace. The King thought this a fit oc- 
caion to deferre giving the people an anſwer , and commanded them 
toretire, which they did, but with bitter execrations, that it they had 
net a ſpeedy return, and propertionate to their demands, they would 
atthat which they onely mention'd in their former Petition. Craſo!ss 
omitted not to take notice of that inſolent expreſſion , but the People 
being gone, ther? aroſe a diſpute , whether the Gentleman emp!oy'd 
from Celindus ſhould be admitted. Thoſe that were of that opinion , 
fortified it by repreſenting, that the Lawes of Cuſtome and of Nations, 
alow'd Princes to hear the deſires of their rebellious Subjects, otherwiſe 
the Warre would never determine , but by the abſolute cx:irpating of 
the offendors, where the exp.nce of Treaſure, the hazard, and the time, 
would not be repay'd, were the viftory never ſo perfect. T har it mighc 
be C elindgs would propound ſome conditions which wo! 0d fricc cath 
is cue intereſt, and the Kings too; Thar if his morions were hoc 
heard, the p:ople might be poſſzſt they owed their rain? to the Kings 
willullnefſ-, and that they wer:much more humble an] reaſonable 
than perhaps they really were; that his Affirmative b:ing not to be cor. 
ated by any apparent proof, might paſſe for currant, and the Arwens-

ave given you of my aff:Kion to be as call as indeed ro_ 
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without conſidering my Grizfe as a neceſſary Tribute of my Loye, 
a4 not an Omen of your ill ſacceſſe. My Princele ( I reply'd) 
voar f{adnefſe could not but kill mee, did I not looke _ it as the 
efteX of ſo happy a cauſe, bur pardon mee if my zeale to youbx 
ſo great, chatI even condemn the dzmonitrations of my own falicity,, 
when they prove troubleſome to you. Alaſs ( ſaid Altezrera ) what 
would you have mee doe ? not to deplore your ablence, is inconliſtat 
wich my affetion, and to do it, is prejudicial co your contentment, but 
ſince *tis impoſlible co ſuppreſs the firſt, at leaſt by a quick return make 
the laſt ceaſe, which can admit of no eaſe during your abſence. Madam 
(1 rcply*d ) the Gods ſhall be my witneſs, that ſ will negle& no time, 
nor thall any thing bat death hind:r mee above fourteen dayes from 
coming to adore you at your feet : Celindws and his Army ſhall teele 
what fary poſſzſſes me at this ſeparation, and by their ſufferings know, 
how dangerous it is to oppoſe Artavaſdes , when Altezrera's ſafety is 
the q 1arrel. But, ſaid the Princeſſe (interrupcing me) take hzed you do 
not ſo much traſt your Courage, as not to con:ult your Judgement, 
and ro mitigate that heat which may prove fo fatall to us both,remem- 
bzr that what Artavaſdes ſuffers, Altezrera does, and as you love her 
Life, preſerve your own. I ſhould betoo prolix my dzar Artabeves, 
ſho:11d I tdll you all the words that fad farewell farniſht me with, I will 
therefarTtaſten to a concluſion, & onely let you know, that having kit! 
my fair Princefſe hand , I took leave of her, and then of Amidor, to 
whom 1 left the care of Artaxate, and what I valu'd infinitely above 
it,and having given a hot Alarum to every Quarter of the Camp , but 
that rhrongh which I paſt, I arciv'd in two daies after at Thoſpia,whae 
1 tcund Azexander in much dangerby the violence of his Feaver, who: 


aaving commandzd me to leave th2 care of him unto the Gode, and to; 


i mploy all mine for the Kings deliverance, I forthwith acquainted the 
Army with my Commiſlion, who joytully recziv*d m2, and Lt dzlaies 


might prove prejudicial, wee marched with what expadition pollibly 


cold bz made towards Artaxata , and the tenthday after my depars 
tare from thence, I camped thirty Furlongs off Celindus , upon a Hill 
within fight of the Bzſizged , where having call'd a Councell of 


Warr? , by their conſents, I ſent a Trampzt to him with this enſuing 
Chall-nge. |

which no ſooner appzar'd, but b6th Armies marchtourt of their ſever 
Camps, and being drawn up, expeCted onely the ſignall to beginne the 
Fight. Celindus, who knew that his for:une depended upon the gains 
ing or loſing of that Field, had lefrno Forces ' $0 jutifiz'the ground bt 
had wonne by Approaches, being affur'd,-thart if he»were Conquerouy 
Artaxata without the formalities of a Siedge, , wonld'be one of thefut 
fruits of his Victory 3 yet to delude. thoſe of the Town , andtokej 
them from ſallying, heleft asmany Colours flying as were uſually 
on the Guards, with certaine-men well mounced, : who had order (ﬆ 
caſe of a Sally, to run away.with them, unto thei Army. Alirtleds 
fore the Bactell, Celindzx madea'Speeok to his Souldiers', and-Ttoms 
mate mine, told them theſefew words. Friends; and: Companions w 
Armes, I ſpeak unto you more out of cuſtome then need ; itI thought 
any thing could raiſe your courages above that which nature has, | 
might repreſent unto you the juſtice of the War, the glorious obj 
for whom yon arznow to decide it , your Wivess: your Families, 
your Liberties, who all exp& their ſettlement from your Swords: The 
1s ſomething too above all this, which I mighe mention (tor theſe tub 
die with you, ſometimes before you Y*ris Honour, which: is eternal, 
and will make your memories precions to Poſterity, when other thitg 
will be forgotten, and turn'd into duft. Bit ( my generons Friends) 
{:eſo noble a reſolution mevery one, 'thatI will rio-longer derainid ye 
trom that Victory which your cauſe and lookes aſſure mee of.. Thilt 
words being finiſht, Iadvanc'd with the right Wing of my Horle, and 
ſo vigorouſly charged the Enemies left,: thatwe inſtantly routed then, 
and had an Execution as bloody as their crimes deſerv'd :; But Celive 
4s, who led the right Wing of his Artny; wherein lice had plac'd> thi 
gallanteſt of his Gavalrie, f:1] ſo vigoroafly upon Stratelis, who conv 
manded my left , that after a ſmall refiftanee ( Stratolss being ones 
Cel:ndus made many others follow his fate, to redreſs which diforde 
letc ſome few Troops tochaſe the ſcatter'd Rebels, and rallying therch 
ranne to the reſcue of my Friends , whom Celixdus on my | 
forſook, and having drawn upaſecond time, and learnt that it was! 
that came to fight with-him ; hezadvanced ſome hundred paces from 
his Body, and calling me out by name told mee, *Tis now Artavaſdr 
that I ſhall ſatisfie both your deſires, I have yeelded toa battd! at the 
requeſts of my friends, who would not permit me to ingrofſe that Ho 
Nour to my ſelf, which by their yalours they were confident would bt 


largely: 
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rpely diſtributed amongſt them : And nowl feek a fingle combat to 


plaſe my own inclination, to demand fatisfattion for Twminins his 
blood, and your inſolent challenge. Wee were both ſo earneſt to loſe 
no time, that we ſfent no more in words, but began a Daell, in which 
the Gods ſo favour'd the juſtice of my Sword, that Celindws fell by ic;

davourtd to revenge'it, that it coſt us'dear before we could reduce them

ingfriends. Gods ! what prodigies of Valour did I ſee their Leader aft: 
H-pierc'd the thickeſt Squadrons like Lightning , and in a word fo 
chang'd the face of affairs, that Phanaſder,from conquering,beganne to 
defend himſelf; to effe&t which, hee had gotten near eight thouſand of 
thoſe who had moſt reſolution, and having caſt them into a ſquare 
Body, reſolv'd to ſdll his life ſo dearly , rhat the Parchaſers ſhould re- 
thebargain. In this poſture ſtood affairs when'T came from dz 
ing Celindss with nine thouſand Horſe, and all th- Foot F conld 
poſſibly rally : I confsN2, it pittied me to ſee ſo many Armenians ex- 
pos'd to death, whoſe conragesdeſerv'd a formune as good, as the cone 
dition they were then in was the contrary. - therefore command:4 all 
theSouldiers of my Army to draw off, that Tmiight endeavone to fave 
their Countrymen. So pleaſing, an InjumRion obtain'd a ready obedi= 
ence, and advancing near encugh to b:eheard, I repreſent:d to them, 
that thecare Thad to make my Vidtory as little ſtain'd wit: bloo1, as 
thenceefſity of it would permit, made me_ offer them in Artabazus 
namea genzrall Pardon, ſo they would Jay down Arnc:, and ivage 
y their fucrreLoyaley to efface their preſent want of it. "Ther 21! :n- 
lwer'd me, That they had vowed their Lives and Formum= to P hanaſ- 
&, and what hz thought good, they would ſubmicunto. I then d-fird 
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to ſpeak with hiw, which he no ſooner underſtood, then hee came 
unto me, all hideous with blood, and askt mee what it was:] wail 
have. | told him, *cwas his, and the ſatery of thoſe few the Sword by 
ſpar'd ; That he had pradtice*c ſo much gallantry to Falintas, that 
made meearncft to preſerve the poſſ:flor of i;and that the condition, 
was in was ſo unfit for reliſtance,thar the afting of his deſtriFion wg 
ealier :then the deſire of it. ] am ſaid Phanaſder ( intzreaptingmee );; 
much abov2 your Power as your Threatning, -for the Gods which 
have been ſo crad, have yet left me a heart to defire dzath , and a for 
to at; for that which ] have done to Falintws, 'ewas the felfe fan, 
honour guid:d me unto it , which.makes me hate to owe my life. uy 
my Enemy. How willingly ( aid I) would I change that name, al 
be efteem'd your Friend ? to purchaſe ic I will contefle Foraune, an 
your waltt of it ap ro to what you are. I will engage my 
to obtaine for you, and thoſe under you an Aﬀ of Oblivion from 
King, and I will onely begge that you'll confer your friendſhip on me, 
which L will vale at a higher rate then all the other Glory ] ſhall d+ 
rive from this dates ſucceſs.” Tis a ſtrange thing how much civility woriz 
on a generous mind; what the advantageI had over hin,nor the tearec 
death could at,my kindnes did,which prov'd ſo prevalent,tiat flingine 
away his Sword,he came to me ,& embracing me ſaid,*Tis now inde 
Artavaſdes, that I am vanquiſht. Yeur goodnefſe makes me 
confeſſe, that which your Sword, nor all the World beſides coul 
| have perſwaded/me to. I ſhonld be now as unjuſt as you are Genera, 
_ did I not withjoyembracea Friendſhip, which I will ever value abor 
_ all things, but my honor. After a thauſand embraces and affarancesd 
an cternall Fricndfhip, P hanafder ledd me to the reliques of his Army 
_ and commanded them to fling their Armes down at my Feet, to when 
he ſaid they owed their lives, and many other expreſſions of aquali 
too tedions to þ: related. Things being brought to this happy period, 
Theft my Army in the Field, in which they had gained fo: much glory, 
_and taking Pharaſder and ſome twenty of my intimateft Friends! 
gallop'rto Artaxata , togive Alteztera and the King an accomptd 
our ſucceſlz, and to receive their Orders ; when we came to the Gatsal 
found chem ſhat, and having told the Guards who I was, they inſtant 
ly admitted me, and inforard me, the King and 'the Princefſewe: 
Sacrificing for the Armics ſucceſſe: I went direAly thither , and light 
ing at the Dore, all Arni'd, (prinkVd with blood, gave fo hot an Alk 


rump to the people , that they began with hideous cryes to flye onte 
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the Temple, imagining we wer2 Celindus Souldicrs , who lraving got 
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the Battzll were come to ſeize upnn the King, and that which more 
confirm'd them in their teares, was the fight of Poaxaſder, whoſe Face 
by the lofſe of his Hlmer:) was nncovet'd, and the great ſhoutes 
thoſe of the Garriſon made, when they were inform'd by ſome thar 
cane along with me of aur Vittory. . Artabazys all the while I was 
coving towards hin was movel:z{[> as a Statuz, -bat the fair A/tezeera 
no ſvonzrſaw me trad upon the firſt ftzpps of the Altar , but drawing 


forth a Ponyard:, which ſhe had conceal'd for a laſt remedy, was lift 


ing up her hand to have plung'd it into her Breſt: but obſerving her dz= 
ſin, I prevented it by ſeizing that cracll weapon , and: pulling off ury 
Helmet; Gods! what a ſudden alteration did that ation cauſe ? it was 


fogreat, that the King, Alrezeera, and all the company, hearing at 
. the ſame time of Cel/indys his dcfeat , and death , did not then 


reliſh that happin:flſe with fo high a- contentment, as they ſaid ir 
deſery'd. Burt at aſt their joy having diflipated thoſe Clouds which 


fear had ingender'd , th:ir contentment was proportionate to the 


change. Artabazus gave me all the Teſtimonies of his favour he was 
capable of, but Altezrera; did in ſach cbliging tearmes , exprefſ- her 
contentment and aftetion , that I was raviſht in the contemplation ot 


both. But after I had given the King and my FairPrincefle an Accompt 


ofour ſucceſle, I preſented Phanaſder unto Artabazre, and having ac< 
quainted him with my engagements, and magnified his Gallantry , I 


, not onely obtained what Thad promisd to him and his, but alſo Ce- 
indus his government for him. That which made meſo intenton 
Phanaſder'sadvantage, was the high opinion lhad conceived of him , 


and the confidence I had, that it was - grounded 6n a proportionate 


; Juſtice. But amongſt all thoſe Friznds which came to congratulate my 


Viftory, I miſt my dear Amidor, and inquiring the cauſe of it, Llearn'd 
that the Forces which had ſallyed out of th? Towne were under his 
Command, that *rwas he had done ſuch miracles , and that probably 
having follow'd the execution ſomewhat vigorouſly , hee was not re- 
turn'd to the Campe before my departure from it.I reſted ſatisfied there- 
with, and r.c:1v*d the Kings orders to quarter about Artaxata , "wall 
he ſaw whether thoſe Townes which had d:clared for Celindws,would 
return to their Loyalty without being forced unto it : And leaſt any 
diſorder might happen im the Army by my abſence , -1 was going thi- 
ther, when ( alas) I met my poor Brother mortally wounded, carrying 
by to his Lodging: fo-fad an obje&t foon clouded all my joy, and _ | 
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| bleſtChirurgions being ſent for, ſearched his wounds, and found they 


, Cauſe. Then deliring all thoſe that were in the Roome to leave 
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me return with him to know what I might expedtt of his fate. Thea

were incurable for their Arc. But the generous Amidor perceiving by 
theirlooks our fears,ſeem?d to be as full of fatisfationgas we were reall 
the contrary, and having conjur'd the Chirargeons to deal clearly wich 
him, whither there were any likelyhood of recovery, hee receiv'd from 
thema ſad negative. Then turning towards Lindeſia, ( who abandon'd 
her ſelf to an exceſlive Griete ) hee begg'd her not to be more aftlifted 
for his death, than he was for to dye, That itbzinga Tribute humane 


nature was tg pay,he was happy that it was in fo good and gloriousa 


it, except Altezeera ( who was come to vilit him ) andI, he: addrdl 
himſelt to us with an accent capable to inſpire pitty into afury., and 
told us. Since my owne weaknefſe as well as the Chirurgions Judge 
ments affure me I muſt dye, I have begg'd this opportunity to reveale 
a ſecret to you both, which no Torment ſhould have made me diſcloſe, 
and which I am confident my aCtions never did. Know thcn, to filence 
your ſorrow, that theſe mortall wounds are the eff:&s of my deſir:, and 
not of my ill Fortune , for it was necefſary for your quiet as well 
mine, that Iſhould receive them . finceI could not rejitt the inevitable 
charmes of Altezeers's Beauty: ſtart not Artavaſdes , torby that time 
I have finiſh*cmy diſcourſe , you ſhall have more cauſe to pitty than 
condemn me: The higheſt Powers ſhall bear me witneſſe how nuchl 
did refiſt this criminall paſſion, how it forc'c, not found an admittance, 
and when *twas gotten in, how Ipurchaſt ir's filence by my Torments; 
yet at laſt finding it would be conqueror , Lreſolv'd to end my pain by 
death , which I fought ſo many ſeverall waies,that it muſt have beene 
132uft, had Inot found it ont. You Witp fair Princelle,is it for ſorrow 
that by dying ſhall bz ſo ſoon fred from thoſe ſnfferings my Crime 
deſerves? The Compaſſionate Altezeera, who all this while did melt 
away in Teare, pereciving, he was filent in expeCtation of her Anſwer 
told him, alas Amzdor , what ations have lever committed that you 
ſhonld Judge me giiilcy of fo high a Craelty 2 *T were more charitable 
as wel as juſt to artcibute theſedemonſtrations of my grief unto my p'tty 
for vo'1r con tiftion which {© abundantly d2{erves it. Why then Madam 
( rply*a Amtdor) Yo! Can vItty me,after the knowledge nf my fault? 
Great Gods! to what miſery do you reduce me,” thus to convert that 
winch ſhowld be my £#-3..4t joy into my greateſt Torment , | 
thereby render any ſatisiaction atmy death as impoſlible, as I do mn 
ery

ſerve itz fince not to receive her Pardon, makes my death as filf of hor- 
rors as the Cauſe of it is of Beauties; and to obtain it, makes my crime 
as great, as the pzrfeRtion againſt which T have committed it. Ah Ma- 
dam, dry up'thoſe pretious drops , or elſe ſhed them ro waſh away my 
guile» tor ceriainly they are powerfull enough to perform whatſoever 
you employ them for; And you my dear brother, ( addreffing himſzlfe 
tome ) can you have ſo much nefle to forgive your Rivall, when 
*was not in his power to avoide that fatall Name? Looke upon thoſe 
bright Eyes which certainly will at the fame time chat they acquaint 
you with my Fault, acquaint you wi'h the _ of it, and obtaine 
your Pardon for it. You that know ſo well their influence, muſt withall 
rather pitty than condemn my ſubmiſſion to it. But I finde d-ath ſeize- 
ing on me; Farewell = ylovers, may Joyes, ſuch as Raptures never

For my part, as ſoon asI found my wounds dreſt,and remen= 
ber'd with what deſigneI receiv*d them, I toare off all my Playſters , 
2nd calling choſe that wer: by me a thanſand names for their care, I 
vow'd by all the Gods I would no longer live.Then I begs?\l them with 
tears tO being me to my Maſters body , and permit me to expire upon 
it, They ſeemv'd to be very glad , that my deſpaire proccedad from a 
Cauſe they could ſo eaſily remove, and therefore to cunfole me, they 
vow'd my Maſter was alive, and in the ſame Cabbin; but I could not 
cralit ſo is a happineſſ2*cill fome cf them acquainted him with my 
diffidence, which made him force himſelf to ſay , yes Simanaer, I live , 
Fortune is yet toomuch my Enemy to end my miſerics, Ah Sir,(Ireply'd 
with exceſſive raptares of joy ) your vertue will at laſt Congiier her. 
Tisaſtrange thing how after t & cops of my Princ:s being alive, 
Iwillingly endur'd all thoſe hideous paines which conduc'd tomy rc- 
corery, courting'my Chirurgeons to baſten my cure though by the in- 
creaſe of my torment , that Imight be quickly well > to beneare my 
Prince, and to pay him that ſerviceI had ever vowd him. Daring the 
{pace of a quarter of a year whilſt our wounds were healing, wereceiv'd 
many Civilities from Meas, as we could have expcftcd from our 
Frindy but we were no ſooner perfeCtly recover*d,than he-commanded 
my Prince to be brought unto/him , and with a Countenanc. ( as bar- 
barous as his profeſſion ) told him, I have ſent for thee to know what 
madnefſe *cwas inv'ted thee to wake a reſiſtance, where hope ( as flatte- 
ring as *tis ) could not afford thee a probability of ſucc{ſ-? To which 
my Prince reply*d, with an affur:dnzfſe more ſuitable to his mind than 
hiscondition, 1 know not why thou ſhouldſt think it ſtrange, that the 
lire ofpreſerving my liberty (ſhould not be as powerfull with me, as 
that of d:priving mie of it or of a Jictle gain? was with thee, but when 
wy life was as great a bleſſing to me as now it is the contrary » I never 
new why death was not a better elation than Chainzs, Yet me thinks 
( faid Meas ) thou ſhouldii not prif-r D-ath befor: Captivity » lince 
ae tormer cuts off all expetation,and th2 Jatter allowes thee ſome. The 
fit ( reply*J1 Artabaves) as iccuts off all hope, ſo it cuts off all ſhame 
and (uff:ring; and the latter , whilſt it leaves us onzly expeſtations of 
food, makes us "reſent. all evill: bat ifthere b2 any Spirits fo low as to 
wake ſuch a choice , I wiſh it may be their fortunz, How dat it chow

Sir( roply'd Callippm)his 
okes cannot promiſe more gallantry then his ations will make good, 
n{4had not Mens eftzem'd it a higher happin:MT: for him to bz your 
Save than to be free , he had long fince reſtor.i him to that libercy his 
miſtortune not his want of courage made him loſe: therzapon Gallip- 
1 told him all the ſtory how my genzrons Maſt:r was taken Priſonzr, 
which when Pompey had heard,he reply'd. I he Gods forvidd, that be- 
caſe your Captaine has a better opinion of me then I merit, thac 
therefore this Prifoner ſhould nndergoe a miſery which by your ownz 
confellion he does not but pon that ſcore. There:pon he commanded 
Gallippes to fet my Prince free, and to tell Meyas, that farniſhinghim 
with an occaſton to oblige a gallant man, was,a greater preſent than all 
thoſe other flaves he bzſtowed on him. Gallippms, who had contrated 
ahigh opinion for my Maſters vertne , was gocing with great fati(- 
ation to obſerve Pompey's direftions, when Artebares il] tate(which 
has never been tyr'd with afflicting him)made Lentulus rang 
mas xtreamly taken with my PrinceYſo cameſtly to b:g him of 

p41, that at laſt(thongh with much reluancy) he revok'd his promiſe, 
and not only granted Batiatw his requeſt , bur alſo gave him all thoſe 
other ſlaves which Xdenas had preſented him. This Batiatus was the 
heifeſt Citizen in Caps , and one who Pompey durlt not diſoblig?, 
bing of his Conncell in that great dzfigne of niakeing himlelte EI 
ror of all the World , whoſe found-tion was then layd , buc after 
madifroy*d by the happier fortunz of ;'#/t#5 Ceſar, who poſſelt what 
thisdid but imagin. Batiatws having waited upon Pompey out of Ca- 
Mm wasno ſooner return'd , then calling for my Prince he asked him 
is Name and Countrey. Artabanes , whoſe hatred for him was as 


frat as Juſt , told him with an accent which expreſt his reſentment 


That being a ſlave he had nzither Name nor Countrey. Which reply ſo 


incenſ*t the Barbarous Batiatm , that he commanded him inſtantly to 
beput into Chaynes, and kept with bis other common ſlaves. Great 
Gods! when 1 ſaw thoſe hands loaden with Irons, which if vertue had 


been at; dl; . have {wa ed the Scepters of the World bl 
what hid _ ry fepeſ pmetIcad a Million of times Parthe- 
niſfſa - 
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niſca's inconſtancy,that had caſt my deare Maſter into miſcrics almoſt ag 
Freat as his vertue, and condemned with many imprecations the weake 
Neſs of Pompey's , which the deſire of an unworthy Citizen could {6 
ſoone deſtroy ; at laſt I was reſolv'd to acquaint our Tyrant withmy 
Princes er and birth, and by the affarance of an exceſlive ranſome, 
free him from that Captivity his unjuſt Fate had flung him into. But 
then the conſideration of thoſe ſacred oaths Artabanes had cxtorted 
from me never to reveal that ſecret but by his conſent , ſuppreſt my 
reſolution, and made me take up that of endeavouring to perſwade him 
to it himſelf, orelſe to gireme his permiſſion for it. Therefore w 
my opportunity, I bzgg'd him with a ſtream of Tears , that heew 
not by any obſtinate ſilence undergo fo low a deſtiny, butby acquaine 
, ting Batiatss with his quality, procurea civill uſage till his Ranſome 
came : That then he would return into. Parthia, there having obtaund 
a Pardon for S#rena's death, evince to Partheniſſa, by a carriage voyd 
of all trouble, how =: ily hee could diyeſt himſelt of his Pafſion, when 
ſhe could throw off her Conſtancy, that *rwas her Virtue,not her Bzau- | 
ty onely he: ador'd; and fince ſhze could decline the firſt, hee could as 
eaſily the latter. Hold thy peace, Simander (faid my Prince, interrap- 
ting mee ) doe not add2 unto my miſeries by thy impious diſcourſedl 
Parth.niſſa, theeis yet the higheſt thing in my —_ for ] am 
better conſideration apter to believe *rwas ſome defeCts ſhe found in me, 
then any which were in her, that made her recall the bleſſed joy of her 
AﬀeCtion , and fo that which thou termeſt Inconftancy, may bee her 
Juſtice. No, no, Simarder ( he continu'd) fince the Gods have profel 
themſclves ſo nuch my adverſaries, tie not thy foraune unto the moſt 
wretched of men:I have ſome jewels that ſcap'r the Pirates,take them& 
buy thy freedome, then return intothy Country, where I ſhall pray 
thou mayelt enjoy a f-licity equall to thy Virtue; and let me alone to 
wreſtle with my misformes ; for I had far rather p2riſh in this miſera- 
ble priſon, and under the weight of theſe chaines, then ſee Partheniſs 
icorn my Flame, or by her embraces recompence any others. By this: 
thou mayſt in ſome ſort gueſſe ac the greatneſs of my Torments, when 
Slavery is a comparative happineſs, My Princz had no ſooner don 
ſpeaking, then flinging my {elf at his feet, I told him, Oh Sir !haveall 
my fervic?s not yet obtain'd your leave to bare a ſhare in your misfore 
tunes ? can you ſpear tome of tzicity when you are loaden wich Irons? 
Alaſs! what fan)chave I committed, that you ſhould eſteem me worchy 
the miſcry 0: 1ibzrey ? I atcſt the Gods ; that the ſence of your- Tots 
mens 
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ments create the greateſt I endure, and that I can drown my own by 
theconſideration of yours, whoſe liberty I would joyfully purchaſe by 
heloſſe of my own eternally. Therefore, Sir (I contin'd, embracing 
of his knees ) I conjure you 4 your virae, and thoſe ſervices which 1 
I hall live to pay you by that Partheniſſa, whom you do yer ſo 
highly reverence, doe not baniſh me from the glory of ſaffering with 
ow, nor have ſo low an opinion of my fidelity , as to think any thing 
death ſhall ſeparate me from you. To which Artabenes reply'd, 
That his knowledge of my affettion for him, and not his diffidence of 
it, made him preſs me to return into. Parchie, but fince I afſur'd him, 
tobenear his perſon was a higher fatisfaQion , he granted my requeſt , 
though it were to the augmentation of his miſery , which he proteſt to 
me was much cncreaſt by the ſhare I had in it. I had ſcarce kiſt his hands 
an acknowledgement of his favour, and my joy, but Batiatws came 
in, who commanded his Chains tobe taken off ,, that he mighc bends 
fitter for that employment to which next morning he defign'd him; 
then he ſelefted ſome ewenty of the ableſt Slaves, who together with 
Artabanes , were ſet apart for Gladiators, and then went away. 
Theſe Gladiators ( as the Renwars call them ) are certaine Cap- 
tives who are kept to fight at ſharp one againſt another in Am- 
theaters , for their Maſters, or the peoples paſtime , which ſort of 
alwayes ends at leaſt with the lofſe of nuxch blood, and often 
times with the foe of the Acors. As ſoon as my Prince leam'd by 
ſome of the other Slaves what hee was deſtin'd to, he curſt a hundred 
times his ignorance of the Roman cuſtomes that had ſav'd Batiatus 
Life; for certainly had he known the cauſe why his Chains were taken 
&, he had employ'd then to kill the Commander of it, Biitafter hz= 
ving walked two or three turnes, with looks and ations expretling his 
jaſt reſentments, he at laſt defir'd his fellow Priſoners filenceand at- 
tention, which bing cafily obtain'd ,- hee ſpoke to them much to this 
e; Friends, and companions in miſery, That Formne has made 
us Slaves is her Fault, that we ſhould continue ſo, will beoare, fince A 
Quiet ſubmiſſion to her cruelty tacitely acknowledges we deſerve it, and 
makes that which is an cfeft of her blindn:ſs, appear a confeſſion of 
her Juſtice. You have- afſiu*d mee often that you are all Genclemen, 
That Title obliges you ſooner to wear Deaths Livery then Batiazmr's , 
kt ustherefors by ſome gallant. attempt thew how worthy we werzof 
liber ty, or by dying handſumely how unworthy wee are of Chaines :

banes, Canitins, on2 Caftes, andT, drew out their ſwords,and ſheath

the doors of the Priſon, and coming into the great Court of Batiarnrs. 
houſe ( which wee we

rants, and ( as wee conjeQur'd ) coming to viſit us ; his amazement 
was ſo great when he ſaw us all at liberty, that he had not power to fly, 
which gave Caſts ſufficient time to 4 away his life , buthis Szr- 
rants ſcap'r, and by their _ drew wany people into the ſtreets , 
moſt of them in their ſhirts , for it was very early; Thoſe of the C#- 
puns that had Armes, perceiving we had but ioure Swords , fell 
pon us very reſolutely , and ( doubtleſſe ) had cut us off had wez nor 
rcover'd a'narrow lane, where my Prince, Caritize, Caſims and 1 ( who 
were thoſe onely that had Armes ) nuaking good the entrance of it , 
gavcour Companions time to break into a Cookes ſhopp that was b:- 
hind us, where having fitted themſelves, ſome with ſpits , others with 
long knives and ſuch kind of Weapeans ,. obſerving how our Enzmizs 
incrzaft, and that delay-would bring a certain ruinc, wee charg/d'them 
© furiouſly, that we made way through all thoſe that oppos'd us, aud 
by the death of ſome thirty or forty, recover'd that Gate of the Town 
which leads to the Mountaines of Pertely juft as fome of the inhabi- 
ants were going.to ſlit its who as ſoon. as they perceiv'd usfled & left 
s2 free paſſage, the Capuant not daring then topurſae us any farther. 
@ this retreat my Prince and Canitiws broughtup the Ricar ,- Coſtus 
ad[lead our Companions , _ and. though we four were wounded, yer 
'twas ſo favourably,that ic hinder'd not our march. We were not fixtzen 
fulongs ont of Capra ( which according to the Reman accompt makes 
two Miles ) when we overtook Tome horſes loaden with Weapons for 

Fencers going to Sa/apia, thoſe horſe and Armes we ſeiz'd on( but did 

their owners no harmJand had ſcarcely firted our ſelves with them,when 

wemight perceive 300. Capnars that follow'd us with an cagernelle 
hat poake their intentions. The inzqnalicy of our Numbers did ſome- 
ing ſtartle our Companions at the firſt , but my generous Princeſv 

Nimated them, thac he made them not onely reſolve to fight, bu ſave 

le Capmarrs the Iabour of halfe their march 3 The Enemy perceiving 

arintentions receiv'd our charge with much reſolution, but Artaba- 

Mt pave it with more, and did att in that occaſion things fo worth 

mſdf, that at laſt the Caprians were routed , and moſt ofthem kill'd, 

Orwe follow'd the Execution to their very Gates , which wee found 

DH enard<d( an univerfall fear having ſciz'd upon all the Inhabitants) 

Uathad our Numbers been proportionable to our advantage,we might 

we poſleſt that great City. Buc mw were ſatisfied with our ſuccelſe , 
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and at night retir'd our ſelves to a place of a very ſtrong -ſitnatin 
which Caffss ſh2w'd ns, who by good fortune was perieRly acquaintel 
with that Country. This place I ſpzake of was a Hill of a great heigh 
in themid le of a Plain, abour eight furlongs circumference, and inac. 
c:fſibl= every way but one, by which alſo there could not come aboxe 
five a breſt; The nzxxt morning we mict together to chooſe our ſelyea 
Captain, knowing that a Body how little ſocver without a Head xa 
Monft:r. My Prince was elefted , whoſe ,valour and conduit in the late 
fight gave him that plac? without cither oppoſition or envy, to whom 
wee all ſwore obedience *cill we might get out of /taly and ſo retume 
to our own Countries,for wee were of ſeverall Nations,though the moſt 
of any on? were Thraciays. Then our new Souldiers defiring to know 
their Cap:ain:s Country and name, came and begg'd of him the knoy- 
ledge ofboth , but my Prince- who would 'nor acquaine-them with & 
ther, leaſt ic might in time diſcover him , dzfiCd their exauſc, telling 
them he was ty'd to a concealment of both by ſome conſideration; 
The Thraciens then, who rold you were the moſt in number of ay 
onzCountry, cryed out , that they would thenceforwands call hm 
Spartacus, which in their Language ſignifies Captaine or Genenl,, 
. andall the reftwillingly conſented to it, which Ifhalfbegg you (fad 

Simander to Callimachus)to take notice of , for I ſhall fora whileal 
my generous Maſter no more but by that Name, fince *cwasunderit 
| hepurchas'd ſo great a proportion of Glory that it cannot have ana 

till th: Wor'd has. O Gods! ( faid Callimachns to Simander )Isit 
then Artabares , that under the name of Spartecas, did from ſo wal 
a bzginning ſhake the Rowan Empire worſe than ever Hanniballdid! 
and who ſo filPd the world with his genero:s ations, that not to hare 
heard of him is as great a wonder as any he pzrform'd ? This ( replyd 
Simanaer ) is that ſame Spartacny who comeing into Irely,.a Slav, 
Ladenwich Chainzs and miſcries, by his vertie and courage had cer 
tainly ſ1bjefted the grzatzſt Empirz of the World, if at leaſt his Sauld- 
ers had been of that Tempzr which Hanniballs were; For Spartali 
knew as well how to make uſe of a victory , as to win it, if that gi 


Genzrall had done the like, and had followed ſacceſſe as much asfuc- 
ceJedid him, he had made th-C arthagizians Lords of all the World 
On: great advan gc Hayibalhad,which was,though his Ar.ny wes 
compos'd of ſeveral 


Nations, yet th ny ich 
them bomngh e, yet they never mutiny*d, but with # 
much ſatisfaftion as ab 


ſatis duty obſerved his ord-rs. If my generous Maſt 
bad enjoy'd that bleſſing, the Parthianthad now held that Empiren 
poſſalay 
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_ , Which the * Carrhaginians onely had inexpeftation , as you 
all hear by th= ſequell of nry diſcourſe. Which ſaid Callinenchns, 1 
muſt interrupt, to bzgg you to reſolve me two doubts, the firſt is, wh 
the Royn.ans gave out that Spartacrs was a Thracien? and the 
why they faid hee was kill'd in that famous Battell of the Trenches , 
which he fought againſt Marexs Craſſus ? Tofarishe your firſt doubr 
(reply'd Simander )I mutt acquaint you that thoſe Thracians which 
gave him the nan of Spartacus, when they ſaw his glorious vitorizs, 
andthat he would not thendiſcover where he was borngrefolv'd fince he 
tooke his Name out of their Language to give him his originall from 
their Country, which my Prince did not contradi& for thoſe reafons 
I formerly ſpecift'd, ſo that the Romans when they ſaid he was a Thra- 
cias, gave out but that which they credited themſelves. Fo your ſe- 
cond doubt, which concernes his ſuppoſed death, I ſhall begg your pa- 
tience but a little, that I may tell ic you in its due order, for I per- 
ceive by your queſtions you are ay acquainted with ſo much ot my 
Princes adventures , that it will very much ſhorten the Relation of 
them. I muſt confefſe ( r.ply'd Callimachss ) though my profeſlion and 
inclination have made mie eſe few years live a recluſe life,$ give me no 
=_ curioſity to enquire after newes,yet your generous Princes altions 
ave reach'd my carsgbat in ſoconfus'd a way,that you wil do me a fin- 
gular favour to acquaint me with all ch= particulars,being ſa enamour'd 
ofhis vertue that I cannot but be highly intereſſed in any thing that re- 
hates unto a further knowledge of ic; then begging Simanders excuſe 
for having defir*d co anticipate his Relation, which hebeſought him to 
receive as an Argument ofhis great concernment in Artabanes ſatery,by 
his filence invited him to continne his diſcourſe, which Simender did in 
theſe words. Ileft off where Art abenes under the name of Spartacss was 
choſen Captaine b y his companions , which title oblig'd him to pro» 
vide for all their ſaferies : his firſt cares were, to fordfi: our Fort, 
( which he did by making many Teaverſes upon the Advenue3)and to 
procure a Magazine of Vi&talls which at laſt he accompliſhe, bac with 
much difficultie, being conftrain:d to fighe forevery thing hz broughe 
i The Caps too were takeing order for their fafetics, and having 
found by their firſt eſſay, that *twas Hot an eaſy thing to conquer us 1 
feild, burfarre more hardly to b2 effted in the ſtrong Fore we 
werein, having furniſhe it with all nzceffaries for three Months, dif 
patcht away ſome of thetr Citizens to Rowe to acquaint the Senate 


With what was paſt, and to implore their ayd2 for the ſnppreſling of 
| R 3 their 
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their Bondmen ( for ſo they alwayes tearmed us). The Scuate 
thzir motion into debate, and finding how great prejudice all Italy 
received by the ſlaves that were riſen in Sicily ( which were not then 
quite ſuppreſt ) how'thar from a weake beginning , thzy had made 
dangerous progreſſz, and that it would bring their fame and their Ems 
pirz into contempt,when that their very ſlaves could endanger both, 
{olv'd for this expedition to employ Clodixs the Pretor , with three 
thouſand men , who having receiv'd his commiſſion ( which was to 
putt us all to the Sword) 1:ft Reme, and by great Marches advanced to 
wards us: we were not, ignorant of theſe preparations by the induſtry ot 
Caftus (who knowing the Countrey, was imploy'd as a ſpye, andrill 
we were beſeidg*d, brought us frequent and trae incelligences  butat 
laſt the Pretor and his Army(which was recruited by ſome additional 

forces out of Caps ) were come ſo neare us, that they drew up inBate 
tallia, and taced our Fort. Spartacss,who was reſolved to make them 
difpume every foote of ground , made ſome ſach vigorous (allyes ':'» 


the Romans were hindred from Campeing above 24. houres , andha 


our numbers bzen _— to our reſolutions, we had mad: our enemies 
know, that thoſe 


ey had to deale with , had nothing of Slaves but 
the Name. My Princehaving acquainted Cledivs by the loſe of 200, 
of his Souldiers of what temper we were made, gave him leave to ſettle 
his Campe, leaft he might harcaſſe his owne men morethen 

The Pcetor who underſtood the Art of Warre, and knew the wrath of 
this Maxime, That a place ſtrong by ſituation is eaſily blockt up y: & 
lefted that way of conquering us 3 But finceI have ſo many things 
Souldiery to acquaint you with, I muſt runthem over briefly, by cling 
you, That though the ſeaſon of the yeare were very incol 40us to 
lodge in the open ayre, yet the Romavs having endared a world of mi- 
ſeries by the fary of the weather , would nor( for all ) decline their 
Szidee, but by the continuance of it reduc't.us tothat extremity for 
want of Vi&tualls, that we reſolv*d, rather than ſuffer the torment of 
Famine,to fall upon all the Army, and with our Swords in our hands 
dyc ating our revenge 3 which determination we had the next Morne 
ing put in prattice , had not I found out a ſtrang way for our daliver

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Plaine. This imagination I inftantly communicated to Fpertacss and to 
theret, who having veiwed the place were all ofmy opinion , wee 
therefore began to make ladders, like thoſe in Ships, for the Vines be- 
ing fapple , of a great length » and ſtrong, were almoſt as uſcfull as 
Ropes» and the Rocks not makeing on? con'inued precipice , but in 
ſome places reſembling Scaffolds and Stages, did fo facilitate our at- 
tempt, that rwo houres before day,we all ſafely deſcended on the plaine, 
my Generons Maſter having leadd us the way , which was alwaies his 
attic, where there was any danger. Then as we were going to ad- 
riſe with Caſts what way to take torecover the Mountaine, my Prince 
overhearing it came , and beg g'd ns to make uſe of no other guide buc 
him, and to take no other way but that which lead to the Roman 
Campe, where a Viftory as certaine as it would be glorious did attend 
ws: Ina word, he told us fo many Arguments for embracing ſo; happy 
an opportunity, that they preferr*d the' honor of the attempt wi 24 
their owne ſafety , and obeyed Sparrecns , who leading them ſome 
Tem furlongs abour, fell into C/edins Campe, and them ſoun- 
py ( for they kept no Centryes bat towards the Advenues of our 
orte, having all 7taly to freind befides ) that we kild above 500. of 
tham in their Hutts before they: took the Alacam, whichat laft was ſo 
hoee (not knowing from whence ſo great an execucion proceeded ) that 
Cldins, andall thoſe that ſcap't the fury of our Swords, were obliged 
weheir feet foliiif@ir ſaferies,% left ns the quiet poſſciſion of their campe, 
with all:the es, Viualls, & armes in it. The report of this great 
fuccefle was ſo ſuddenly diſperſed, that in lefſe then tenn dayes above a 
1000. aſwell (laves as diſcontented and poore men, came to offer their 
ſervice to my Prince, whowillinely received them, and gave armies to 
ach as wanted any , ontof thoſe he had taken from che Pretor. Bar 
Spartacus having no banke of Treaſure to maintain? ſach a confluence 
af People as every day came thronging under his enfign?s , and knows 
g-thas to live upon the ſpoile- was as diſhoneſt as unpolitics , and 
waild fo Rattct his Army; that th Romans could not mille an occa- 
ionofdeſtroying it, publiſh't that if the Countrey would (end him in 
acompetent proportion of ViRtialls and money, they ſhonld receive no 
Prejudice, buc if they nzglefted {o favourable an offer, whatſorver mit-- 
niesthey ſaffered by ic, maſt be caft upon the ſcore ofth-ir obſtinacy. 
his in ſome places pr:vail'd, bnt in others it did not, thoſe enjoy el 
theeffe&s of his clemency , and theſe r:ſenr2d the reward of theic wil- 


klnaſs, Bur to contin? my {zlfz ro my ingagement of _ i 
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briefly all my Princes generous aftions in this Warre , 1 will acquin 

ou, that the Remaexs after the defcat of Cledws, ſent Varinn: the 

retor with $00. menagainſt Spartacus, and becauſe his Army wazty 
be formed out of ſeverall garriſons, which of neceſſity would take 
ſome Time , he ſent Furivs, bis Leiutenant with 2000. Souldienhs 
fore him to preſerve the countrey from our incurſions, which my Pring 
having intdligence of , drew out a Thouſand of his ſelet Men, and 
marcht all Night with them towards a valley which Furivs was ty 
paſſe through next morning , and there an hower before day, in tw 


notlong continu'd in expeCtatien of our Enemies, but we ſaw Furinei 
the head of his Army marching in very good order, which 5 pertacai 
ſoone broke, for diſcovering himſelfe with fix hundred of his ſouldien 
hegave the Romans fo reſolute and unexpedted a charge , that at 
hediſcompog'd them. But F*riws who. perceived how unconſiderady 
our numbers were, ſoone rallicd his men, and then gave us fo vigarau 
a repayment, that we found it high time to give the ſignall for Cavity 
and Ceffus with thoſe foure hundred men that were yet in oacof tt 
Groves for our reſerve, which no ſooner than the Enemy fledd, 
not. knowing but. that every wood might have been fo furniſht. The 
Countrey being very fit to follow the execution, there eſcapt notaboxe 
L100. in all, of which number F#riss was none, who ſcorning toomt 
his ſafety to his flight, thruſt himſelfe mto the mi | 3 and then 
found that fate which Spaytaens endeavoured to prevanlFbut the c 
neſſe of his ſonldiers was ſuch that he could only oblige him in 
andnot in aftion, yet after his death, he gave him a Buriall ſuitableto 
the eſteeme he had conceiv'd ofhis courage. This defeat increaſtow 
Army much more then the Romans loſt in it, and the Senate no ſoon! 
heard of it, but they reſolv*d by a powerfull force to pluck up this wa

wards Farinws,who lay encamp*d 60. Furlonps rom our Fort in expec- 
tajon of his Colleague who had then newly le!t Rowe.My Prince having 
fadd his camp inviced him ont of it,&by many'otherways endeavonr'd 
wprovoke him to battel, but when heperceiv'dall was frlefſoyhe en- 
wenche himſelf eight Furlongs: from the Pretor, giveont that his men 
rnheaway daily, and for four nights ſucceſlivepRepe great Fires in 
his Camp, and pzrmitted none of his Souldiers co appear without, nor 
within his Trenches. The firſt Night having adverciſement that Coſſe- 
"ut was within a lictle dayes'march of Yarinus, with 'as much filence 
23an Army could rife; he quithis Camp, leaving fome few to continue 
thoſe accuſtomed/Fires init, and marchr all night towards Cofſinins, 
whoſe Sconts being taken by ſome of ours, after a few thr:atnings con- 
ft that their Generall was noc thenin his Camp, but Jay at a ſmall 
Village not far diſtant from it, to make ufe of certaine Baths which 
verethere. Spartacxs immediately lent Caftws with a conmanded par- 
tyot ſeleft Horſe to ſurpriſe him , and contim'd his march towards 
theEriemy, but Cofſi»1ws 'got the Alarum time enough to recover to his 
, Which he was no ſooner come into, then our Army ſtormed it, 
ad after a blcoly reſiſtance entred. There Coſſinins obſervirg how my 
Prince pierc*d, and broke his reſoluteſt Troopes had the contidence to 
tphe with him, which coſt him his Life. | His fall was no ſoon di- 
mig'd, but all his Army fought their ſecurity in their feer,havitz-formd 
their fwords were unable to;give it them ; ſome two thouſand eſcap'd, 
the reſt were kill'd,and a few taken. The day by this time appear'd, and 
liew'd our Sonldiers,that the riches they had purchas'd by the victory, 
wasasgreat as the Hononr. Having reſted, and refreſhed themſelves a 
while, the next night wereturn'd to our own camp, where we found 
bow well : V/arinus: had: been deluded by onr Firzs, and our Souldiers 
not ſhewing themſelves the tive precedent days. This, Sir (contimued 
Simander) is ſo ftrange, that were it not as gznzrall a known Truth , I 
ould not have the confidence to tell it you. The next morning after 
varretun, Spertecns ſent five hundred prifoners ( taken at Coſſinine's 
&at) unto /Yarim, and bid them tell him , though the Romars u- 
figeto him, and their barbarous Commiſſions they gave their Gzne- 
ls of ſhewing no mercy, deſerved in Juſtice a proportionate retume, 
fethee eſteenr'd an ill action fitter to bee avoyded then imitated, there- 
vrepreſented him thoſe Captives, having only exafted an oath from 
them, of not bearing Armes againſt him for a yeare. *T were hard to 


&the ſeveral conj:Cures our Enzmies had in their Camp, when = 
S or 


percaiv'd thoſe five hundr2d unarmed men march up to them, but 


- found the Victory inclin'd to our fide, which precaution he ſoon made 


Priſoners then taken, there was ſome young men of S«lapia,who thinks 
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*rwcre farr2 more difficult to deſcribe their griefe when they knew the 
cauſe of it. The rage of this defeat, and the confidence Farm hadd 
not being relievd, made him alter that cold reſolation of protr: 

the Warre, and by erecting a Scarlet Coat-Armour over his Tet 
( which is the Rewans fignall of Battc)l) gave us as munch joy, 
as our ſucceſſe did afterwards afford him diſcontent. But his fury not 
having abvlately blinded his jugdement hee drew up kis Army info 
advantageous a place, that he might retire ſafely into his Camp, ih: 


uſe of, and by it deferr*d his ruin for a few dayes, which afterwank 
happen'd near Sa/apia, a conſiderable Town in the Eaft part of Bah, 
where the ſacceſſe was ſo entire, that not above fifteen hundred eſcaped, 
in which number /arinus was, having loſt his Axcs and Rodds, the 
badges of his Pretorſhip,with the Officers that carryed them,to whon 
Spartasus ſoon reſtor'd them, and them to their liberty ; but our Arny 
commanded them to tell the Senate , That their Generall would nx 
make uſe ofthe Regalia's till hee had the Empire roo. Amongſt thok 


ing to have a ſhare in Varinus Victory, were (the day before his de 
come into his _ and finding fo different a fortune to that w 
they expected, defir'd to ſpeak with Spartacus, where they told him, 
that Salapia was without any Garriſon , that the chickeſt cirizensInt 
were their Friends and Kindred, and fich with whom they had mud 
ILY WY they would employ for the reducing of it into his handsi 
e would reſtore them their | 26 way and engage his faith that thet 
Town and Townſmen ſhould enjoy the ſame Immunitiecs and i 
l-dges under him that they did under the Rewars; in a word, they 
repreſented the Terror the Salapians were in , and the intereſt they 
in them, that Spartacus granted unto them whatſoever they defird, 
and immediately march'd directly thither. That which indnc'd thok 
Priſonzrs to make that overture was, that ſome of our Offcers in that 
diſcourſe, had not onely affiu*d them that the fir deſign we ſhould 
tipon was to take in their City, bar that they thimſcives muſt xp 


the laſt rigour of War, if they did not contribuce their aſſiſtance int* 
reducing of its which if they would undercake, and pzrforme 

not onely-be a fingular advantage to Sa/apia, bur preſerve their 
lives, which were fo juſtly forfeited to the Law of Armes. Theſe 0® 
rarough ſuch like infuſions wereſo terrific, thac parcly cut of nay 
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wthemſclves, and partly out of care of their Town, which (without 
yeeding ) by the greatneiic of our Army (then indeed grown very con- 
tderable) muſt become in few dayes a przy to the inſolent Sonkdier)in- 
din'd them to that motion, which was the cauſe of furniſhing my 
Prince with an occaſion of ſerving two of the moſt virtuous Lovers 
that cimie did produce, and in obliging them, he received a farre higher 
ſaisfaction, then by taking of ſo important a place. By this our Army 
having fac'd Sa/apia, half thoſe young men were permitted to try their 
wer,che other halt remaining 2s hoſtages for them,$ truly they were 
0 ſuccellefull in the attempt, having terrified the Sa/apians with the 
ralineſſe of our Forces ( which impreſſions they were apt enough to re- 
cive by che bloody defeat of Varmns the Pretor ) that immediately 
they depated ſome of the chiefeſt Citizens to treat with my Prince for 
the conditions of their ſurrender, and: had ſo far advanc'd the worke , 
thatevery thing was on the point of conzluſion , when a McſT-nger from 
the Town defiring, and being admitted to ſpeak with the Depaties 
whiſper'd them ſomething in the care, after which they all b-gg'd leave 
of Spartacns to retume for a while, there being in their abſence ſome 
Tumnlts happen'd amongſt their Sa/apians, which nothing but their 
preſence could appeaſe, which being granted, and they not a quarcer of 
a hour retum'd ,- but thoſe young men that were employ'd into Sala- 
pla were ſent back into the Camp, all the Walls Mann'd, and a bloody 
Colours hung out, of which ſo ſidden an alteration we co} not ima 
Eine the cauſe, till thoſe Priſoners told us, that during the Treaty , a 
young Gentleman called Perel{a, who under the Remans had payne 
mich glory, had by an” Oration fo perſwaded th: Salapiars, that they 
verereſol\2d rather/to hazard their ruin by r-ſiftance, then purchaſe the 
awyding of ic by a ſubmiſſion ; chat the Cicizzns having taken up that 
drerination, would have detain'd them, leſt Sparracus incenſad by 
icirinconſtancy , might inflit rhe paniſhment of ic on chem : Againſt 
vhich they repreſented the injuſticeof the aftion, the c:rcain: death of 
cir companions 3 and how *cwould give one that had the power, the 
vill to' deſtroy Selapia ; but finding all their reaſons rejected , they 
Wtto Pero{/a,whole Gallantry thzy ſaid was as great as his courage, 
ant having acquainted him with the condicions on which thy wzre 
ſntinto Salapia, and their deſires , hee not only highly commended 
lcie honeſty, bur gave ſtrict order they ſhoald retira to 12 Cump, 
(-, all of them having tralted hin) for the tim? 
with the abſol:ice Command. Wez ſoon foun4 by this r2Jation 
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wich as much difficulty as a little before we were perſwadedto have gi; 
tained it with eaſe. But Spartacus havingftac'd it, found himidþ 
bound in honour to make them repent the- contemnirig of his Mercy; 
and therefore inſtantly ſecuring all the Advennes, hegavs airtight 
many ſcaling Ladders, Rowling bridges, and Faggots tobe fordwih 
rovided : Then calling for all the Salapiavs, who were fifty inn 
bot he told them, That he wzs ſorry their Citizens had delnded him; 
but *rwas onely in ration to themſelves, fince it. would renderther 
deftruftion as juſt, as it was inevitable : That to conquer ſoconfides 
able a place was more for his honour then to have:itgiven him #"Tha 
he had endeavour'd to make them yeeld by fair means ,- becanſe heyy 
f:r1*d the ſaving of blood before the glory of his Arny : That forth 
own particulars, their declining the temptations of their friends, al 
returning to his Camp when they could not but 'doubt his reſenitmen, 
was a ſtrong proof of their Gallantry, or ofthe high opinion they hal 
of his; either of which cauſes were <qually obliging : Thatby & 
charafter they had given him of Perolia, he' was more ambition 
have him for a Friend then an Enemy, bur would not defire'that 
pineſs then, left it might deprive him of a certain Vitory : That 
ſo much valued Virme ( though in his Enemies ) that leſt Perellh 
might not be well ſeconded, hee gave them all ( as well for his fake's 
for their own) their liberty, and leave to'employ it in his ſervice i 
_ rhedefenceof Salapie, which he affurd them would be all little nou 
againſt an Army on whom ViRtory did as conſtantly as ae 
The Salapians who exp:Red a quite contrary entertainment,aiter mal 
expreſſions of their joy and gratitude,reply'd, Tharit upon their rewn 
they could not perſwade their Citizens to yedld unto ſo gener 
conquerour 3 that yet at leaſt upon their Ramparts they would - 
the good opinion he had of their courages, and either make his Vi 
ry worthy that name, or his defeat the more cxcuſable by their al 
ance. Spaytacss cxtreamily pleag'd with this promiſe, afſur d us 
that he would in very few dayes ſummon them of rheir promiſe, * 
obſerve if they would farisfi2 this laſt engagement as-punftually ey 
had their firſt , which if they did, hee wonld confeſs in grving ® 
their freedom hee had more oblig'd him{elf then them. Theſe yol! 
men being come to Salapie, ſo magnifd my Prince unto Per _ 
hz knew not whecher the misfortnne was greater in having fo _ | 
rue to his enzmy, or the happineſs in having ſo ample an occait 4 
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ory, Two dayes were paſt in light &kirmiſhes, whilſt our preparas 
ons for an aſſault were perfefted : The third, an hour before Tow 
phtour Army advanc'd , and every diviſion having receiv'd their 
aders, began a furious Storm , which was receiv'd with an equal! rc- 
wlution ; Six hours together the buſineſs was diſputed without any 
xparent advantage on either fide,and every place fild with horror and 
tlood, death beinggiven and receiv*d in a thouſand ſeverall wayes : At 
kit Canitins who had the command of all the Germaxs in the Army, 
one of our Enfignes upon the Walls , but was ſo ſuddenly 
xpult, - that before my Prince could have time to commend his 
Comage, he had cauſe to pitty the miffortume of it: Nyne of our ſevc- 
rl commanders had the fame Fate that day aſwell in their refoluti- 
ons as misfortunes , and Spartacus perceiving that they at laft fought 
rather by duty than inclination, ſounded a retreat,which was fo readily 
ob&y'd, that the Enemy found it rather proceeded from apprehenſion 
than on 199m therefore fell ſo briskly in our Rearz, that it had 
emdanger*d all the Army had not my Prince in perſon with 500. of the 
tefoluteft Men, made head againſt then! , and though he ſtopt the exe- 
cution, and at laſt made them retire, yet it was fo leaſarely and in ſuch 
good order, that their retreate appear'd rather their eletion than their 
ſecſity. Spartacus having doubPd his Guards, and taken ftrif order 
for therendring ineffeQuall of all Sallyes, return'd to his Tent more 
unatisfied with the repulſe than with the lofſz , where all thoſe Oth- 
cers whoſe wounds permitted them, and who had that fatall day ſcap'c 
Perella's Sword came to juſtifie themſelves , profcling that they wers 
notmore troubl'd av their diſgrace than defirous the next morning to 
rpaire it, and manifeſt by their Viftory that the ſiſp-nfton of it pro- 
ceded from their want of Fortune, not of Courage, or by their death 
ſhew whoſe Souldiers they were; That their aftronr ( by a Joynt con- 
cureence of all their cuatro procceded from Perolla, who was 
ubiquitary, and knew no certain Pcft but where there was the certain 
danger, * which he courted with an cagerneſſe as great as his ſuccefle. 
Many other expreſſions they made to vindicate the affront, and to ſhew 
how willing they were to repaire ir , which would bz roo tedious to | 
late, and to which my Prince reply'd, that he was as much ſatisfied 
with the ſence they had of their misfortune, as troubled at the occalion 
fit, that according to their defires the n2xt morning he would again= 
Rorme the Towne, and helpe them to vindicate their credits , orbears 
a ſhare with them in their fayler: _ in purſuance of that reſoſolati- 
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on, commanded them back to their ſeveralll charges , with order az 
ſoone as the day dawn'd , that thzy ſhouldiin the ſame order begins 
gain the ſtorm, that the Enemy (if overcome ) might acknowledgeby 
the not alccring the Aſſailants nor the order ot the Aſſault , that ity 
their Forune onely had ſuſpended their deſtruftions. The Officersby 
many expr-{lions having thank't Spartans tor (© high a complemen WW 
pl-c't upon their Courages > were retiring when there came in newes, f; Ar 
that Graricus with mcit of thoſe others which-we thought had bz: IM! 
killd by the Salapians, were comeing to my Prince , who extreamly 
ſarpriz'd at the accident, ſent for them in; Granicss therefore” (| with 
ſix ſcore of his Companions ) immediately preſented him{.lfe andtold 
him, After the aſſault Sir was ended , Perolla commanded all thePri- 
ſoners to be brought unto him , and having lzamt chat I was of the 
molt conſiderable quality amongſt them, addreſt himſelfe unto me, and 
ſpoke to this eff&t. That liberty which both you and your Companitens 
bave loſt by ny better fortune, I here again reſtore you, and for you 
ranſome l thall onely delire you to tell the Generous Spartacme , Iam, 
exceedingly troubl'd that he has fo much cauſe to look upon this 
aftion, as an expreſſion of gratitude, and not of that Aﬀe&ion his Gak 
lantry has created me; and though his uſage to the Salapiars he ſent 
me, expedts this as a juſt retribution , yet the high opinion I have of 
his vertue, was no way an inferiour motive: tell him beſides, that thole 
whole wounds will not permit them togoe off wich you , ſhall receive Wl .

Bat whilſt theſe ſolemnityes were performing , Blqcins withdrew 
himſelfe into this City, more out of apprehenſion that his death would 
bz pleaſing to Pacuvins than to decline ſacrificing himſelf: for the 
Romany Empire : Bat Magizs continued ftill at Capya, and his 
Counſcl]s being told to Hanmball by Perolla's Father, fo exaſperated

64 him , char as a teſtimony ofhis fury and power he demanded 24agirs 
fir cf the Scnate, whoſe feare clouding their juſtice delivered him up , 


and who immediately he caus'd to bz exccutcd in the Marketplace. 
For this Death Hazniballs Cruelty was not fo much condenined 
as Pacuvins , whoſe hatred to our blood was ſo exorbitant , that 
though Aagirs did ever facixs, and was alwaies oppos'd by 
him, yet the being my Fathers cnemy was not ſo prevalent with Pa- 
exv1%5 to fave kim, as being his brother was to condemn him : Thus 
by this ſfadd tragedy the Capwans found ſufficient cauſe to 6 
thongh nor to repaire their inconſtancy. B1t now (Sir) I {hall xl] you 
a paſſage which perhaps will be as much admir'd for the gallantry as 
the rareneſſe of it; Hanniball who ind::d had contratted a reall treind- 
ſhip with Pacuviss , cither as eſteeming his intereſt in the Capnars 
neceflary to confirm and augment his conqueſts, or his vertues worthy 
that honor, or both, but as a marke of his eſteeme and crult, he lodg'd 
in his houſe without the ordinary guards which attended his perſon : 
in the meane time Pero//a, who alwaics had a high iaclination ro the 
p=ople of Rome, and conſequently deteſted his Fathers aftions , began 
to projet the death of Hannibalin which nothing made him irre{olute 
but the violating of the Lawes of hoſpitality , and fince the conle- 
quznce was great of ſo generous a defigne, it will not bz amille to 
acquaint you with ſome of his reaſonings , before he eleRed it. What 
(faid he to himſelfe)ſhall I kill the upholder. and revenger ofour blood? 
ſhall his fr2indſhip to my Father be the cauſe of his ruine? and ſhall he 
receive his dzath fom thoſe with whom he truſts his life ſhall/I to re- 
vng2 the Romans, ſtaine my owne reputation with a Murthers and of 
inzmy own: Family? who cannot ſcape being facrific dro the Car? mT 
gineans fary:ſhall Rome owe her ſafety to 4 _ which it ſhe aprons pu 
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I. Part, 
gznder'd her wworthy of it ? ſhalt thou kill a conqueror whom the 
Gods have freed from their owne immediate puniſhment (Thunder)by 


corcring him with Lawrzll : ſhalt thou make away an Enemy whoin 


tkus giving thee the power to deliroy him, makes it a crime to-doe it? 
beſides heis one who owes his conquetts onely to his courage and con- 
duft, and if the Rowan Empire be vanquiſhe with thoſe Armes, ſhee 


deſerves that Fate, which to oppoſe were to contradict the juſtice of the 


Gods, and vertue it ſelfe: Ah no Perel/a, leave off the thoughts of ſuch 


a deſigne,than which nothing can be a grcater Crime but the perform 

it. He had certainly gone away, alter d-though not pleas'd with thele 
reaſons,had not his good Genius inſpi*d in with whit you ſhall now 
heare. 'Tis trae ſaid he, Hanniball is the upholder and revenger ofour 
Family , and therefore the performance will be more glorious : what 
greater obligation can I put on the Remans thin to ruine our Family 
to maintaine their Empir?had Aagins bn as much a freind as hewas 
an enemy to our ood deligne might weare the name of revenge, and 
an ation of publick concernment might be ſtiPd the cticft of a particu 


Jar hatrel, fo that all his favours ſhould rather invice than diſiwade 


the attempt, which theſe circumſtances will prove rather an impartial

randed with infamy Perperx4 for having murther d Seytorins though

After he had with incredible impatience expeRted 
en occation , Fortune ſeed one Night to furniſh him with one, for 
having karwd that Hazziball had withdrawne himfelfs into his 
Chawbzr fora few hours to make a diſpatch to his freinds at Car- 
thage, and that al! his followers wer? upon the like employment to 
theirs; Perolla ( who had alvraies free acceſſ2 wito him was goeing to 
ex:cute his dfivne , but it ſeemes the Fates would nor let him by one 
e-nrens afticn hinder himfelte from performing wany , for Paewvins 
who had ſome intelligence then brought him of a defigne the Capuans 
had to revenge Magims death, and to recover the freedome which that 
execution ſufficiently ſhew'd they had loſt , was then. comeing to ac- 
quaint Hanmgall with it, and in ſuch a conjunAnre of time that the 
Father and the generons Sonne mett each other at his Chamber Dore,

But Perolla was no ſooner retir'd, than 
Pacuvins went in to Harniball, and infor'md him that the Capyans 
were ſo highly incznſt at the death of Magins , that he beſought his 
pzrmiſſion to leave him his whole houſe, and that he would all it with 
his Guard-,leſt the World might looſe its greateſt Glory,and he his beſ 
Freind. Atlaſt Hanniball conſented to Pacuvins requelt', who the 
next morning removed, and whoſe Honſe was immediatly ſo throng 
with Souldiers,that the impoſlibility of attempting againſt that famous 
Captains life was as great as the deſtroying it had been pleaſing to 
Perol/a, who findeing how much his Fathcr had abus'd him, refolv'd 
in himſclfe to goe to the Romans , and by the gallantry ot his Actions 
manifet,that*twas Pacuvimns,& not Pacuvias blood which was anene- 
my to their Empire , with this farther hope , that his fortun? inthe 
many accidents of Warrz might farniſh him with an opportunity to 
aſſault and dcfroy that Life in the fight of both Armyes , which had 
been hirherto preſerved by his Fathers Teares and diflimulation. And 
the Fates who have been aſmuch his Freinds in ations of glory, as his 
Enemyes in thoſe of Love , knowing what he was deſtind to performe, 
was too great to delay any time, caus'd Pacaviws (who ſtill apprehend- 
ed the diſcovery of his fition and the ſadd events it would inevitably 
produce) to command his generons Sonne , to goe into this Towns, 

which then had been freſhly yeelded to Hanniball by Pacuvins power, 
there to countenance his freinds; which injur&ion you may well cory 
j<Cture was as pleaſing to Perolla as his rcemovall from E apa was to his 
Father. This Journey thus reſolv'd Pacuvixs farniſhe his Sonne witha 
traincft for one of the blood of Niemedes the Argian, who founded the 
citty of Agrippa in the Brntians, from whom he was linealy deſcended. 
Atter he ett Capwa helay in a Towne call'd Pettely, and the morning 
following was *waken'd with an Allarum, that the conſiderableſt par 
ot Hamiballs Army under Himilco's command had {ſurrounded the 
Towne, which had ſtrack ſo greata terrour in the Pettelines, that they 
had depated ſume of the Inhabitants to treate on conditions for a ſur- 
render; Thz timorouſnefſe of thoſe people did not ſo mnch perplex him 
o$ he was pleag'd at ſo large an occaſion of glory,he could not fancy that 
the de{igne of yeelding proceeded from feare,but want of a chicfe which

outh had *cill then exempted him from the harras and noyle of Arme:, 

ef his Gznius had ever ſo great a propenſity to warrz , that hee then 
mnderftood aſnmch of the Theory as fince he has of the PraRicque, and 
thought too that his Courage and avertion to Hamniball would ſupply 
chedefet of his unzxperience.

civility,yet it had more of refolution ; But Hannibal (the haughti- 

et ofmen) was ſo accuſtomi'd to conquer, that he cſteen.*.l a retuſall as 

* Wtad as a defeate, and being inſpird with a high rage at this deniall, hee 
areſo furious an afſault to Perteſy, that almoſt all courages but thar 
aProlla's might without ſhame have yeeldzd to it, but his in that de- 
knce did things ſo far tranſceading beliefe, that to raiſe your Faith to 
ceditthem Inwfſt leffen their greatneſſe, and injure his Valour, aſt you 
night belecve I doe the like to Truth : In a word, never more Libyan 
ood in; this Empire was ſo unſucceſſcfully ſpent as there, and never 
dory was more nobly purchas'd than in that fatall day(to the Cartha- 
{ineans)who loſt belides the hopes of Conqueſt 2000. of cheir beſt men, 
ad twice as many by their wounds were rendr'd unſerviceable. Whilft 
theſe things were ating, the Pettelines had ſent two of their chicteff 
Uitizens to beg the Scnats ayde, whom they tound (aſwell by that they 
ofery*d as by their owne dcelaration ) ina poſture fitter to defire than 
id relicfe. This proceeding of the Senates as it was a great proofe of 
tir ingenuity, {o ic was of their neceſſity, and therefore forced theſe 
Puties to fling themſelves at their feet, and conjure them with all ex- 
alicns of a reall griefe , to make them meſſengers of more comfort,or 
le permit them to ſacrifice their lives in their fights , as being a more 
Peafing deſtiny than to be Teſtimonies of che raine of their Cicty, 
Thich ſo fatal] an anſwer would render unavoydable. This gallantry 
Fs fo prevalent with the Sznate, thatſafter( through a ganerous ſyni- 
thy ) they had payd them back their teares, they commanded the 


Mtics to returne to their Citizens and tell them, that what they wa 
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don: already had been ſo obliging, that nothing conld increaſe the ſor 
bar to ſave themſelves by a timely ſubmiſſion to the Conqueror, and 
thereby preſerve thoſe who had ſhew'd ſo great a proportion of cone 
ſtancy and courage that they were more concemn'd in their ſafetyes than 
in their ovrne. The ewo commiſſioners at laſt to obey their Maſter 
came home through a World of danger wich that returne, and truely 
this was a tenderneſle of the Romans which they had manifeſted to 
non? of their ſubje&s , for in all other cafes they choſe rather to loo 
their freinds than the reputation of their Armes, but in this they pre. 
ferd the former before the latter. But this was fo farre from inducing 
them to yeeld, that by P erell#*s perſwaſtou they determined by a 
rous reliſtance or glorious ruine to merit fo high a Care, and that which 
made them the more intent on this, was, the S2nats having acquainted 
them of thzir duty, which render'd their further aCtions an cdl 
to the Reman Empire. But Hanball,who by three bloody affaults hal 
learn that Famine only could make him Lord of Pertely, hadgivn 
overall hopes of obtaining it by ſtorme, and lay a while blocking ofit 
up with as niuch quiet as his diſgraces would permitt, and at laſt wea 
ry*1 with the tediouſtefle of the Seidge lett Himilco to ſtarve themau 
and brought the beſt part of his Army to renew the Seidg of Caſſilimm 
waecre Maxitins a gallant Rowan commanded. Fimi/co to obey hi 
Generalls orders, had in few weekes ſo ſtrait'd Pettely, that thoſe i 
it did more juſtly fare their ruine from within than without , buth) 
the genzrons example of Fero/la they ſuffzed with as much paticnc 
as they afted with reſolution; and to fay trath, I know not which: 
more meritorious, their ative or their paſſive parts. In this generallC: 
lamicie therehaxp:n'd ſo rare anaceident , that though I exceeding 
long to rumn through theſe bloody relations, yetI cannot paſſe by thi 
memorable adventure, without being as unjuſt as the performers 0f i 
were gallant. The Famine in Pettely was ſo increa:*d, that theplac 
was inevitably to fall into the Enemyes hands, were not the want « 
victualls immediately redrefſ® d; and thongh(in the begining of t 
Seidge)they had ſent away all their old p:ople and children , yet tht 
ad retain'd ſo many women, that the feeding of them muſt of necel 
haſten their raine.This inconvenience was never mentioned DY Peroll 
who bare too high a reſpe& to our S<xe to preſerve thoſe of his owner" 
euyoſing ours to the leaſt hazard or ſiff-ri ng.But a certain: Lady(wht 
Vertie, beauty, extraQion and wealth, rend-rd her the moſt conſid: 
ble amoneſt the Pettelins) plainly perceiv*d how great an NCONVend 
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og Perolla's civility was like to produce. Amazera therefore (for ſo ſhe 
was called) having gotten a high and juſt value in that Citty, reſolv'd 
toemploy it co ſome end which might make her ſelfe as famous to po- 
ſerity as her perfeCtions merited. To ek this ſhe afſembP'd the cheiteſt 
Women of Perre/y. To thoſe which ſhe thought glory was morepleaf- 
ingthenlife, ſhee acquainted with her reſolution of ſtcaling out of the 
Towne and expoſing her ſelfe to the Swords of Haywballs Souldiers, 
ad thereby tree the Citty from the miſery of Famine, or at leaſt from 
their haſteaing it. To others which ſhe belcev'd prefer'd their ſafety 
above all other conſiderations, ſhe reprefented the certaine —_—— 
dath they muſt unavoidably ſuffer by their reſidence in Pettely, an 

theprobabilicy of avoiding that Fate by ſubmitting to the Carchagine- 
ang who could not beſo mercilefſe to a Sexe which the unreaſonable 
cratures even by the Law of nature reverence and preſerve. In a word, 
he fo fitted her perſwaſions to the ſeverall humors of thoſe ſhe courted,

of Petrely. The next morning b:tore day a ſervant of Amazera's 
brought this Letter to Pero/ls, who having open'dit, found it con-

as great as any other could have had for her beauty,and that(whilſt th 
ſiege continu'd) twice a day he conſtantly water'd her Ulme with ſuch 
abundant weepings, that had thoſe teares been inwardly employ'd thy 
had Joubtleſſe extinguiſht his griefe, his flame, or his lite. Ac laſt (ea 
lant Sparteem) the tamine ſo incrzaſt in Petrely, that *"rwas impollible

Bur after ſixe Moneths ſeidge, the 
ſame fate which attended him at Pertely follow'd him at Cafſilinum, 8& 
though the famine was extreme prefſing,yet the Romans notwithſtan- 
ding they were under the command of Marcellxs(called for his courage 
the Sword of the Roman Enypire, by the diftators going to Rome to 
takenzw Auſpices) yet he durſt not hazar 1a battell for their preſerva- 
tion. The Inhabitants and Souldiers of th: Garriſon (for all Perolla's 


ſcom'd it ) finding their ſad condition, privately offer'd to ſurrender 


upon Quarter, which would not ſo much as be liſtn'd unto by Hamn;- 


ball, for their abrupt breaking off their firſt Treaty when the Reliques 
of Perolla's Forces reliev'd them. Ar laſt though they receiv*d ſome pro- 
vitons which Marcellus in barrells ſent them floating downe the River 
Valturnas, yet that ftratagem beeing too ſeone diſcover'd, they were 
conſtrain'd to feede upon Mice, Ratts, and ſuch Rootes as they could 
dig out of their Counterſcarfe and Meddowes under theic Walls, which 
being perceiv'd by the Carthaginean, hee cauſ*dall thoſe fields to bee 

low'd up, but that was no ſooner done then Persl/aand his Pettelins 

y a fally ſowed- ſecd in their Enemies labour. Ha»mball being told it, 
only ſpoake theſe few Words, Muſt then that which I defigne to ſtarve 
the Romans with ,prove their Harveſt ? and immediately ſent Manitiws 
and Pero[la blanks to write their conditions in, which they ( being as 


invincible in civility as courage ) return'd, and immediately came out 


without making any : His uſage indeede was generous, but hee would 
not ſee Perolle, leaft(as be ſaid) his paſſion might force him to that vi- 
olence which his reaſon deteſted. Hawniball thus became maſter of Caſ- 
filimem, yet at his entry into it he ſolemnly vowed he was more troubl'd 
to have Perella for his enemy than pleas'd with his ViQtory. As forthe 
Garriſon they march'd dire&ly to the DiQators Army, whe Pacuvi- 
#: Sonne was rzceiy'd both by him ( who was ther retun'd ) and by 
Marcellss, with an cntertainement which reliſht nothing of the ba- 
td ay y'd his Father. The Scnate too, to gratifichim, order'd 
that all: his Souldiers during their lives ſhould have double pay , and 
though they needed ſuch courages, yet they gave them ry _ 
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modeſty great as his merit refus'd it himlelfe, and had that honour 
plac'd upon Adaritins, thereby by declining the reward, increaſing his 
title toit. Perolla having by ſuch memorable exployts, run through hig 
rentiſhip in Armes, was very delirous to waite upon his Father, who 
hi was confident had bury*d his diſob:dience in thoſe generous ations 
which had proceeded from it. Pacaviws then liv din this Ciry, (which 
was under the command of Hayriball ) and becauſe his Sonnes Attions 
had been as fatall to the Carthagineans as advantagious to the Romans, 
he reſolv'd to performe tha vilit and duty with aſmuch ſecrecy as was 
poſſible, therefore he came late alone into the Towne, leaft a retims

my Father ( for _ he indeed ) leave to get up, and then preſenting 
him wich the Sword which he had loſt by his fall told him, Here (Sir) 
the Gods will df:nd your qnncccllackies I jadg is pood, becauſe your 
enemies relye ondly on their number for thai ſaccil> : Blarcius had no 
time to make him any retume of this Civility , for the three Murthe» 
rers, having rchgn'd their admiration to take up their firſt reſolution, 
tell ſo vigoroutly upon my father and his generons ſecond, that had 
they not bem under the proteftion of Divinity, they had certainey 
miſcarried : But Perolla, who had to deal: with two okgthe three recei- 
ved ſome wounds, which yct were ſo farre from endangering his Lif: 
that they did but haſten the loſſ: of theirs which had beſtow'd them on 
him, for with a furions thruſt hediſpatched themo 
them, and (in a word) after he had once againe ſaved and reliev'd Bla- 
*is;, they made an end ofthe other two. As ſoon as my father found

Silence 1 beſeech you all ſuch doubts, for you need no 
fear I will commit a fault in the which 1 (hall find my puniſhes; 
neither can you belceve I will prefer any other before you, without d&- 
ing 25 great a wrong to my judgment a9 my happine : but ((he eop- 
tinned) may nat I { Pero//a) ſuſpeR, that B Jacires cruelty may induce 
you to withdraw your Paftion from his Daughter? and that your te- 
verge may be more predominant then your affeRion? Madam (Ire 
reply'd) I atteſt the Gods if my words have given you thelealt douby 
that I fear'd you would prove inconſtant, they did not exprely my 
m-aning ; for if I bave any ſaſpition, *cis not of your Virtue, þut of oy 
Felicity ; and if I were jealous of your chanze, Iamnot fo ruds of pu- 
tial ro my (elf, as to call that your inconRancy which would b: but your 
zaſtice ; bur if I had had any ſuſpitions of that nature, what you have 
been plew'd to ſay would make me rather cheriſh then condema them, 
, lince they are the cauſe of my recciving afurances of 4n affeRion whe 
eranſcending my hope as my deſert. As to thoſe doubts you mention'd 
of yonr Fathers hatred raifing avy reſentments in me z I atteſt the ſel

which I never deplot'd but only for that (hare the fair /z.adors had in 
them ; and though ac this fad Farewell Thad abundant cauſe to be 
highly fatisfied with her ambition'd Friendſhip, yet I have always had 
2 Genin (o apt to torment me, that I found my misfortune in my hap. 
pineſs, the knowledg Of her making my departure From her the more 


inſupportable. | 
Here /zadora (who feared that the Relation of her Servants Life

ther had removed his Lodgings to thoſe over mine, and had ſer ſuch 
faithful aod victhaot Centineals about m2, that had nat his thin being 
abroad,mnd their unuſual negleR both concurred for Perolas's ſafety,bt 
might have fallzn into troubles, che thoughts of wh c\ bas a thouſand 
times created mine ; And he was ne ſooner retii'd then Blacimug came 
ifto my Chamber, where with mary expreflions ct gladnefs he cle- 
brated his ProteRors remove, aud enjoyred me the hike reſertments 
for the ſame cauſe : bur though diſobedience co Parents be a Crinv, 
yet when I conſidered the occaſion of mine, 1 could not give it thit 
Name, for I eſteemed the obje& of my affeRtion ſo deſerving, thit 
had no way ſo juſtly to merit my {ufferings as by not reſolutely avoW- 
ing ſo pure and meritorious a Friendſhip. But whilſt I was thos ptr 
{cated by the Enewy of our affeRions, Perolla was perſccuting ir 
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of our Empire, *Twas he who under Fabins and Harcelns re co. 


vered that Caſſilinum by aſſault which was loſt by Famin:; *T was he 
thu during 44arcellus (ickneſs at Nola reconquered the Samnites, 
Lacanians, and Appuliany, by the loſs of 25000 of the Rebels and 
Africans ; In z word, *'T was he performed ſuch ſublime A&ions, 
that had I not known the Charms of bis Perſon and converſation I could 
not yet haye reliſted cthofe of his Fame. The Winter which (ucceed- 
ed this ative Summer Hannibal made Salepia his head Quarters, and 
though ke had endeavoured by a world of civilities to wake a Friend of 

Blacixs ( who Pero{la, intent only on thoſe accidents which related 
to bis AmMours had omitted to xcqua'nt you, was invited and perſwaded 
into this Town by the Carihaginian, atter it was his) yer the miſc- 
ries of his Country, and 14a9;ims blood were fo recent in his memory, 
thatnone of Haxnibals inticements could induce him to Rifl: bis de- 
lizns of revenge ; in order to which he made uſe of the {arthaginians 
offcr, bue yer lived under his Power, only to deſtroy ir, Bug the 
time of Fabizs Conſulſhip being expired the Senate to teftific the value 

they plac'c upon his merit, el: Red his Son to ſucceed him, and the Fa- 
ther either to manifeſt the goodneſs of their choyc?, or to evince he 
beleeved who ever they efteemed-fir to command in chief, he thoughe 
himſelf not too good to ſerve under, procured a Commiſſion from 
the Senate to be Lievtenant General to his own Son, It was wor- 
thy obſervation when the Father came into the Camp and the Son rode 
forth to meet him : Eleven of the twelve Lifers which carryzd Rodds 
and Axes before the Conſul, ſuffered him in reſpe& of his Age and 
relations to paſs by chem on Horſeback, which was poſitively 2gai 
the cuſtom, and which the Son perceiving commanded the lt of his 
Litors tonote it, who thereupon bade the old Fabiws to alignt and 
comme to the Con'ul on foor, which he cheerfully did, and cold him, 
'I'was not Son my neglcR but my deſign, to make tryal whether you 


underftood your ſelf ro be what you are« Foe : 

I have related ( ſaid 1:4dora/to my Prince) a particular which 
though it has nothing of connexion toour ſtory, yer being in that rime 
exceedingly diſconrlt of, 1 hope *ewill procure your excule. Sparia- 
cur, having aſſured her that ſhe had committed no faule bat in thioking 
ſhe had committed one, begg'd her to profecure thoſe Adventures 
wherein he took ſo much intereſt and fatisfaRtiov. This young Fa- 


bins(ſhe continued) wasGeneral of the Reman Army when m_—_ _ 
enate 


brought a delign of delivering Salpia and Hannibal into the 5 
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Power to ſo much pertetion, that there wanted only a3 tmach time 
as theaRing ic would rake up ; The d1y which preceded that Night 
i which this plot was to be exicuted, my Fath?r, who had covert 
drawn the Conſul wich fome Forces neer this Town, ſent n Confidehe 
of his to advertiſe him, that at any hour he (houlJ appoint, he hay 
ſo many Partizans at bis devotion, as hz conld ſecure for him either 
the Samnite or the Brutia» Gate, and that he deſired _to know 
which of them would be moſt commodioas for his attempr. 

Thi; Agent rerurning about the dusk of the Evening, unfortunat 
met with a Commandcr of the Carthag vians, whoſe gate und hibn 
was fo reſembling unto Blacims's, that blinded with that belief, hy 
rook him aſide and told him the Conſul would not fail at midnight, 
and that the Samrite Gate. would bs the molt eammodious. You 
may ealily believe theſe words did as much ſutprize the Cartheginian, 
as the knowledg of this miſerable error did afterwards him that had 
commitred it : But the Carthaginian had too long follow'd the trade 
of War,nat to conclude by what had been ſaid what was to have bee 
done, which made him immediately ſeize upon the unfortunate Agent, 
"and carry him to Hanniball, who by exquitite Torments forc'd himto 
reveal the whole Conſpiracy. This diſcovery was as pleaſing to Pace. 
vizs (who then was preſent ) as deplorable for B/asius, who with 
exceeding diligence was by a ſtrong Guard violently carry*d into a Pri. 
ſon, which in the greatneſs of its horror had this of advantagious, thi 
it mide Dzath a Comparative Good. Fabir tor all ſuſtzin'd no loſs 
bur that of his hopes, for though he were in Arms all night, yet by my 
Fathers commitral the fignal not being giver ( which was a liphted 
Torch out of a Turret Window) he conceiv'd the defign had y.nt, and 
ſoleaſurely a lictle before day retreated ro-his Camp. Bur alas, 1 wii 
no ſooner inform'd of Blacizs (ad Fate, then I lamented him as dead, 
the knowledg of Hanniballs vindicative Nature juſtifying that (or pol 

tical way of grieving : but after I had moderated thoſe tears which my

was the leſs hindered from aRing, I teſolved to write nnto Perolia, 


who I knew was inthe Conſuls Army. The Letter I ſent by a trofty 
Meſſenger, and was to this purpoſe.

ptt to Hannibal with an offer of all his Zibian Priſoners for the te. 


that he woold givc no Quarter to thoſe he had already,not to any others 


in the future. To the firſt of which the Cartheginier reply's; Tha 
he valued the execution of Juſtice more then the Rewwny confi the 
ſaving « Traytor, and upon chart: (core he would not patdof\ Blaciu 
life for n few Priſoners, who by being fo merired ro contmucſs:: And 
2s to his intter threatening, he belecv'd it was ſent when he remembred 
not {ames, Trebia, Tifſinum, and Thraſſimene ; and thongh F4. 
bius by executing thoſe he had then in his power wonld ſooner free him 
from a trouble then give him any, yet he would conſider that aRion x 
*:was intended, and vindicate himſelf at that rate. 'Tn n word, be ent 
him apoſitive anfwer, That all the offers or rhreatnings of the Rewn, 
no nor the ſaving his dcar Brother eL/dr»bals life (were it in theic 
power) ſhould tye up his hands from fo juſt and necef{ary a Revenge. 
I was further acquainted that Hannibal had given order before the 
Trumpet was withdrawn,to have a Scaffold erefted in the Alarm-phee, 
and had ſworn by the glory of Cartbage ud h's Fathers Memory 
(Oaths which he held- im greateſt veneration ): That before two ds 
were ended B /4c5u« ſhould receive the reward of his Infidelity. I might 
appear too imp:rtinene, did I acquaint you what ſad operations this 
cutl ſentence prodaced in me ; it (hall ſuffice to tell you,rbat my weep- 
ivg in the apprehenſion of my Fachers death had well-near caus'd my 
own, and that I ſhed ſo many antedared tears for ir, thar hed the er 
el Hannibal (cen them, they wauld doubtleſs have quench'd' his rage.

altecaction be attributed to the weakneſs of my Sex; ifines Blutiw, 
whoſe courage had out-brav'd many dangers, reſented a reſembing 
one ; And *cwas a long while and by many extrayagancies that I with- 
drew him from his, which when I perceiv'd entirely vaniſhe, Ten- 
brac'd his Knees and cry'd out, You are then a'ive Sir, -and the Gods 
have heard my reiterated prayers and tears for your deliverance.

him, you ſhonld have broke thoſe Tyes and Conjurations which had 
render'd you unworthy of his B:d ; or if his Paſſion had attributed your 
want of duty to your Father' to be a higher argument of your affe&ion 
to your Lover,yert you (bould have bronght him nothing but the bare 1. 
zadra; for apprehending by what you have done, what you might 
do, I had (upon ſo tranſcendent a violation of thoſe commands which 
I would have (cal'd with my laſt breath) given to another all my eſtate, 
which I beleeve (whatever advantagiou: and partial opinion you have 
of your {{lf ) makes Pero/l[a as much your Servant as your Beauty.

At this Reply 
Blacius could no longer ſuppreſs his choler, but with eyes and looks 
which had terrified me in a Cauſe leſs juſt then 1 now defended, he told 
me, You are not th n only contented to preſerve a criminal rein 
your beart, but you muſt pabliſh ic too ; and to raiſe your inſolence to 
an unacceflional height, you voluntarily acknowledg that you find your 
contentment in that which divefts me of mine ; but ſince by your dif- 
obedience you will force me to uſe my paternal power, I will make you 
ere long not only know, but praRtiſe your duty. Finiſhing theſe words 
be went out of my Chamber, and lefe me in as great a trouble at his ri 
gor, a$ he could reſent for my Conſtancy : I muſt confcſs that my Af- 
teion made me ſay thin.s which I ſhould have condemn'd upon any 
other ſcore, and which after my reſentment was a little over I endet- 
vored to walh away with Tears: But no paſſions of Love or Repent- 
ance were hardly more predominant in me, then thoſe of Rspe and Fury 
were in Hannibal, who could not refleR upon the injury done his Au- 
thority and Revenge, by forcing a Priſon in his Head-Quarters, 2d 
taking thence his capital Enemy vpon the Eve of the Execution (which 
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Perolla had done by ſurprize, and by the affiſtance of a few refoluce 
Friends he had in Sa/apia, who were all diſgu'z'd as well as He, with- 
out abandoning bimſelt ro an exc:ſs of choller,, which made bim utrer 
things uoworthy his Place and Reputation : Neither for two days to- 
gether could thoſe which had moft intimacy and power with him ob- 
tain of him to appear in publique, or ſo much as to take ſufficient nou- 
riſbment to preſerve Nature 5 Nor had his deſpair been ſo ſoon van. 
quiſhe, had not his Officers engag'd themſelves, not only to find our 
the Offenders, bur the Pciſoner treo, if be would publiſh a ProUlami- 
tion, which might promiſe large Rewards co thoſe which ſhould ef. 
fe either ; upon which the Carthaginian ſet forth a Manifeſt of this 


Tenor.

drown'd in ſorrow, that when you can imagine the higheſt operati 
on of grief, I can truly affica1 mine did make that good. And indeed 
when I conſid.red my unfortun:te Father in the hands of thoſs whole

yenge abandon the Exgles and ſerve nnder Hannibals Enſignes; viho 
though he had taken the Town, yet the Caltle which ftood upon the 
point of the harbour did reſolutely defend it ſelf, and well ic mighe, 
torthe Carthaginiar having no Ships to hinder their relief every ealter- 
ly wind the Grecians ſupplyed ic with men and viftuals; bur ac laſt 
when all Hannibals Engineers conld not find a way to block ir up, he 
himſelf did, for having taken good ftore of Galleys in the Key of T«- 
131m, 30d not being able by Sex co bring chem our of harbour, be- 
cauſe the Caſtle commanded all the Rreights and paſſages, he cauſed 
the Galleys with an admirable c. lerity and art to be put upon Carts 
and ſo exrryed them by land into the Sea, and in that miraculous man- 
ner beſieged them round, which the Romary diſcerning, not |: ng at- 
ter yeilded, I have told you (ſaid /zadora) this particular, 'lir.ce it 
never had a preſident, or an imitation, and becauſe it dejeRed the 
Senate morethen the loſs of a Bate), by finding they had to deal with 
enemy whoſe induſtty perverted the very order of nature, miking 
one Elemenc bear the burthen, and do the office of another. From 
thence he went into Zucania, where ina bloody Battel he defeated 
Marcus Centinews, who publiſbing aloud, that he loved the Senate 
and his honour too well to Giton them news that his Army was loſt, 
reſolutely chruft himſelf into the midſt of the Carthaginians, where 
he found upon the points of's Thouſand Swords the cure of that days 
misfortune, From this fatal Field, he carried his viRorious Troops into 
Apulia, where by a ſratagem too intriette md tedious to berelated 


te reduced the Preter Fabinss Army, from Twenty or two _ 
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Cznd ; But to qualifie theſe high ſneccT-s he receiv'd sdvertiſement tha 
both the Confuls were ſet down betore Capw.,, and by the cel-rity of 
thcir approzch:8, had alieady ſo firaitened ie, that unleſs he brought the 
place 3n immediate relic, it would bepaſt any. T heſe preſling Letters 
made him carry the War into Campania, where after he had 1 little re- 
freſht himſelf, he ofter'd the Conſuls Bartel, who as readily accepted it, 
for the Roman Empire was then m too deſperate a ficknels to try ade. 
ſpe:aze cure. That day much of thoſe fercil» Plains were moyſer'd 
with Blood ; and though Hanribal perforn!'d all th- parts of an' 6x. 
cellent General and of a valiant Souldier, yet it was darkneſs and not 
victory which ended the diſpute. The next morning as ſoon as it was 
lighr, Hannibal again drew his Aimy in Battalia, but the Conſa's who 
hid rot (by the precedent days loſs} Men enough to keep the Ficld ai d 
the Trenches too, contented themielyes ro continue in the latter; fo 
tiat thereby they made his Fortune the more admirable, for he was 
Conqueror without fighting, b-cauſe he won the Batecl the day after 
it was fought. But after hs bxd by many s:tempts endeavor'd to re- 
relieve his Confcderates, and found, that thongh he beſieg'd che Reman, 
yer that they did the like co the Capyans, the Conſuls taving both 
viuar'd and fortify'd themiclvyes iufficicntly, he reſolv'd ro effeR that 
by diverfion which he could not by torce, and therefo: e paſt filently 
the River YV#l/rurnw , and crofling with wondertal expedition the 
Countries of the Sraicinians, Artifanians, Caſſinians and Fregelians, 
he in ſcven days preſented himicit before the maznificent Walls of 
Rome, and had done it much ſooner, had nor the Fregellens pull'd 
down tte Bridg at the River Zyrs, and thereby much retarded his 
march ; and though this was meerly a ftratzgem of War, yer he attri- 
buted it ro a Gallantry of his Paſsion, for in a L-cter he ſent m , heal- 
ledg'd it relſht more of /zadora's Souldier to take Rowe th: n relieve 
Capna, It is not difficult co believe that the Romans, who did fear to 
h-at of Hannibal, did much more fo to fce him at thei: Gates, eſpe- 
cially being followed by a triumphant Army ; But for all his uſing ſuch 
un:maginable diligence, the Senate receiv'd ſecret advic: of his deſigns, 
Never Rome was fill'd with ſo univerſal a Terror as then, no not when 
the Ganles under the valiant Brennus corquer'd all of it but the Cypi- 
ol, and when the Forum ran with, ſtreams of the Seoates and Patri- 
cians blood. This great confternation had no influence upon any bur 
the pzople, the Senate ſtill maintaining that gravity and Courage which 
ws their nature as much as praRiſe ; but zt th- length che common 


fear 
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fexr was well (ilenc'd by the arrivil of Fulviu Flactus '(.one of the 
Conſuls.chas had befieg'd Capes) who being fent for to defend Rome: 
was come almoſt as foon as. Hannibal, and brought with him 15000 
of the ſele&t Legionarics, and a thouſand choyce men at Arms, That 
which gave him the happineſs of coming fo opportunely, was, not only 
the timely intelligence was ſene him, but alſo paſsing through Coun- 
tries that were his friends,he receiv'd none of thoſe impediments which 
the Carthaginian met with. The Senate ſent for one of the Conſuls 
to pleaſe the People, and but for one, not to pleaſe Hannibal, who 
might have too much glory*d to have made them negle& their Con- 
quefts for their Safeties.' The Conſul F/accmu being inform'd, that the 
next morning the Enemy intended to ſtorm Rowe, reſoly*'d (with the 
permiſſion of the Senate) ro make a-Battel Hannibal's only way to the 
aſſauſe, dece'aring generouſly that *cwyas not fit the Empire of the world 
(hould fall like a common City, but if the expiration of it were now 
ativ'd, *ewere requilite irs Ruine ſhould ſhew its Greatneſs, and chat 
thoſe which compos'd ſhould dye with ir. The dy therefore oo 
ſooner began to appear but the valiant Conſal drew out his Army, 
which with thoſe he broughr, and thoſe Rowavs that voluntarily came 
under his Enfigns, confiſted of 50000 Men. Hannibal on the other 
fide about the ſame inſtant drew his Souldiers out of their Camp, bue 
he 2dmit'd when in ftexd of ſeeing the Walls cover'd wits bis Enemies, 
he perceiv'd the Fields were ſo ; bur his wonder was ſoon converted 
into joy to obſerye that Rowe would fall like Her (elf,and that he (bould | 
have to deal with thoſe upon evcn terms, who he had fuſpeRed would | 
give him more trouble ro joyn with, then to conquer them ; And to | 
loſe no time he commanded the Trumpets, the Clairons, and all the 0- 
ther Muſick of War to give the (ignal of Batte!, which no ſooner w3s 
heard then both theſe great Bodies began to move with reſolution wor- 
thy their Quarrel, the one fighting co win the Empire of the World, 
and the other to keep ir. Bur juſt as they were about to begio that fa-

Friends, had .been more worthy his Arms, then the taking of that

ſplendor of ('apsa to perform what might rather create the R:ymnans 
admiration then tkeir pity, that for his own particular he efteem'd no

Great Gods | (be continued, fetching a deep 
ſigb)I have for all this obeyed you, when it was againſt my reaſon, when 
it was againſt my inclination, and.yes all thereward Tbeg of you for ſo 
painful an obedience, is, that by a mark of your tury I may receive 
one of your love: but if your Thunder be kept for the wicked and 
not the unfortunate, let your Oracle command me to dye, this hand 
(when you have taken off the impiety) ſhall be the joytul Exccutio- 
ner of your ſentence, and by one generous blow ſend me to that union

 'e--. may be pleaſed (ſaid [z.4dora to my Prince) to excuſe me, 
if I have too much particularized Hannibalr ſucceſs and actions, 
on which I ſhould not have ſo long inlifted, bad he not yowed to me, 
they were performed more upon the ſcore of love theo glory, in with 
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\aſt hz was ambitiousto 'our Rival Perolla, us much 38 Perella had 
himin th2 fiſt, I beleeve too, you have not forgo, that when he 
did leave this City, he did not either h's hopes or his paſſion, the 
firlt of which was cheriſht by Orsftes undertaking and promiſes, 
wha to ayoyd being as falſe to Hannibal as he had been to virtue, 
entirely bent himſelf to ruin2 the perfeReſt flime that ever any loy- 
ers were Capabl? of, and knowing, that vice, is n:ver ſo powerful 
2; wh:n it aflames the habit of virtue, he reſolved to take up the 
nzm?, and (for a while too) the ations of a friend, ia which hypo- 
crifie he was ſo ſucceſsfu}, that he made Pero/la his, as (incerely as 
he was ſeemingly ſo eo him; and truly he proved fo excellent x 
Counterfeit, that his misfortune had bzen as great if ke had not 
reacht hisends, as his fault was in attaining them. In brief, he fo 
eng:ged himſelf in all my generons friends concerns, and ſo decply 
ſympathized in his joys, his fears, and all his other paſſions, thac 
it wis only the work of time to diſcloſe the fallacy ; but at laſt 


hearing of Hannibals return, and knowing that delay in defigns of Y -- 


love, and glory, are equally intelleravl:, hz began to ſow the ſeed 
of j:alouſie berwixt us, which he was confident would bring 
him ſo plentifully a return ; and indeed it was a great misfor- 
tun2 that the Carthaginian hid EleRted an Inftrument fo 
perfe@ both in diflimulation, and in wickedneſs; for if the for- 
mer had been leſs, his power to do ill had reſembled ir, and if the 
latter had been ſo, his will had been the like; but both concurring 
together , was a danger whoſe greatneſs can hirdly be equaled, 
\ bucto the gaodaeſs of thoſe powers which hindered its ff. 1 

told you Sir, though Orifes knew well whac Hannibals impuiience 
would bs, yet he declined his attempt till a gocd while zfter his re- 
turo, not doubting bur to ſacisfie him for the delay, by the certiaty 
of the advantage it would produce. In order to this, the ſame 
night he entred Salapss, Orifter waited on him, of whom he in- 
mediately enquired with an earneſtneſs which demonſtrated an ac- 
ceſfion rather then a Diminution of his paſſion, what progreſs he 
had made towards the ſettlement of his telicity : to which the falſe 
Agent replyed, thit as yet he had bzen bur preptting, what he 


ſhortly intended to a, and thereupon informeJ him how that he 


had got ſo great an Intereſt in Pero/l2 that he doubted not but to 
employ it for his certain rujne, if ar leaſt Hannibal ri doubled his 
aſſiJuity towards me,and whatſoever my uſage were, that he would

Hannibal exceedingly approv'd of 
this advice, and ſo admirably aRzd kis part, that not only moſt of the 
Salapians b:leev'd I had a real paſsion! for him, but alſo Blacizsdid ſo. 
This great alteration ſoon flew like lightening through the City, and at 
q laſt came to Pero//a, whoſe amiz ment ar it proceeded rather from 
q his finding ſo many were miſtaken in me, then that he himſelf was ſo. 

But Ori{tcs who attributed his'to the cauſe he defired and not to the 
true one, came one day to Pero/la's Chamber, where after having

Hannibal was nat difpleaſed at their abſence; avd Perola (who till 
then thought he was d.awn our of a Priſon to end his life) began now 
to fear a more tranſcendent misfortune, for being ignorant of his own 
death, the (ad poſture he found my women in, and theſe ſtrange ex- 
eravagancies of theirs, made him attribuce the firſt to my death, and 
the latt to their charicy, for that horror they knew would invade him, 
35 his ſeeing me dead ; whicy abſolutely hs was confirmed in, by my 
not (at ſo great a clamour) looking out to diſcover or erquire the 
cauſe of it ; and he further bdeeved, that his Tyrant had only brongh: 
bim thither, to (hew him ſo melancholy a ſpeRacle, as a revenge for 
being h's Rival both in love and glory, But then on the other ſide, he 


could hardly beleeve the Cartheginian dur ſhew him ſo ioraging - 
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oj, and truſt b'm unty'd to at his reſentments, Whilſt the poor 
Perolla was in this labiryoth, he was led out of it by Hannibals open- 
102 my Curtens a little, and relling m2 ; S:e Madam, my power and 
my inf. licity, that can perform Miracles tor o:hers, and not for m 
(-it, that can raiſe the dead to bring you to life, and perhaps my (elf to 
d:ath, that can do all things indeed but what 1 moſt defne: herefair 
1z,4d»ra ( he continued) drawing Perolla towards me, dry up your 
tears, which <lſe may hin1er you from ſeeing your happineſs, and re- 
member he which to (ave your life has run ſo hazardous a courſe to 
his own, merits (at leaſt) that you never g ve your elf to another, 
it you w.llnot beſtow your ſelf on him. Theſe ſtrange words, and 
the 3s ſtravge noyſe which ſomewhat preceded them, made m2 
turn about to underſtand their meaning, but O Gods ! what was my 
(arp: ize when I ſaw Pero/a in this world who I was making ſuch 
haſt co find out in the other? truly *cwas ſo tranſcendant, that I fell 
into a deep ſwound, and thereby thoſe powers which have ever took 
delizhe ro afl & me, continued that praftiſe, for whilſt I belzeved 
Perolla dead, thzy kept me alive, and now they (hewed him me: alive 
they flung me into a ſeeming death, which too had like to have cauſed 
a recall one in my generous Friend ? Hannibal, whoſe concern for me 
was not ſo great as his , permitted his care to be greater, who ran our 
ro call my women to my aſiftance, and eo whom he was conſtrained 
to make many oathes, that it was really Pero//4 and not his Ghoſt, be- 
fore he could perſwade them to come in to me ; But Callione, the 
ch'sfeſt of th-m, b>th in her extraRtion and wy efteem, knew ſo well 
e:c incereſt I had in Perol/a, that whillt others took up their employ- 
ment about me, (he mide him the obje& of hers ; and was ſo uohip- 
pily ſuccesful init, that ſhe brought bim out of his fainting before 1 
W145 recove-:d of mine, which raiſed in him ſo high diſpsir, that had 
not #ll choſe which were preſent aſſured him my diſeaſe and his were 
ot the ſame quallity, and that only m.ne meeting with a boJy diſabled 
by a deep ſickneſs, was the ctule of its longer contiruznce, I beleeve 
he would have aRed ſome ſuch violence on himſelf, as bad made my 
recovery my higheſt misfortune ; but at leogtb, about an hour after 
by th htlp of ſtrong Cordials my {wounding abandoned me, and I no 
{oon-r opzned my eyes then the firſt obj:Rs they ſaw, were Hanni- 
bal and Perolla, who were both kneeling by my beds fide, bur the 
joy of b:holding the lacter, made me neither conſider nor care how 
muca the cxpretsions of it would offend the former ; to confirm this 
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truth, I told the other : Are the Gods then (o juſt (Perla) 33 to re- 
ward by this ſighe che fidelity of my Eyes, which abhor'd ali obj-&s 
bur you, and which having loſt you, have endeavor'd to weep them- 
ſelves out as uſelels chings? or elſe is it an illuſion and a meckery of 
Fate, by making me (in reſenting the joy of your Rotucre&ion) the 
more ex1Qly ſenfible of your real Death > Tell me 1 conjure you, which 
of them *cis ? for if it be the latter, I will deceive her cruelty, and con- 
vert what ſhe intends for one, into 2 ſummons to fcilow you, which 
I thank the Gods my weakneſs { for you ſuppoſed a real Death} makes 
ime 83 able, as my paſsion willing to perform, | 

M:dam (he reply'd, kiffing my hands) I amrealiy alive, but '*cis on- 
ly your joy at it which makes me eft:em my being ſo, a happineſs ; for 


: how can I conſider che perſecutions I have rais'd you in being alive, and 


thoſe 2ffiiftions T hav: cx{t you into, in not being thought fo by you, 


: bat I muſt be fiiuck with a grict as great as my Flame, and perpetually 


deplore an experimen: which convinces me, that both my Life and my 


{ Death muſt be x trouble to you. All this I heard Perolla ſpeak, yet I 


was ſo overjoy'd at his fi {ſt words, which were an aſſurance of whar 
I only deſired, that not anſwering bs laſt, I raiſed my ſelf up che beſt I 
could, and imbracing him that ſpoke them, I did that which on any 
0: her occaſicn, and in that poſture, I ſhou'd not have perform'd ; buc 
the ſubjeR of my ſatisfaRio:1 was ſo legitimate, that I cculd not ſup- 
preſs any extravagancic it produced. It is true Madam (Cid Perola, 
interrupting his tair Miſtris) your joy was oblieging to Hannibal as 
well as to me, for in your aRiog it (as he afcerwards confelt to Orifes) 
he diſcovercd Beauties which he proteſted ſufficiently pay'd his charity 
in preſerving your Life, [z44ora at theſe words , was all covered with 
bluſhes, and her ſervant perceiving it (to repair her diſorder ) told her, 
Bue Mxd+m, as it was but juſt thac Hannibal ſhould receive a reward 
for his cure, ſo it was as jult his eyes (hould receive the puniſhment of 
their preſumption, which were both perform'd,for 35 their {eeing rhoſz 
perſeRicns effcRed the form.r , ſo his ſee nz the little ſhare he had in 
tem did the latter. [zadora ( ſaid Symarder ) was ſo contus'd in .he 
remembrance of theſe particulars, chac wittou: —_— not.cc of Pe- 
rola's words, ſhe made haſte to paſs over the ſubj R of them, by thus 
reaſſumiing her relation. Hennibal wai 1. iarrg'd, char in my joy I had 
forgot my gratitude to him which furnithe me wich che cauſe of ic, 
that rifing vp he told mr. Is then all the reward ( Madam) you give my 


love, but a dzmonſt ation that you have given all yours to my Rivali 
I 1 | 3N 
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and is your flame ſo great, that you cannot conceal it when the diſclo- 
ſure is both unwiſe and ungratefull > Ah [zadora 1 how mnch do you 
rely on the power you have over me, when you care not to offend 
mine by ſo ſenſible 2 proyocation? Theſe words drew me {rom rhat 
employment my excels of joy had engag'd me in, and finding the Cay. 
thaginian was 2s juſt in his reproaches, as I efteem'd I was in what 
caus'd them, I thought fic to tell him : You do place (Sir) a wrong 


 conſtruRion on my aRions, (ince that which you term my ingraticude, 


is rather an «ff:& of my confidence in your virtue ; for did I think you 
a Tyrant, I would not add a Provocation to the power of your Re- 
venge, but knowing you to be jult, I dare even in your prefence ma- 
nifclt a Arne, whoſe virtue renders me confident rather of your pro- 
reRion,then reſentments. Ah Madam {( ſaid Hannibal) why do you 
make me juſt, to make me miſerable ? and if what I have ſeen you a 
be in reliance on my virtue, I beſeech you aſcr be none unto me, for 
mine will then be my puniſhment, and make me rather implore the 
Gods to take from me that lictle I poſſeſs, then to let it thus corment 
me. We were in diſcourſes of this quality, when B/acims being in- 
form'd of Hannibal's viſit (and of Peroli/a's ReſurreRion) came into 
my Chamber ; where in terms as ſharp as the remembrance of the (ar- 
thaginian's Power permitted him to uſe, he murmur'd at his bringing 
his mortal Enemy into his houſe, and reſtoring his Danghter to a cer- 
tainty of his beirg alive : And though Hannibal repreſented, that that 
was the only way to continue me fo ; yet my Father never leſſen'd his 
repining. but added, that fince I was of fo degenerate a diſpoſition, he 
had rather have loſt then preſe: v'd me at fo high a rate : Then he be- 
ſought Hannibal to permit him to make uſe of his paternal and dome- 
ſtick power over his Daughter, and in nis own houſe ; which the Car- 
thaginian granted, that we might be ſeparated, and yet not derive that 
misfortune from him 5 but though ir was not immediately his aR, yet 
it was an cff:R of his permiſsion, which I fo reſented, that ſeeing my 
Father going to ſend out Pero//a with ſomewhat 3 leſs Civility then I 
expeRed, 1 made hafieto tell him; Sicce, generous Perolla, I know 
not whether we (hall ever meet again, I efteem it fie co give you an al- 
ſarance before ſuch memorable witneſſes, that the Gods ſhall be mine, 
I will never be any's but yours, that nothing but death (hall diflolye 
this engagement, and if yours happen before mine, I will by the help 
of my grief, or my reſolution, immediately follow you. Perolla at 
this profeſsion turn'd about (though Blacixe was leading him _ 
a 
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= andtold me, And I Madan, do beſeech the (ams Gods if ever I che- 
riſh my life but for your fake, if ever I decline my paſſion, of if eyer 
I ſurvive your loſs a minure after I know it, to mike me the objet 
of their fury, and to throw on me as many miſerics, as they have be- 
towed perfeRtiens on the fair /2a40r4. 

This profeſſion I made him as well co reward his flame, ns to take 
from Blacirs all the hopes of chrnging minz, as alſo to puniſh Hawzi- 
bal for giving my Father z powet which he denyed him in all things 
bur co torment me ; and truly the Carthaginian was in ſuch a rage at 
this juſt and mutual ing1gemen, thag he commanded ſoms of his 
Gaards (which waited at the deor) to take Pero/la, and keep him 2s 
their lives, till his p!eaſure were known. Then coming to my beds fide, 
he told me; I fee, Madam, that you trample on the goodneſs of my 
diſpofition, and that you believe becxufe 1 have nor, chat I dare not 
revenge my {:lfon my Rival; but know, if you perſevers in that be- 
lief, I will convince you of ths contrary by ſo bloody an experim:nc, 
that you will find 1 am capable of as high a proportion of revenge, as 
love ; and that by not rewarding the latter, you will neceſfitace me to 
aR the former, He had no ſooner done ſpzaking, then without Raying 
for a reply he lefe mz, and at Oriſtes importunne intreaties he com- 
mitted Perolla to his charge, with horrid vows, that he ſhould anſwer 
for him with his life; To which condition the Traicour cnde'cend- 
ed; and having received his Charge, he brought him to his houſe, lodg- 
ed himin x chamber with grated windows, and p'ace1 at the coming 
into it, x ſtrong Gard of Africrns, which Hannibal furniſhe him 
with, who every day vifited me, and as his diſcourſe, ſo his reception 
was ; ſometimes returning with hopes, for I conſidered Perolla was 
in his power ; ſometimes without any, l:& he might think him his on- 
ly obſtacle; and ſo remove -him. Bur I omitted to tell you, that the 
certainty of my gen-rous Friends being alive, made me coure as much 
my cecovery, as formerly I had my death ; and with my healch, my lit- 
the (and untortunate) beauty being returnzd, it increaft ſo much the 
Carthaginians fire, that nnder the pretence of che greatneſs of ir, one 
Evening he became (o indiſcrect, that I was not capable any longer to 
diſſemble, but gxve him o juſt and ſhurp a repreheofion, char in the 
fary it produced, pan his return to his own houſe, he ſent for 0r6- 
ſes, and lead him into his own Bed-chamber, where heving (hut the 
door, he acquainted that Traytour, that he was able no longer to con- 


rain his reſencments, and that he could nor bear ewo ſuch powerful 
I 2 paſſions, 
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paſſions, 2s Revenge, and Love. The falſe Oriſtes, readily laid hold of 
che motion, and to ſatisfie his own revenge on Perolla, ( whom he 
highly apprehended) ſo huszbanded Han/bals fury, that he inclined 
him atlaft really to make away his Rival, ccncludiog that his refpe& 
had been too long his torment, that it was but juſt co take away ſo 
conſiderable an Enemy both to him and to Carthage, and that if he 
culd not thereby obrain his deſires, yer he ſhould his rev nge, This 
Reſoive being aſſumed, Orifes as he had procured Perolla's death, 
ſo he offered himſelf to a ir, and op nr for that performance 
to give him a lingering poyſon, which (hould be ſo flow in operation, 
that the World [hould rather believe he dyed by his own melancholy, 
then by Hanzibals reſentments, This the Carthaginian having ap- 
proved, he and Or:ftes ſeparated themſelves, the former to make tome 
publick diſpaches, and the latter with a defigne inftantly to execute 
the reſult of that mcering. Bur the Gods which detefted fo dark a fin, 
prevented it by a way as ſtrange as was the intended defigne it (elf ; 
| tor che Gallant Maharbal, General of the Carthaginian Horſe, who 

all the preceding night, had been putting chings in a pofture for the Ar- 
mits March, came to Hannibals honſe, the ſelf-fame Evening and 
time in which he was viſiting me, where lesraing that his General 
w3s in an E:nploymenr, wh ch com:nonly was of no ſmall continuance, 
23d berg ſomewhat ſl:epy, flang himfelfe upon Hanrzibals Bed, 
which was not ſtrarge beczuſc of chat great familiarity that was al- 
ways betwixt them, where he ep till the Carthaginians a0d Ori- 
ſtes coming in did wake him, and before that he bad time to riſe, 
they had locket che door, and begun this horrid conſultation. Aabar- 
bal, whoſe Genizs was only inclined ro War, deteſted the contrary 

F amour in his General, which by experiment he found had been al:exdy 
ſo d:{truQtive to the Carihaginian Commonwcalth ; This made him 
liſten attentively in hop2 to diſcover ſome of thoſe cantrivances which 
Hannibal kept fo private, and which by his knowledg of them; might 
turnitÞ him with a means to wean him from a paſſion he ſo much un- 
dervalued and detelied ; but at length hearing ſo black a Reſolve, he 
determined to preven: what he condemned, bur did nor think the beſt 
way to «ffeA it was to diſcover what he knew, which he believed 
would rather make bis General aſhamed, then penitent ; therefore 28 
ſoon as he and Oriſtes were gone, he himſelf retired to his own honls, 
and not knowing how ſoon that Traytour would execute his reſolu- 
£00, he immediately call.d for one of his own Liveries, which beiog 
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brought him,znd having «njoyn'd the bringer of it an inviolable ſecrecy, 
he went immediately (as bis cuſtom was) to v.fit Pero/la, brirg at- 
tended by ſome twenty of his Damcſticks all in one Livery, (as is the 
Carthaginian faſh'on,) where finding Perola alone, he generouſly ac- 
quainted him with his danger,& preſenting him with his Livery,advis'd 
him co put it on, and at his going out to (huffle himſelf. amongſt his 
Servants, which none of the Guards durſt examine or would ſuſpe&. 

For this tranſcendent favour Pero/la made him 2s many retarns as his 
Gratitude could in'pire him withall, and the time permit ; and inde ed 
he was ſo clc quent in his retributions, that net only Aſaharbal ingag'd 
himſelf ro acquaine me with his eſcape, but alſo to make Oriſtes rec-ive 
from Hannibal himſelf, the puniſhment of his Treachery and wicked- 
neſs. Immediately therefore (as ſoon as Perella was dreit) MMabarbal 
(whoſe Servants atre:rnded him ae the door) went ont of Perolla's 
Chamber, and amergRt the reft was lighted down by him, who ro 
ſooner got out of Oriftes houſe (who all this while was ac 2 Phyſicians 
preparing his ſatal Poyſon) then with the help of the Word Makbarbal 
gave him, he got too ont of the Samnite Gate ; and his generous de- 
liverer not only by a viſit n: xt day afſur'd me of his efcape, but alſo {o 
incerſt Hans bal sgainſt Oriftes at it, ( whoſe jedlouie of his conni- 
vance at his flight he ſo ir.creas'd by putting him in mind of his prefsing 
importunities to have him his Pciſoner,) that in the height of thae 
Rage, he gave order.co put Oriſtes to death, which he knowing was 
both unzvoydable and juſt, as being an «Mc of that contra which 
had paſt berwixt Hanr5bal and him when Perolla was commi. ted to 
his charge, to disburd:n his Conſcience, he ſent me privately in writing a 
large relation of 21] thoſe particulars which I was ignorant of, and then 
recciv'd the ftroke of Death in his own Chamber, by his Command, for 
| Whom he had fo wickedly employ'd his Life, *T'was in this ſort that 
 Perollaſcap'd a Treachcry which fli'd him with fo legitimate and 
high areſentment againſt him which had art 'ealt allowed ic, that from 

that time be contracted an implacable averfion for hum, and reſoly'd 
the firſt Battel the Rowars fought, to tye himſelf fo particularly to 
Hannibal, that nothing but his own dcath ſhould prevent his Rivals. 
In order to this determination, he wenr direQly to Marcellzs, from 
whoſe aQive courage he expeRed an earlier opportunity to put his re- 
ſolution in praRiſe, then from Cri5nas ( his Colleague ; ) 1 need nor 
tell you the great ſatisfaRion the galleot Zſarce/lzs recerv'd at Perola's 
arrival, you may in ſome degree imagine it by his ſagirg, he tec _ 
be I'i3 is 
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his ſingle courage, and conduQt a greater re-inforcement to his Army, 
then the addition of the belt Roman Legion,and be was confident Har. 
nibal valu'd it atnoleſs arate. After theſe Civilities, the Conful of. 
fer'd him any preferment in his Army, and conjur'd him not to decling 
_ the Command of General of his Horſe, (which then was vacant by the 
death of Marcsr Anl:us,) but my generous friend, who was more 
ambitious of revenge then preferment, and who ſuſp:Red that office 
world corfize bim to 2 certain Duty, and thereby fruſtrate his defign 


. upon Hanzibal, abſolutely declin'd Aarce/ss ofter, by affuring him, . 


that he had betrer proporticn'd his ambition to his deſert, and c-nſe- 
queatly defir'd no greater honor then to ſerve under him as a Volun- 
teer. The Conſul was extrezwly griev'd at thi; refuſal, for he would 
gladly have bound to him a perſon he juſtly admir'd, bur yer he us'd 
Perol/a wiih the ſame reſpeR as if he had taken ſo conſiderable an em- 
plovment ; for in all attemp:s, and in all Connfels,he would do nothing 


without his advice 2nd sſfiftence, and if in things of «Rion hy was x- ; 


bundaotly ſatisfied with his Courage, in thoſe of counſel he was no leſs 
with his judgment. Bur Hannibal ( whoſe rage ut Perola's eſcape is 
fitter for imagination chen deſcription) hearing that he had retit'd 
him'clf to Marcellns Army, immediately put his into a poſture toat- 
temp: th: raine of his publique and pareicalsr E-emy ; but befors he 
quitted S/2pia, he came to vifit me, and perceiving my joy in my 
face, :t wH]im'd his to ſuch a degree, that for a good while his choller 
was unlegibie in any th:ng elfe ; bur at length he cold me, Madan, I (ec 
with what ſatixfeRion you confider my trouble, and that my miſery is 
the ſubjeR of your contentment, bur I hope wy Patience at it wilt in» 
firuA yours, or atltaſt induce you nor to condemn in another what 
you practiſe your (elr ; For know,I am going to ſacrifice a perſon which 
my reſpe& and your tears hinder*d me hitherco from p:rforming, and 
which by his flight you think hvs eſcap'd for ever ; but you ſhall find, 
if my —_— mn. mby me ow 2 telolution that has near ſub- 
verted the Roman ire; my Revenge and my Paſſion will give me 
firength enough to defitroy a Subject of it, which being nerfornr's I 
will enjoy you legitimately, or if your perverſnefs decline that honor, 
I will fatisfie my Fiame by an eafier thongh not fo pleaſing a way ; and 
beleeve me, did not your coldnefs render my Revenge a greater Paſsion 
then my Love, T would fafpend the former to ſatisfi: the latrer ; be- 
fides, having eaken yoa firft from Pero/la, to kill him, would rather ap- 
par an obligation, then a puniſhment, Thofe words deliver'd with 
20 
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an accent as barbarous 2s themſelves were, baniſht all my patience: 
and made me t:1] him: T:ou Monſter (greater then thy Country Af- 
frick did evcr yet produc?) know, that the ſam: Gods which pre- 
ſerved Peroll/a from thy rage when thou badft the power to aR it, 
will do the like now thou haft only the defigne ; he never feared any 
thing of thee bur thy treachery, andif thou mazelt uſe but of thy own 
Arme to pertorm thy revenge, thou wilt ſooner furniſh him with the 
means to «ﬀet bis, then create my fear of thine, For :.y particular 
be aſſured, chat I wii! caft my felt into the arms of death, far rather 
then into Hannibals, that] have as great 2 d:teſtation for being thy 
Wife, as thou haſt for virtue, and chat the ſams minnte in which thou 
attewpft my chaſtiry if nothing ele will preferye me, I will free my 
{If from life ro do the like from thee. | 

You ſhall ſee (the Carthaginia» replyed) that *cit exfizr for Han: 
»ibal to a then to threaten, and at his return he will make you know 
the greatneſs of his paſs:on, by his reſentmengs for your negleRing it. 
He left me ( — thcſe words) and the ſame day Sa/apia, but in it, a 
ſele& Garriſon of Libians, rather ro keep me, rhen it. Their Come 
mander was ons of his cruttiett Captains, who he inyiol:bly proteſted 
ſhould anſwer for me in torments and death. This Tyrant was no 
ſoonor on his march, theg ſome of my S:rvants having informed 
Blacius I was fallen into ſuch abundant weepings, that unleſs they 
were ſtopr, they might extinguiſh my' life ; His goodneſs for a while 
ſuppreſsing his averſion, he'came to vifie me, and being acquainted 
with thoſe threatenings the Carthaginian had made againſt my chaltt- 
ty, he only told me, that he would prevent or not ſee my wrongs. 
T knew not what ine<rpreration to give chac profeſsion, ill not a long 
while after, I heard one Night a horrid noyſe in all the Rreets, and the 
next morning ſaw them paved with the dead Carkafles of Hannibals 
Garriſon ; my Father then comming again to ſee me, all hideous with 
blood, aſſured me that Hannbal now might threaten, but had not 
the power to a& his impiecy, and thac he expedted, fince for my pre- 
ſervation he had undertaken ſo great a hazard, that my duty would be 
reſembling his care. I rtoo well knew thoſe words related to my paſ- 
fion fer Perel/a, which fince the impoſsibility of declining was as 
great as the injultice; I thought, that as my filence was the b:{t way 
of expreſsing my reſenements for his affeRion, ſo it was the civilelt of 
afluring him of my legitimate diſobedience : I know not whether he 


imputed ic to my. reſpe@, or my w.lfulneſs, for be went awry with» 
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on: (p:3king ons word, waich might be as p:rcinently attributed to 
bis Caris'4Rtion as is anger. Four days atcer the Senate ſent x folemn 
Ecabait, co him to congratulate his fucceſs, and :o furniſh him with 
a Gartiſfonto ſecure ir. Though this ſogn came to Hanxibals know. 
ledge ; ye: he was neceffi:ated by the Preter Cneiar Falvins dclieg- 
ing the City Herdonea to ſuſpcnd 2 whilc his deſigne upon Marcelias 
and P:rollaz ; but ro appeaſe ſo many Lybian Ghoſts as wereloſt in 
Salap'a, 2nd perhaps the loſs of /z4dorg had ſome (hare in that fury, 
he offered che unfortunate Preter Batrel, whoſc courage being greater 
then his judgment accepted it, and by that fault was rendered uncapa- 
ble of cver committing any other, being killed by twelve of his Tri- 
bunes, acd the molt of his Army. That uohappy plain necr Herdowea 
proved an unfortunate Theater for the Fulvins's, two of them in ons 
year, both Pretors and both G:nerals rec: ived the fame Fats in the 
ſame place by the Carthaginian ; who raiſed by this acceſsion of glory 
marche direRly to /: »nſi2, where Afarcelius mnd Criſpinus wete 
Joyned , the better to oppoſe their common Enemy. But becauſe | 
have not undertaken Hannibals but Perolla's Story, I will paſs over 
all choſe mcmorable accidcnts which happened that ative Summer by 
eclling you that Haxnibal knowing A/arubal his B other (as well in 
glory as in blood) had crofſt France and wes coming to him with neer 
100000. Men, as a Torrent to throw down all oppoſition, declined 
a Ba:tel thoogh often provoak'd to it by Aarceizs, who being not 
ignorant of the danger of rwo ſuch menand Armyes joyning, thought 
hin.C.1 always roo far from his Enemy if not fighting with him, reſoly- 
ed toremoye his Catmp to a Hill covered witn wood, which lay be- 
ewixt his and Hannibals, and not ſuſpeRing his Fate, took Criinw 
_ ( his fellow-Conſul ) with hia, with 200. Hetrurian horſe for 
their Gaurd, and went to view the commodiouſneſs of the place, whers 
(4/45) there lay in ambuth above 1500. Numidian borſe, who invi- 
ronivg thoſe unfortunate Generals, charged them with ſo much fury 
that ali choſe falſe 2r timerous Herrarians, fled and left che rwo Con- 
ſuls co hop-, but by a glorious death to juſtifie how unworthy they 
w-re of fo private a one, and that Roywe without loſing a Battcl, might 
reſcnt as high a grick as ſuch a loſs could inſpire. Pero/la (as the Gods 
would havz ic} bad becn char Night upon a Party, and was not re- 
euracd when the Confuls went to perform ſo fatal a curi-ſity ; bur he 
was no ſooner come into his Tent, then the Aliarm of their danger 


was given by a timerous Herrwrian, which-Perolla underſtanding 
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took the firſt horſe he mer with, and ran- full ſpeed to the Theater where 
this Tragedy was ating, and' where the fit objeR he ſaw was 2 Nu 
midian Officer, that coming behind: Marceilis, ran. that great Man 
ehrough with his Launce ; bue though my generous Friend could. not 
prevent, yet he reveng'd his Death, and by a furious. blow ſent that 
African into the other world,.,to ſee how great his vertues were, 
whom he had ſo treacherouſly kill'd in this. =: 

Perolla having thus facrific'd his Generals Murtherer to bis Manes, 
he reſcaed firft the young Aarcellxs ( his Son) and then perceiving 
that (7:/þinus was pietc'd with two Darts, and thercby render'd un- 
c:pable any longer to defend himſelf, he abandon'd his own Horſe, and 
yvauicing up behind the Conſuls, upheld his cottering body with ons 
Arm, and with the other forc'd bis psfſsge through # hundred Nami- 
dian Swords, and brought him into the Rowan Camp, where their. 
fears had ſo lar clouded their judgments, that they only remember'd, 
bur did not relieve their Conſuls danger. Never Rome bad at once 2 
reſembling misfortune, and never was that Empire in a worſe condi- 
cion tq Con it ; and theugh Hannibal was more ſatisfied at Mar- 
cells, death, cher he could have been at the cutting in pieces of the 
Roman Army without ir, yet be was fo generous as to be content with 
the joy, without giving any open demonſt; ation of it : For he firſt 
wep: the fall of ſ@ eminent a perſon, then in a milicary pomp burat his 
body, and having put che aſb:s in a Silver Urn, and on it a Crown of 
Gold, he ſent it in great tate with a condoling Letter to the young 
Marcellus, and.executed ſome Numidians for Offering (by the way ) 
to rob Marcellus Reliques of a Crown which his noble Lite and vali- 
an: D:ach ſo juſtly merited. Spartacus was extreamly ſatisfied to ob- 
ſerve that /zadera's reſentments did not filence her juſtice, and that 
though (he were an Enemy co Hannibal, yet that (he was not 
ſo to his fame +£nd vercue. , But (ſhe contiou'd) though Cri/pinws was 
mortally wounded, yet his care for the publique was as great a8 if he 
had bcen to live and «njoy the (ff: Rs of it, As an evincement of this 
Truth he ſent certain Spics into the e{ffrican Cawp to learn what ad- 
van:ape the Enemy propounded to himſelf t-y his ſuccels ; cheſe per- 
form'd heir ewploymcne ſo happily, that they brought che Conſul 
word, that Hannibal baviog an unextinguiſhable d (ire to be reveng'd 
on the Salapians, ard having too, by the poſſeliion of Afarceiins 
Seal, which with his body rcmain'd in the Victors power, found an 


expedient to «ffcR it. He had ſent Halle Letters with the true Signet to 
K k Blaciws, 
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B lacins, i the dead Confulsname, to let him know that that night he | 
would comme to S4/apis, and commanded all the Garifon to be in Army | 
without the Samnite Gare, for. ſome exploit he intended'to e 
them in. Cri/$i»w no ſooner receiv'd this Intelligenee then he ſent for 
Peyolla to communicate it to him, and knowing thofe conczrns he had 
for the preſervation of this place, gave him Commiſsion to command = 
the Gariſon, till Hannibal kad loft the ng as of taking'it. Perolla de- 
clin'd it heexuſe Blacins was Governor, the Conſul told him, that 
it was not to intrench on my Fathers authority, but to ſtrengthen him 
in it ; for he was copfident Haznibals afſaule would be ſo vigorons, 
that Blaciss could not but think ſo powerful an afiiftan a bleſing ra- 
rhen an affront, and that he was no true Friend to Kome, if for x tem- 
porary ſuſpenſion of his power he hazarded fo important a place. Pe- 
rolla- finding Criſpþinus was unalterable, rook horſe, and with that 
ſpeed which Love and Revenge inſpires cams to Salapia, where he ſoon 
tound the Truth of th: Conſals Intelligence, and that all the Gariſcn 
were drawing out of the Samnite Gate, which was the oppoſite one 
to that which Hannibal intended to enter at, and though by his autho- 
rity he might have hinder'd the Souldiers march, yet he bore fo great #' 


_ reſpeR to Rlacixs, that he declin'd it, and rather eleRted tohizard the 


ruin: of Salapia by not RRopping them, then prevent ir by intrenching 
on the ſeeming right my Father bad, who (he was inform'd ) was at 
his own houſe, where he lighted, and coming in, found him with ſome 
of his intimate Friends ( and his unfortunate Daugheer) difrourfing 
what m-ghe be the ſubjeR of Marcellus defign. But O Gods ! what 
was my aſtoniſhm-nt at the ſight of Perol/a? cruly it was ſo tranſcend- 
iag, that I obſerv'd neither Blaciss's nor his, but the Jatcers being x 
lictle ſuppreſt, he addreft himſelf co my Fath:r, acquainted him with 
the faral News, the Cauſe of his coming, and then preſented him his 
Commilsion, which whileſt Þ/acins was viewing, Pero/la and | were 
dotng the like to each other, for we durft not expreſgour Thoughts but 
by cur Eyes; yet that (ilent language was as ſignificant and legible as 
Per-Ua's Commiſsion, which B/acins had no ſooner read, then he 
whoſe 1t wat told him, Sir, the Conſul ſhall bear me witneſs, that I 
declind this Authority when *cwas offer'd me, and all Sa/apia ſhall do 
the like now I have recerved it, andif I expect to derive any adyantags 
icom it, *cis only to ſhew you, that I efteem it's greater juſtice co 
obey then command you ; - thereupon without {taying for Blacins 10- 
wer, inallour fights he tore his Commiſion in pecccs, I cannot tell 


you 
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you how great an influence this generofity had on allof us: But my Fa- 
ther( who a good while ballanc'c beewixt his natural averſion, 8 pin 
cauſs /or ſuppreſfing it Jeold Perolla, Your generoſity is not only greater 
then / could expeR, but then I could defire from an Enemy, and you 
had mors obliged mo, in ufing your authority, chen in thus declining 
it ; but though you citeem ic juſt chat I ſhould command in my own 
Government, yet ſince the Conſul doesnot, 1 am rather inclined to 
cooform wy ſclf to_bis opinion then yours. 

. Alas Sir (replyed Perala) muſt I be till ſo miſerable, xs to bear a 
Name which I hayeno titleco? and which I deteſt ; and will you at- 
eribuce that to your place, which I pay to you? No no, Sir, ail the 
World ſhall be S4/apia to me, and the Senate cannot give you ſo ab- 
ſolute a power ovef me, as my inclination does. You are more civil 
to me (ſaid Blaciws) then the Conſul is, and I think *cis my Fate to be 
4 obliged where I defire it not, and to be injured where I expeR the con- 
q trary ; butfince you are reſolved not to command in Chief, I will imi- 
7 exe your example ; let us therefore divide our (elves, and che Gariſon, 
J andeach of us cake bis balf of Sa/apis to defenJ. I had rather ( Pero/la 
replyed) be near your perſon, that you might ſee with how little fear 
(co preſerve your life. ) I will expoſe mine own, which I take the Gods 
to witnels is not dearer to me upon any ſcore, then our of a belief that 
it may be ſerviceable ro you. To convince ' 'u (faid Blacins) that 
the tearing of your Commiſſion hs not tak<sc away it's power, you 
(hall (as an effeRt of it) chooſe where, and how you will fight ; bur if 
my honour were not 'now engaged to defend this places, the Romans 
[honld know that the ſame inftaot in which they thought me unfit to 
command Selapia, that Iefteemed my felt ſo, to live in it. If the Ro- 
mans (anſwered Perolla) are ſo unjult to themſelves, and you, as to 
think you unwortby to govern what you ſo generouſly have conquered, 
I (ball chink them ſo of my ſervice, and will embrac: your interett with 


ſo juſt a paffion, that if the Senate ſend aoy to uſurp upon your valour's - 


Conquelt, I will oppoſe every Roman, as if he were a Hannibal, and 
either preſerve you' in your Command, or. not live to ſee you out of it. 
Come (aid Blacixs, without ſeeming to hear this laſt Civility) let us 
| go, and make Harnibal know, that at Sa/apis he ſhall have as little 

Blacins had no ſooner ſsid theſe words, 
then he went away, and Pero//a ( who durſt not but accompany him)

ved to render his death famous enough ro «xcuſe the faults of his life: 
This made him conjure his Companions ſo generouſly to diſpute the bu. 


line's, as to make tle Sal/apiars never mention their defeat bur in as | 


many tears, as it they themſelves had dy'd what they were born. This 
1raytour zRed without his Companions what he defired of them, by 
killing with his own hand five ot the moſt conſiderable Salapians, and 
then by afſaulting Bl/acizs, where Fortune ſeconding Craſtinss deſpair, 
he had certainly ended my Fathers life, had not Pero/la preſerved it by 
putting a period to that Traytors; but yet Blacims received ſo deep 8 
wound, that fainting, he was carried by Pero/la, and his other friends, 
unto his own hcuſe, where, I:ſt he might think the generous Perol 
would take any advantapgeot viſiting me, (by his weakneſs) he imme» 
diatcly withdrew himſelf to the Brutian Gate, and there found the 
Comidate renutd by a Carthaginian Commander, who performed ex: 
ploy:s as far above bc licf, az deſcription : This Enemy Perolla had the 
honour ſingly to fight wich, for moft of the Gariſon were ſearching 
thoſehouſes where avy of Hannibal: Souldiers had taken fanRuny, 
and others took upon them the ſame imployment,; that it might be 
thought the following the execution (and not their (car) kinder'd their 
aflzulting ſo valiant an Enemy, who by this time had ſo oyer-haras d 


himſelf, 
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himſelf, that P:ro!/a who had more inclination to preſerve t! en de- 
ftroy ſo admirable s valour, took oceaſton (by bearing a Divifion of 
Horſe come trampling np the S:ret)-to offer him Quarter ; for he 
thought his Enemy was too gallant to reſigne his liberty co a (ingle 
Sword, baving ſtill his owa in his hand to diſpute it ; neither was he 
deceived in his conj:Rture, for the other was fo far from liftening to a 
ſurrender, or being certifi-d at that Troop which was coming towards 
him, that he replyed ; Whoſoever thou art, that to give me a good 
opinion of thy Civility, aſſur' ms thou haft an ill one of my courage ; 
know, that I ſhall be more pleaſed to reccive death, then ſafery from 
my Enemies ; and have more cauſe, to be joyed, then troubled. at this 
Aſſiſtance which is near thee, for I would not have Maharbal curſt 
with fo low a Fate as to fall by one Enemy, which the »trival of ſo 
many will I hope prevent. Oh Gods | (faid Perolla extreamly ſur- 
priz'd) are you then the gen rous ;\Mabarbal. I am what I told thee 
ſhe replyed) bur left my being ſo ill accompanyed mighe induce thee

iog to have reccived {arisfation in what he never doubted, returned 
into Sa/apie by the contrary Port, to that through which he wene 
out of it, and then not ſtaying fo much as to dreſs ſome (light harts he 
received in the Combate and from Mahbarbal, he came to vilite Ba- 
(ins, Where having given him an exa@ account of all things but bis 
own gallantry againlt bis Enemies, and to his friend, he deſired to

ſuch cruel and irrational intentions : Pacuvins by denying your con- 
tentment will declare himſelf your Exmy, ſo that your delttoying one 
which bears that titl?, is rather topleaſe, then to be revengedon him : 
Will you puniſh /zagora for your Fathers Crime? «nd will you make 
me miſcrable, becauſe he makes himſelt unjuſt ? N », Perol/a, rather 
live, and (h2w him by an undilturb'd ſerenity, tharfi:ce he has divelt- 
ed him{clf of the oatucezof a Father, you have (uſp:nded the relations 
of a Son, and till he afſum:s the former, that you can lay aſide tbe lat- 
ter ; for the Gods expe nat we ſhould pay obeditnce to the name of 
a Father, where he baniſhes the relation and care of one, and from a 
preſerver becomes a deſtroyer of his Son., I conjure you therefore, 
befoxe our ſcparation, promiſe me inviolably, tha: whatſoever Pa- 
cavins uſzg: be, you diſpole not without my conſent of a Life which 
cangot ceale, but, by [zagora's beuing it compary, to. whoip you 
hate a thonſand times given it, and from whom you cannot take 1t 
without an «qual injuſtice to the higheſt chat your Father is cxpable of, 
beſides, I beleeve, that Blacixe (who now looks upon your ver: uzs 
and aRions with an unprejudicate opinion) will give that ro them l10-; 
gly, which yet he ſeems to defire might, b2 accampanyed with Packe 
virs's conſent. Madam (ſaid Perol/a). it the appreheofiony of hs Cru- 


elty made me p.etend to any right over a Life which I have given you.

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0d of which I ag1in confirm the Gift, T do acknowledg it anuſurpy- 
tion, which you :ather reward then puniſh , when you declare *tis 
yours, 3nd that you have ſo tranſcendent a care of it : yes, fair 724 
doya, 1 will obty your Commands with as much willingneſs as juſtice, 
avd beg you to beleeve, that whilſt my Life is dear unto you, it (hall 
be ſo to me, and that I will never undertake to diſpoſe of it, as lorg us 


it bears the glorious Title of yours. I know (continued Tz.adors) that 


had not Perolla's nature been of an admirable temper, my Fathers for- 
mer proceedings might have 12is'd ſoine jealoufies in him, that what 
he would have had taken for :n :ﬀ:& gf his Gratitude, was one of his 
Malice, and that turning him over to Pacuvins's conſent, here moy'd 
his hopes to 3$ great a diftance as ever, and did it too to make Perolla 
contraR a higher hatred for his Father, by declining what his very E- 
nemy ſeem*d to confer upon himz but his gerierolity was ſo perfe, 
that he has often proteſted thoſe imaginations were as little on his heart 
as his tongue. To halten to a concluſton, That morning, after I had 


inform'd Perolla of all things which had arriv'd me (ince our ſeparnti- 


on, ard of thoſe barbarous threatnings Hannbe! made againft my Ho- 
nor (which inflem'd him with an unextioguiſhable Revenge) he left 
me, 2nd having again k{t my Fathers hands, he returh*d to the Roman 
Camp, in « xpeRation to obtain frotn the Conſul a Pardon for Pacuws 
#5 Revolt, and an order to enjoy his Eftate in Salapra nnd Capna, 
which mighr give his generous Son a ſafe opportunity to implore his 
conſent. For he being then at Tarentum (a Gariſon of the Enemies) 
he durſt not eruſt himſelf ro Harnibals and his Fathers reſenements, bat 
at his coming to Criſpinus he found himon the point of yielding up the 
Ghoſt which be did ſome few hours after,havin2 firſt writ to the Senate 
an amplz andjult Letter in his praiſe, which did not}: little contribute to 
the immediate chuſing of Clodins Nero, Conſul, who had marryed 
P acuviss's Silter, the other Conſul was Marcns Livins, whom the 
People had formerly baniſht, and whoſe Service they cow iwplor'd, 
(a Fate common to ungrateful States and Princes, ) who not learni 
Gratitude from Vertue muſt be taught it from Neceſsity. The 
thing which Nero perform'd was an unfortunate juſtice to. Perolla's 


Gallantry, which has been the ſource of our ſecond Miſeries ; for be 
fo truly and ſo highly extol'd the whole ſeries of his Nephews ARtions, 
md particularly that laft of preſerving Salapia, (which came to bis 
knowledg by Fame, and not by the ARtor, ) that he procur'd 2 ye a 
d my 

ol 


talatory Letter to him from the Senate, which was a favour he 
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for Blacius, though his wounds ſpeak his fidelicy and Courage, which 
he would not permit big words to do, {eft the Warld wight beleeve he 
efteem'd his Eloquence greater ghen his performances.) This aRion 
of the Conſuls, whether it proceeded from his embracing the Intereſt 
_ of his Family above thax of che Stats, or the deſign he had thereby to 
break that new contrzRed Friendſhip betwixt Perol/a and Blaciws, 
or his ignorance of the latters generoſity in that ation, I cannot. cer- 
raiply determine ; but this (alas } I roo well know, that my Farher re- 
ceiv'd fuch deep impteſsions of his (lighting, which bis own Friends 
perſwaded him was an <ftc& of Perola's briug more ambitious of 
Glory then of his Daughter,and which Pacuvis:'s on the other (ide fo. 
mented and concur'd in,to break an unjon which their hereditary malice- 
made them detelt, chat Blacins who was not ſo perfeRily recovered of 
his averſion for Perolla as to be uncapsl1: of a relapſe, immediately 
core from his heart a friendſhip which began bat to take roots for bis * 
ſpirit was too high to preſerve a goud opinion for one, which both 
his Friends and his Enemiey acknowledg'd, was greedier of a little Fame 
then of Juſtice, his cReem or allyance. O Gods 1 (faid Iz edora,railing 
her voyce) could you find out nothing but Pero/a's vertne to be the 
caaſe of Perolla's deftruQion ? a miſcry ſo much the greater, by how 
much ſince that provok'd you it was impoſiible for him ever to do 0- 
therwiſe. But Sir ( (he continu'd , addreſsing Rill ber diſcourſe to 
Spartacss) Pardon (I beſeech you ) a digrefsion, which the ſenſe of 
our ſucceeding misfortunes extorted from me, which began by Blacs- 
45 commanding me to baniſh from my heart a Flame chat was not to 
extinguiſhe but with my Life. That cruel InjunRtion had like co have 
feed both, bur I preſerv'd the latter becauſe it was inſeparable from 
the former, and though I repreſented Perola's innocency as clear as 
it was yet Blacizs paſsion had ſo clouded his Judgment, that like a 
falſe Optick it repreſented all objeRs to be of the ſame colour of the 
Glaſs which was lookt” throu2h ; and indeed I deriv'd nothing from 
my attempts bur the raifing of his hatred for me in ſtead of ſuppreſsing 
his for Peres; whole trouble I jadg'd by my own, and therefore 
was almoft as much perplext to let him know my Fathers change, as I 
was t it: atlength I determin'd by my filence to preſerve him as long 
(as mighe be) from the knowledg of his misfortuncs, in expeQation 
thac ſome favorable accident might intervene, which would reſtore 
Blacius to his juſtice, and ſo Perolla might avoyd knowing he 


had becn unfortunate, till he were fo no longer ; but (alas) out of 
| = --| 
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an spprehenfion of creating/his crouble, I continued it, for by not ler- 
ting him know my Fathers ſuſpitions, I denyed him the means of ſup- 
preſſing them ; and Blacins not aſctibing his Glence to bis (ignorance 
of his diſpleafure, but to a contrarytanle, ſo confirmed himfelfe in 
his jealouſies, that the averſion they produced has been ever fince un- 

Bur in ctus proceeding I could not be more fxulty to Perolla, then 1 
was obligingito Rowe, which by his continuing ignorant of what was 
paſt, received a benefit from his valour, that perhaps it had fail'd of, 
had I acquainted him with his misfortunes ; for I believe they would 
have neciflicated him ro have made nfe of all that courage to ſtruggle 
wich him,” which ignoring he employed againſt Hannibal; for *twas 
he that u:ider Nero drave him from the Salentimes, and Apulians, in- 
ro the Country of the Bry#tians, *cwas he which was the chief Aﬀtor 
in thoſe-famous exployts at Gramentum, and Verujia, and *twas he 
that rendered it impoſſible for Hanzibil to march any further then 
Canuſium to joyn with his Brother 4/Arabal, who having l:fe the 
Government of Spaix to his Brother ago, and Aſdrnbal the Son of 
Geſco, had already croſt the Perexian Mounteirs, ll Gaxl, and the 
Alpes, and had with a powerful recruit of Zygarians laid ficge to Pla- 
centia : The Conſuls on this Intelligence drew lots who ſhould oppoſe 
this Torrent, and it fell to Livius, who with ncer 50000 Horle and 
Foot, went to meet ſo redoubtcd an Enemy. A/arsbal infotmed of 
ir, raiſes'his Stege to ſhorten the Conſuls mach, who having thereby re- 
heved his friznds, was very wary how he deale with his Enemies ; and 
rhough he left Rowe to take poſſcfion of his Command, he told the 
great Fabixus ( who adviſed him to protraRt the War) that he vzas re- 
tolved to fighe the very fiſt day, being impatient till he recovered his 
honour by a.V.Qtory ; or by ſeeing the ruine of- his unjuſt Countrey= 
men, ſacisfhic him{elt wich che joy of a great (though nor of an honeſt ) 
Revenge ; yet his intention was better then his words, for at a place 
of advantage called Scena-Gallica, ner the River of Metaurn, he 


pitcht his Cawp, and by winning the Paſs, hindered 4/drubals pro- 


_ greſs, whe by lerters advertiſed bis Brotherof it, thatthen lay on the 


Banks of Azf:4#s, near the ſame Plain of Cannes in which he had won 
his higheſt Giory) and that in few dayes be would ftorm the: Rowan 


GeneralsCamp,rather then not joynwith him;but theſe being intercept- 
ed by Nero's Scouts, that Conſul by the advice of Perolla to relieve £1- 


virs danger, took lix thouſand (eleR Foot, and a thouſand Horſe, and 
havivg 
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having left the Charge of his Army (which camp'c within ten furſorgs 
of Haunibals, to Veturius Philo ( his Lieutenant-General) in (ix dayes 
by tedious Marches, and with exceeding (ſecrecy he came to his Col- 
league, and was received into his Camp by night without enlarging it, 
or any loud demonſtrations of joy ; where in a Counſel of War, it was 
reſolved next day to give A/drabal Buttel, which Liviss (though 
provokt unto ) had thitherto declined : The next morning therefore, a 
pu'ple Coat was hung up over Livizs pavilion, and Perolla the bet- 
ter to delude A/arwbal, delired the General that a Trumper might ſound 
in Nero's Quarters, as well as in Porti#s the Pretots, to make the Ene- 
my believe that either Hannibal was defeated by the Conſals being 
joyned, or that it was done in policy to ſupply the defe ts of their num- 
bers; the firft (if credited ) would invite them immediately to a Batecl, 
which (next to a victory ) was moſt in their defires. This was much 
2pproved, and readily praiſed, and A/druba/ who was perfeRly ac- 
q ainted with the Romarx diſcipline, was <xtreamly ſurprized at it, but 
yet ateributing ir to the latter, and perc-iving ( by the Signa] ) the Con- 
ſuls Reſolution, he joyfully drew #3 Army in Bartalie, but then' per- 
ceiving Livius Numbers to be incicalt, and that ſome of his Enetnies 
Hotſes look'd as it they had performed a long March, {this b-icg an 
accident above his expeRation) he efteemed ir rather a policy then a 
diſhonour to defer an engagement, till he could diſcover the eruth of 
that myſtery, and in order 'to this, ſpent that day in fight Skirmiſhes, 
and by nighe recreated with all -hiy: Army towards the River of /e- 
taurus, trom which the ſucceeding Buttel rook it's Name : but he was 
followed by Nero and Perol/a with all the Roman Cavalry, and fo 
vigorouſly preft, that he reſolved next morning to decide the d:ffcrence 
by a picch'd Battel, le{t if he gained any advantage by retiring, it mighe 
be (aid a viRory was forc*c upon, & not obtained by him, and it he were 
defeared, that at leaſt he dyed like Amilcars Son, and Haznibals Bro- 
ther. The day no ſooner dawn'd (which was the laſt that fo many 
thouſands were to ſee) then thoſe two great Bodyes which confilted 
of about 150000 effetive men, were drawn up in a poſture to deter- 
mine all diſputes; The Car:haginian having the advantage of Num- 
ber, and the Roman of Reſolution, which was ſufficiently evinc'c- by 
their Enemies attending the Batcel by neceſſity, and not eleftion. Aſ- 
drubal placed his Gamls (in whom hel. aſt rely*d) in the left wing up- 
on a Hilt of impoſſible zccz(s: In the right were his Spaniards, and 
Africans, und bim{elt at the head - them; his Lygnrians od 
Ll3 the 
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the Battel, nod his Elephants he beſtowed in the front of hi: ſeveral 
diviſion:, The right wing of the Remax Army was lead by Nero, 
(who vas accompanyed by Perol/a that commanded thoſe Thouſand 
Horſe his Uncle had brought with hm) the left by L5vim, and the 
Butt:i by Porticws. You cannot doubt the d:ſpate was bloody, if 
either you ref]: upon the courage of the Souldicrs, the reſolution and 
condadt of the Com:nanders, or the glory and advantages which were 
ro ated the Corquceiors. 
Lives ound a generous reſiſtance from the Aﬀricavs and Spaniards; 
Porticus from the Lygerians ; but Nero and Peyolla found mare 
Gifficuley to come to fight, rhen I beleeve they would after it have 
found in obtaining a viory ; but whilſt they were diſputing agaioſt x 
precipice, the (ciling of which was not much leſs difficult then to ſcalg 
the Clouds, the laſt of them perceiving what diſorder Zivims and Por- 
ticus were in, beſoughe Neroto leave thoſe Gazls to a ſecurity which 
nature and not their courages had plac'd them in,and who by the ſtravge 
height they were upon, were as uncapable of doing as receiving harm, 
i that he would go to relieve the Conſal and the Preter. Nero ſoon 
found the jultneſs of this motion, and immagining by the precipice, 
the Gauls were upon, that A/druba/ had plac'c them there, rather 
eo amuze then oppoſe him, yiclded co þ.s Nephews requeſt, and leay- 
ing ſome 3000 Foot and Horſe, to keep the Gaw/s at gaze, followed 
him with all che reſt ; but Peroll/a with admirable celerity having 
fercht a compaſs behind all the Rowan Army, fell upon thd right flaok 
of the Carthaginian ſo opportnnely, that *ewas when Luvivs was 
brought to the laſt exigency, and ſo vigorouſly, that by it he courted 
victory ſo handfomely,that though ſhe were declaring forCarthage,yet 
he won her abſolutely for Rowe. Theexecution after the rout was ex- 
cefive bloody, the Romans remembring how treely the 4 ffricans bad 
opened their veins, were not ungrateful in their return. The Gals 
too found they had been more ſecurdly fortifi:d by nature, then by 
80000 of their companions, and though the Rowan Swords were al- 
molt dull'd with blood before they came to them, yer they ſcapt not 
abſolately that days Fate ; but thae which brought alarge acceſsion to 
the honor of this ſucceſs, was the noble 4/drubal's fall, who per ceiv- 
ing his glory fied, reſolv'd his life ſhould accompany it, and ſeeking 
ſome gallant Enemy eo end his, he found none which gave greater 
marks of that ticle then Pero/la; *twas therefore upon his Sword he 
refoly'd to receiye it, and *ewas upon his Sword indeed that he found 
it 


. 
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ie, I know (continued [zadora) that ſome allespe he had his death 
from many an Enemy, and not from wingle one, but I know withal 
that that report had its riſe from Perol/a's modeſty, who learning af- 
terwards how great a virtue he had kill'd, rather deplored then glo- 
ryed in the aRion, This Battel of Aſctawras equall'd that of Cannes, 
forin it were lefe 56e00 upon the place, 5400 taken Priſoners, and 
4000 Captive Romans relea('d, Butif in a relation which my Sex 
renders me ignorant in, I have failed in the former, I have not in the 
truth, for my concern in Pero/[s made me exattly learnit ; neither 
would I have ſo partienlarly inforay'd you of ir, had it not ſo great 2 
connexion to my generous friends Story, that in declining it, I malt 
hay? injured his adventures, as mnch as his glory. 


The day after this famous Battel, Nero and Perd//a march'd towards 


their Camp, obſerviog the fame ſilence and diligence in their return to 
it, that they had in their leaving of it, for they ferv'd Hannibal as we 
were inform'd you did Varines ; and though he were a Captain as ce- 
lebrated, for his policy as his Conqueſts ; yet in this expedition he ne- 
ver diſcover'd any lighe of Nero's march nor ſucceſs, till he ſent two 
Numidian Priſoners to ac quaint him wich it ; andleft chat Teltimony 
might not be auchentique, he flung his Brothers (the gallaoe A/dr«- 
bals) head over his Trenches : which Barbariſm Pero//2a ſo much re- 
ſented, that not being able to hinder ie, he abandon'd his Uncle, to ma- 
nifeft he deteſted the Action ; and indeed it was the blacker, becauſe 
Hannibal had always given the bodies of his dead Enemies a Sepulture, 
and uſage proportionate to their qualities and vertue. whileſt they were 
alive. Yes (Sir) Perolla was (o juftly tranſported at this inhumani- 
ty, that though the Confſuls in their Triumph for this ViRory be:ought 
him ( who they acknowledg'd, under the Gods obtain'd it) to bear a 
(hare in his own acquiſitions, yet he abſolutely declin'd it, proteſting 
that he was more aſham'd at the uſe they had made of their ViRory, 
then pleay'd at theglory of it ; and that he declin'd participating in 
their Triumph, left it might be thoughe he did thelike in their Crime. 
After this generofity he came to Sa/apis, where he vow'd, had not 
the Conſuls cruelty (for Livins approv'd of what Nero had done to 
Aſdrubals head) render'd it an injuſtice to have (har'd in their glorious 
entry into Rowe ; yet he had rather have declin'd the honor of ic, then 
purchaft it, at the price of a | abſence. I muſt confeſs, I never 
till ehae rime, thought it w ble for Perolla's viſits to becoms my 


misfortune, but my hard fate then rendered his ſo, and I beleeve 
| wy 
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my diſcloling to him that which I could no lovger conceal, was the 
more ſe::fible by his being unprepared to receive the ſtroak, and b 
kis bclict that his new acctfiion of glory, would have rendered his 
company the note acceptable to Blacinus. Alas, I cannot tell you hig 
exeravagancies at ſo iatal and unexpeted an intelligence, but T remem. 
bec they were ſo exorbicant, thar I ſuſp-ndeda; while the reflzRion 
on ta, own griefs, thac I might the more juſtly deplore his. B/acins, 
b.ing ignorant of his being wkh.me, cameitq'vifit me, when wy ge- 
nerous ft iends reſentments werg in their-hipheſt operation, and thanzh 
my Fath:i upon ſo unlookt for 18 accident, would have retired, yer 
Perolla hindered him, by caſting himfe'f on his knees and embracing 
of Blacins's, His ſorrows, for a while were lilent, which was no 
ſmall proof of their valtne(s and reality, but when they got a paſſage 
they were ſoelcquent, that had he been-guilty he h2d done enough to 
' obtain his pardon, and being innocent, he did enough to evince he 
was ſo. Yet (alas) my Father had fo exquiſicely fortified his heare 
againſt all aſſaules of chis qualicy,jchat what ſhould have vanquiſhe him, 
tuned to a teſtimony of his cru:Ity, In brief, Pero//a obſerving that 
Blacius xeliſht no reaſons for his inace:ncy,. reſolved to convince him 
of it by a demonſtration, and in the tage and gricf of fo unexpeRted a 
\ nifery, he roſe up, and with Eyes (in which :death wcre evidently 
pain:cd) he cryed out, Farewel fair [zagora, I will go expe you in 
another world, for I ſee tis impoffibl: to poſſeſs you in this; and 
fince there is nothing but the loſs of this unfortunate life, which 61m 
either appeaſe your Fathers hatred,,or cle r my innocency, I amde- 
e-rmined at that rat? to ſatisfie both, At the end of theſe fatal words 
he drew out his. Sword, and turning the Pomel to the ground, the 
had caſt his body opon tte point of it, had not I ſtruck the hil: away | 
tim2 enough to prey:nt it; and he not ſuſpeRing any thing of thit 
na: ure, by falling all along gave me time to take up his Sword before 
hz roſe, and to p-otelt that it he abjut'd not all defign:s of fo black x 
nature, I would immediatcly make uſe of that weapon for my own 
deſtrution, which he had deſigned for his. *T was thus 1 p:eſcrved a.

rer (pzne that whole Summ<:r n: ar the Temple of 74no Lucinia, in 
ereRing a m3gnifhce. nt Alcar, with a large Ticle of all his Actions in Pu- 
nick and Greek CharaRers. Bur the ſamy year was not unactive. in 
Spain, where Publius (ernelius Scipio (who juſtly acquired by his 
gloricus V.Rories in 4ffrick the ſirname of African) beat A/drubal 
the Son of Geſgo out ot the Continent into the iſle of Gades, where he 
pillaged all things as well ſacred as prophane, and then retired to Car- 
thage. 

The Conqueror after having deliver'd up his-Provir.ce. co thoſe the 
Romays had appointed his Succeflors, return'd to Rome, where he 
made fait for the honor of Triumph ; this wss deny'd him, haviog ne- 
ver been granted to a Pcoconſul, except to ſuch as had reccived that 
dignity after a Conſulſhip, as ic were by prorogation, which (conti- 


 nutd /zadora} in my opinion was ſome injuſtice, andrevinced the re- | 


ward was not to the Merit but the Title. But to repair this repulſe, 
Scipio and Publius Craſſns weie choſen Confſu's, the laſt bring high- 
Prieft of the Romans, was confhin:d by the quality of his office to 3 
near relidence to R:me ; but the firlt begs the Senace to permit him to 
carry the War to the Gates of Carthage, which was the moſt p:obable 
expedient to draw Hannibal out of /rtaly. This motion had more rear 
ſon in it then ſuccels, for ſome that were envious, and others that were 
feartul, oppoſed it; yer at liſt he obtain'd Scicily for his Province, 
with libercy (if he chought fi:) co tranſport the War into Afſrick. Pe- 
rolla, a Friend to the fame and vertue of chis great Man, put himſelf 
under bis Enſigns, and partly by firatagem, bur more largely by his 
valor, took th: inexpugnabie Town of Locry, with the two famous 
Ci:tadels, as it were in Hannibals fight, Scipio highly extolled kis 
Courage and Condu& in this performance, and preſsingly envited him 
to his African journey, which to the wonder of all the Empire ry 
| admi- 
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admirably provided for, though he had received neither eDcourap:- 
ment by words nor actions from the Senate, Pero/ls (whoſe Love 
and R. venge conhw'd him to Jeal) declin'd Scipio's requeſt, but wit 
inviolable proteſtations, that if his ſucceſs drew Hanyibal (on oy 
ruine-hbe was vi coargeably bent) into Afﬀfrick,, he would not fail there 
to cftcr the Coniul his Sword and Life. Scipio with ehis a(urance (ee 
fail for Aﬀrick, and Perolla returned to Rome, where in op=t1 Senace 
he reccived ample exprefsions of their Gratitude for the blood he had 
loſt, avd the vitories he had won for their Empire ; N-ither was he 
long out of a probubility of obl ging chem xt a ref: mbling rate; For 
Mago, a true Son of Amilcars, having received orders fro:n ( arihage 
to aband. n the Iſl: of Gades, 3nd mony to raife an Army of Gatles and 
Ligurians to help his Brother in /caly, firſt whip and cruciticd the 
Gad:»tin: Magiltrates for holding a tecrer Correfpondency with the 
Romans, and then taking an eternal leave of Spein, by his induſtry and 
w: alth raiſcd fo vaſt an Army of thoſe two Nations, that the Senate 
began to tremble, and ſome ro move that Scipio might be recalled, 
which in ſuc an exigercy had been perſormed, if his ſuccefles in Af- 
rick had not been mvore p:evalen: tor him, then his Friends in Rome. 
Bu chough his aRtions were of a peculiar quality and merit; yet having 
already ſo mach uſurpt up5n your patience, and having only undertaken 
our own Story, I will psſs by Sgipio's. Madain { faid my Prince inter- 
rupting her ) it I durſt in any thing have the confidence to inftruRt my 
D: ices at ſo uncivil a rate as the l-ogthening of your trouble, it ſhould 
be in his Story ; For though the Fame of thar great man has in g-nerals 
defus'd it ſelf over the whole world, yet I muſt confeſs, 1 have only 
heard of bis Glory, bur not of thoſe particular Trophies which com- 
$'d and form'd it. Sir (replyed /z2dora ) (ince you ſcem to decline 
the being informed of his gencrous Adventures, only out of a belief 
that the celling them may prove my trouble, I would by experimen: 
convince you, nothing can bear that tizme, or have that opeiation

tune is a new one , but the great G-ddzſſe, whoſe unworthy Prieſt I am; 
bath often rais'd a cariofity in me to learne the Adventures of many 
who come to confult her Ofacle, . and afterwards has inſpir”d me with 


ach advice, that from thence they have deriv'd their farure happineſ{: 


Abtd Iam ftrongly perfwaded you may enjoy an advantage equall uns - 
to many others, if you will furniſh'me with a reſembling meanes. Alas, - 
Sir, the Stranger reply*d, though Iam confident your Gaddcfle's fa- 
yours to you are great, and that your jadgement 19 ſo, yet the higher 
Powers have ſo inceſfantly perſecuted me , that my folly- would pro« 
portionmy misfortunes, did Fexpeftany cafe but in the Grave; nei- 
therdoel know whither then I fhall be at quiet; for ſſcep being the 1- 
mage of Dzath ,. and my Dreames tormenting me as muck” ag; m 
Thoughts, I may witty too much: reaſon ſiſpett, that what is the re- 
medy of all afflictions to others , will looſe that property where.I am 
concem'd. The virtuous Catlamachigs here interrapte$him by ſaying , 
I ſhall not much wonder that your miſeries are great, fince your diff 
dence of theGods is ſo: They are never more offmded then when || 
men diſpaire of their providence, nor-readyer to affiſt, then when 
there is no viſible releife, and yet-a firme reliance omits. The Deity be- 
ing never more- apparznt then in docing things as well beyond the Ex- 
petation , as the Daſert of Man. Then taking the Stranger by: the 
band, hebegg'd his pardon for ſo neceffary an interruptio 


| himtobelexve thatgreat Trath , which both his profeſſion, arid &x- 


perience madehinautcer, The Stranger fouidthis reprehenſion to be = 
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uſt ascivill ; and after having aſſin*d Callimachm that *cwas his 
melancholy ( not hee that had off:nded , did offer him as a Penance 
to relate his Fortunes. Callimachus being highly ſatisfied with it, 
anſwer'd hint, You ſee how much theGods ar2 pleas'd with thoſe which 
afſame their quarrel, for my performing it has not on?ly produc'd the 
ambitior'd effeKt of making you perceive your faulc but hach belidespro- 
curd an engagement I was almoſt as impatiznt cf, and wonld it might 
pleaſe thoſe Powers togive me the means as certainly to remedy your 
misf5reunes , as I am. confident I ſhall be a ſharer in them.

Hz was Uncle to Tigrames the laſt King of that 
flouriſhing Co1 mirey, and onzly Brother to Tiridates his Father, who 
by the infuſions of evill Counſellors had received 1d great . a 
jzalonlie of winz, that to vindicare his innocincy-4-.and to: remove 
1's Brothers ſirſpitions, he retir*d into Parthia, wher2 Orogegentertain- 
ment was worthy che great blood of the Arſacides, of which Moneſes 
had the honor to be dz{cended , and ina ſhort time, gave him his on:ly 
Siſtzr the Princeſs Ebazara , who having preſented my Father with 
te unfortunate Artabanes, and ( three years after ) with Lindadory, 
ſh2 dyed,but Arſaces afftion for her Husband did not , and he mul- 
tiplyed hisfavoars on my Siſt:r and meſo abundantly,that a long while 
we little found the want of ſo excellent a Mother, his tranſcendent care 
ſo w:ll ſapplying that lofſz. Moneſes had his education among thz 
Grecians, whoſe caftomes he ſo highly valu'd, that I was no ſooner fit 
to learne, than he had by liberal penſions procured many of that Coun- 


_ try GOrender my education perfet; in all which exerciſes, as well of 


the mind as ofthe body, thoſe that flatter d me would ſay, Lwas no

dy in monraing, who preſented a Petition to hiny B1t: oh Gods, with 
{o much majeſty and hnwilicy together , that I admir'd how two 
{ich diſtant things could meet. in onzſaubjett , © her Eyes had an Antipa- 
thy to the liberties of our Sx, deſtroying all thoſe that beheld them, 
her ſhape and motion had pzcaliar caarmes , and ſhe hada certain 
vivacity and airin her countenance , that afſur'd me her wit was not in-

loy his power with Orodes, in a cauſe ſo worthy his ſoliciting, and 
his Kings conceſſion, Ioneſes, who was alwaics inclin'd coattions of 
this quality, ſo powertally perfwaded Arſaces to grant the faire Par- 
rtheniſſa's requeſt, that he did it. You may eafilyimagineT received no 
ſmall contentment in this little ſervice , eſpecially when afterl had 
bege*d her to accept it as an carneſt of what I was confin'd to pay her, 
me thought. her bluſhes plac't a true interpretation on my mean» 
ing: But after that licde diſorder was paſt , whether to diſgui(c 
:it z- ar out of a true ſence of what ſhe was. then going to ſay , 
I cannot tell ; buthcan, that her anſwer was, My obligation - to you 
(Sir ) is ſoextream great, that it makes me almoſt queſti- 
on the Kings juſtice, or my Fathers merits which needed ſo power 
full an interceſfſor. I had no lzaſur2 to reply., for Arſaces retir'd 
into his Cabinet, and ſhe to her own houſe, whitherlI defired to wait 
on her, but ſhe would permit me to doe fo no farther then to her Cha» 

ior. I withdrew my ſelf immediatcly after to my own Appartment , 


. Tand paſſed the reſt of the day with ſome impatience, longing for a 


Darkneſſe equall to that which beganne «o diffaſe it {ef over my 
Thoughts, that Imight rhe more unintercuptzdly entertaine them. 
As ſoon as I was a-bed, inſtead of that reft 1 uſually took, 1 found 
mine was diſturbed by a throng of Alſailants. But Parthen:ſſa's bear= 
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| ty had afſun''d ſo tranſcendent an Empire over my memory, that my 


refleftions on it almoſt fuppreſſed all others; which made mee begin to | 


imagine it was Love, by my then r2{enting what I had heard of it.. I 
muſt confefle this did ſomewhat ſurprize me, for my Covernour had 
imbued -me with ſobad a charater of that paſſion ( hee being a. Sto- 
ick © thatI fcar'd it almoſt as nach as I admird Parthenifſa; which 
made me call into my memory all thoſe Aatidotes he had given me; A; 
the poorneſſe of ſubmitting to a Szx the Gods had given ours the an- 
thority over : The vaſt troubles in purchaſing ogy dzfrs :; The fmall- 
ni (commonly) of thevaluz, if obtain*d; or the naturall Inconſtan- 
cy of Women, which by depriving us of a known felicicy renders the 
lofſe the greater. That by the definition of Love, the Chaſe is a 
greater happineſs then the Quarry; For love is a defare, and we never 
delire that which we enjoy, theretore with the fruition the Love ceaſes; 
ſo that ſince the beſt of Love is to be ill but to be well again, who 
would bs a Votary to that Paſſion ?Many other argaments my memo- 
ry would have furniſht me withall ,. had not the growing idea of Par- 
-theniſſa's beauty made them vaniſh ; and then- my Reaſon taking her 
Defence , furniſht me with theſe Anſwers. "That the Precedency that 
our Sx had over hers, was rather an Affumption of our own, then 
a Conceſſion of the Gods ; for amongſt thoſe Creatures which purely 
obſerve the Diftates of Nature, and can neither Lye, nor Difſemble, the 
Feminine Sex is courted by the Maſculine; or if the Divine: Law gave 
the laſt the preheminenceover the firſt, yet the Law of Cuſtome did fuſ- 
nd it. That the conſideration of troubles to a mind capable of fo 
1igh a Deſign as the adoring of- Parthen!ſſa; ſhonld rather inflame , 


then diminiſh the courage. -In what darxneſs had the world lied, if 


dittcalty had not rather added to, then fir the Deſtres of gene- 
rous undertakings : As for the ſmallneſs of rhe value if obtain'd, that 
is not the fault of Love, but of Choice, That Inconſtancy is not here- 
ditary to the Sx, the examples of Lzcretia , ard many others ſitfci- 
ently evidencing, that is not their Natar2, but their Vice : That it 
would b2e a difficult thing to pzrſwade a man who might grow rich, 
out of that defir:, from an apprehenſion that if hee becamie poore a- 
gain, his loſs would be the more unſupportable. And laſtly, to Loves 
bing a defire which ceafeth with fraition; wee might as juſtly fay, 
that a Merchant which courts Wealth , and makes his life his tronble 
_ toobtainit, wha hee has hisend,* may as properly b2 called poor, 
as an enjoying Lover, by traition , ceaſes to bz one'; for when h2 once 


has 
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has the poſſziſion, fo many nnfancy*d joyes. diſclole themſelves , thar 
they afford ſafficient nouriſhment to preſerve, if not increaſe the fre; 
and the defire of the continuance of that happinelſe does Rtillmdintain 
Love, it Love were onaly a d:fire: ForFraition is not like lightning, 
that vanifhes ſo ſoon as it appears, but as the Elizi4an Joyes, whole 
greatnels conliſts in the duration; {ov that Love is better in the Q iarry, 
then in the Chaſe, yer the latter is a happinefle too,onely as the means , 
but Fraition pertefts happineſs as the end. I tell you theſe little R2a- 
{onings, not that I ” # chem worthy your attention, but to acquaint 
you with - Partheniſſa's power, lince to captivate a heart that had no 
averſion to Love, is as common, as to ſubdue one ſo prepoſſeſt with a 
przjudicate opinion of it , was onely fit for Parrheniſſa's Bzauty, in 
which all virtnes were fo evident, that Ineedednot the help of time, 
buc of fight to diſcloſe them. I'will not trouble you any more 1n tell- 
ing you how long it was beforeT did ſubmit, ſince atlaſt I was necell. - 
tated to it, and had no ſooner reſoby'd there was no Mean between my 
miſery, and her favour, bur 1 WY my {elt to all wayes I inagin'd 
might render me the leaſt unworthy of it. And to ſhew how much the 
Gods contributed to the. growth of this paſſion, there fell out after 
many revolutions an accident (even when my fufterings muſt have diſ- 
clos'd what Fhad brought my words to conceal) which did nor onely 
acquaint her with the greatnefſe of ny flame, bur. did alſo infpir: her 
with one which has fince proved fo fatall tons both. "Fhere was an 
Ancient cuſtom in Parthia; to celebrate the Anniverſary of th: Kings 
Coronarion, with all the ſhews of magn'ficenee ; and joy, which the 
Axt,..or Aﬀettions of the people could invent 3 and becanſe the Parthi- 
478 were ever elteem'd the W arlikelt Nation inthe whole world;to con- 
tinue that juſt reputation;they d=clin'd all thoſe ctfkeminacies which are 
{o predominant -m other-Courts , and abſolutely addifted themſelves 
to fuch Martial exerciſes as are nothing leſs pleaſing and delightful 
then the others, and yet fr. and prepare men more tor the r=all uſe of 
Armes, and Acquifition of: Glory : *T was this prafice, which made 
the youth about the Court, to publifh over all {ſia a ſolemn Tilting, 
where ſuchas had-any skil and courage were' invited to ſhew them , 
by: divers Heraalds exprefly ſent into all the Kingdomes of the Eaft: 
And though this was more upon-Gallantry then any other ſcore , and 
that the Laws of it extended only to breaking of Lannces; yer th x2 
happzn'd an Accid-nt whichwholly fubvert2d che firſt intention of (6 
INNOCCN A MERmENg, e oh og 
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The exerciſes of it were to laſt three dayes,and Fortune, to-evinceher 
blindnefle, had pzrmitted mee the two firft to remain viftorions : Bur: 
asI was coming out of the Liſts, attended by the acclamations, and 
company of 'my friends, wee heard a great noiſe of Trampets and 
Clarions , which impoſed on us a general ſtop and. ſilence: The King 
too, and all the Court, at ſo unexpe<ted Mulick, return'd to their feats 
to learn the cauſe of it : Their curiolicy was ſoon ſatisfied by the ar - 
pearing of four and twenty Blackamoore Pages, richly cloatt'd, and 
well horſt, who carryed cach of them at-the.gud of an-Ebony ſtick 
tipt with gold, the ſeveral picture of ſome excellent Beanty: * Theſe 
were followed by their-Maſter, who was advantageouſly nicunted, and 
whoſe Helmet being open'd,diſcover'd a Face more capable to create 
Fear, then any other paſſion ; and yet even in thoſe barbarous fea- 
tares,there was an ample evidence of a-reſembling courage and magna- 
nimity : As ſoon as he was come near the higheſt Scaffold, heſent one 
of the {ix Pages which followed him , to enquire where the King was; 
who having obzy'd, and ſatisfi:d his Lord, he himſelf immediately ad- 
vanc'd texzards Arſaces, and made him a-ſalutation mach after 


the rate of theſe enſuing words. Sir ( faidhe) I am of that Arabia 
which is called the Happy, and am in ſomedegree ally*d to the king of 
that country;lador'd a beauty thereywhich had no defe& but her vo Net 
and though that ſoon ended with her life, yet my paſſion inſtead of dy- 


ing with theobject of it , - did the'contrary ; for it increaft to ſuch a 
height, that it ſezmed all thoſe flames with which ſhe ſet ſo many hearts 


on fire, - flew into mine, as the ſeat of the greateſt and perfet Em- 
pire : And though Time be the common care of ' moſt Misfortunes , 
yet it prov'd the increaſeof mine; for the more Irzflefted on 


my lofle ; 
th2 greater I alwaycs found it, and at laſt the operation of G 


juſt a 


grief, redac'd me: to ſodeep a melancholy, -thatmy King came to vi- 
fit me, and to cure my paſſion, ſpoke ſo many impious things againſt 
the perteCtion that had created it, ( which he injurioufly aid 'was 
equalF'd by many ) that not daring to cxpiate his offence with -his life, 
- becanſe of his Character, -I pabliquely vow'd never to continne in 

his Dominions, and that I would viſic all.che Conrts of 4 fa, to juſti- 
fie thatnonz but my owne King durſt ſay any Bzauty was compas 
rable to that of he faire 3rzalinza's. To effett this, 1 inſtantly 
abandon'd the place of my birth, and publiſhe my deſign; and the con- 
ditions of che combat, ( if any-were fovainas to undertake ir) which 


were, That whoſoever ſhould defend the object of bis paſſion , by e-

qualling it to her that created mine, incaſe I became viftorious , he 
Gould ive me the Pifture of his Miſtri-, which I ever after carried with 
me, and hung up as a. Trophye; Theſe four and twenty ſeveral! 
Bzanties had the ill fortune to be. compar'd to Mizalinza's, and by 
the Death, or Conqueſt of thoſe which ador *d them, are now to wair 
. upon her, whom their deluded lovers equalPd them to. The fame of 
this great meetings, has drawn me Sir to your.Court , where it any 
be ſo preſumptuous as to juſtifie ſuch afolly, 1 will not with my Lance: 
a lope { which IT underſtand is the onely armes of this-Tilting ) bur 
with my. {word maintain a truth which Mizalizz4"s eyes, more then 
theDcteat of the greateſt courages in the world , hath .abun- 
dantlyjuſtified. Bat perhaps ( he continued ) that the fight of this 
charming beauty, will produce a confeſſion, which may exempt my 
(word from that trouble; Thereupon with a deep reverence , hee drew 
out the Coppy of fo glorificd an Originall, and having cxpoſed it to all 
our viewes, he further added , that if any durſt undertake to leſſen her 
perfeftion by a compariſon, that the next moraing he would appar 
on the ſame place he was then on, to manifeſt to the off:nder, thaex 
nothing. but his blood was capable to wafth away his crime. Then 
without ſtaying for any anſwer, he retir'd to his lodgings, and lefc us 
in asgreat an aſtoniſhment at his inſolence, as at his paſſion; But Arſa- 
cer, who was a Prince thatin his youth had bezn bleſt with a high 
valour , - did fo exceedingly reſent the impudence of Ambixules ( for 
ſo this Hrabiar Prince was called ) that he publickly profeſt , it none 
in his Court had the courage to fight with him, he would do it, for ' 
the defence of an Imaginary Miftris, rather than futfer an zffronc 
to be done unto the Parthians, as great even as the infolency with 
which it was committed. There is no doubt but that Oredes:Courc 
was then repleniſht with men, who apprehended nothing in dangers , 
bur that they were not great enongh 3 Yet at that inſtant, the loves of 
the Major part were ſo unhappy, that they durſt not acknowledge the 
ObjcHts of them , and *cwas upon. that ſcore onely this Arabian had 
like to have engroſt an honor without drawing his Sword, greater 
then ever he had obtained by it. The ſame misfortune had then an in- 
fluence over me, and I dare traly profeſſc,it I had any uncertainty in the 
undertaking to puniſh Ambrxvles infolence, it proceeded, not from my 
Apprehenſjon of him, but Parthenifſa , for whom I durſt hardly ac- 
| knowledge openly I had a paſſion , till ſhe in private had approv'd it ; 

| But yec I thought the crime of that preſumption would not cquall 
GC that 
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that of the tacite confeſſion any beauty tranſcended hers,and that I had 
a lefle Title to her anger, by diſcovering my flame to defend her right, 
than expoſe that to any apparent injury, by a concealment of it :- Net- 
ther was it impoſhbſe but I mighe recarne from the combat withour 


recziving any ſich wounds, whoſe cre might neceſſitate my diſtovery, . | 


in which caſe I was refoly*d to conceal my ſelf, and not acknowledg: 
_ my paſſion, till ſhe to whom: it was addreſt would blefſe me with the 
reception of it. * Twas with theſe and many ſach reaſons thatI aſſumed 
a reſolution to become the Proteftor of an excellency , which had no 
misfortunz, bat that it needed one,or that it had one ſo unworthy tha 
honor as Artabaner”: I kept this determination exceeding private, leaft 
ifit had been diſcover'd, my friends might have deny'd my firſt effay 
in 'Armes to have beene againſt ſo known -a Conqueror; I had ſome 
difficulty too, to fit my ſelf with Armour , for that I had made uſe 'of 
the two precedent daies ,was too publickly knownto have been uſed rhe 
third. But, I remember'd that thePrince Sillacer, my moſt parti- 
_ cular friend, and who merited abundantly to beſo, had an excellent 
one, which he had made for that ſolemmity , bat being unfornmately 
troabPd with an Agac,. he was neceſſitated to decline ſhewing tis 
$Kill, and gallantry , which indeed F-apprehended more than any 0- 
thers Theſe Armes I ſent privatel  howom of his ſervant , who 
knowing his Prince could not poſſibly uſe them , ſent them to me, 
and I formd that they wer2 very fit, ourſhapes and heights being 
as reſembling, as onr friendſhips. 1 willnot annie my falfe totelf you 
how impatiently I paſt thenight, ner howearly Icame to the Aﬀig- 
nation, left ſome other ſhould have prevented me; Ifhall onely ler you 
know, that I was there before any that might. have had my deligne, 
and befor2 Ambixnles too, whom I did not long expet, and who at 
his entry into the lifts , mannag'd his horſe-with ' fo much Art and 
grace, that he attrafted all theeyes of the affiftants: After he had 
end:d, I began the ſame exerciſe, ro'fhew hin I was notignorant of it; 
But not to dreffe a trae ſtory in the cloathes ofa Romance, _ I will 
paſſe by the deſcription of our Armes, Devices, Motto's, and all things 
of ſo low a nature, to acquaint you, that &mbixuleshaving repaid me 
th2 civility of looking on his hor/Zts Manage, demanded of me the 
fight of my Miftris pictare; to which Ttold him; That the excellen- 
cy I Ador'd,” wonld not be whatit was, if itlay in the power of art 
co repreſent ic, but that the Originall being preſznt ," I wonld conduct 
birg to it, where his Juſtice nwſt be as blind, as She her ſelf is —_— 
1 
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if hee did not adore what hee came to injure : -Come, ſaid Ambix- 
wles, ſmiling, I will goe ſee this Beauty , to convince you by a demon- 
ftration,that he which hath ſeen Aſrzalinza's eyes can be conquer'd by 


aoothers; but(hecontinu'd _ contrary to my praftice Ian 
contentto beginne the combat before Ifee your Miftris Pifture , yet you 
muſt __ your ſelf, that ſome friend for you after your death will lzt 
me have the reward of it. This infolence did not alittle offend me, but 
bing re{olv'd torepaire the wrong with nobler Arms then.thoſe which 
had committed it, I onely told hiny, I was confident to give him the re- 
gempence of his Vidory,betore he wonne it; ſince *cwas impoſlible to ſee 
Pariheniſas, without carrying away herimage. By this time we were 
come ſo acar her, that I went. to the Scaffold ſhe was on, and withour 
lifcing up my Helmet (to continue my diſguiſe YIfaluted her with a re- 
{| ual to my paſſion, and told her; Madam, ifl have the confti- 
ence to begge your permiſſion to vindicate your beauty, *cis out of a 
certainty that the ſuecefſe of fo juſt a diſpute, cannot bur prove as fortu- 
nate, as that it needsnot any defence: Neicher doe Idraw my ſword 
to juſtifie that you are the eft of your Sex, but to puniſh Ambix- 
»/es tor not acknowledging it. Whilit1 was Gooking alt words, 
ſhe w as in ſome diſorder, yet it was ſo innocent a on2 , that it rather 
was a triend,then any enemy. to her beauty 3 but ſhe quickWlupprett it 
coanſwer me.Whoſoever you are,thatto give a large prooffof your Cous 
rage, giveas little a one of your judgement ,-1 thall conjure you not: 
to undertake a defence, where the injuſtice of the quarrel may 
give your enemy an advantage , which I beleeve hee would hardly 
obtain on a contrary ſcore. Madam (I reply*d)l know how to diſtin- 
guifh betrwixt your Modeſty and your Juſtice, and conſequently to at= 
tribute what yournow ſpeak, to the firſt ; but if you have fo partiall a 
characer of the fair Parthenifſa, I will convince her by an experiment, 
how much ſhe has injur'd her ſelt and ny ele&ion. Thereapon: _—_ 
her with an infinite humility,but without ſtaying for any reply, I defir? 
Ambixwles to returne to the place of combat,and to haſten a decifion of 
it; buthe was ſo intent, and raviſht in the confideration of P arthe= 
»{a's. beauties, that. to interrapt his thoughts, I was forced to tell him, 
Ambixsles,lfear if you continue longer in the imployment you are in, 
I ſhali have but little honor in my viftory, having to deal with one 
who will have loft his heart. This trath made him aſhanrd of what hee 
ſhould rather have gloried'in, ſo that tnming abour his horſe, he rid 
with me where the Judges attended _— by the way afſur'd mze thar 
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12.  PARTHENISS A. _ +1, Part, 
my Miftris had ſo mnch of Mizalinzain her, chat having vanquiſht 
meh: would defire no other Piftare of - her, then that which h2 carried 
in his memo'y. This Antedated Viftory I excus'd upon the ſame ſeore 
that I had the former, beinz by this time come where it was no more 
rim? to talk. I will pafleby acquainting-you with the Joy Arſaces had 
to perceive this Arabian was not altogether unlike to eſeap2 unpuniſh:d; 
the genzra}l wonder of all the Court who 1 was, and the ſecret re 
pining of many Beauties to perceive Partheniſſa"s could finda Pro- 
retor , when none cf theirghadany ; to tell you, That the three firſt 
courſes w2 broke our Lances with equall advantage, and percei:.ing they 
were too civill weapons for 'our defigns, we:both, as if ithad been 
by muruall conſent, drew out our{ſwords , and ſoon mad: each other 
fzel what temper they were of; - but Ambixules having given mee a 
furious reverſe, which I was endeavouring to repay in the ſame coyne, 
his horſe unexpeRedly riſe before , - ſo that-what I intended for his 
Maftzr, fell upon him, and the blow being given with all my ſtrength, 
and lighting upon his head, cleft it in two. I was extreamely troubled 
at this misfortunz, and havingbegg'd Ambixules pardon for an un- 
d:fign'd wrong, I trotted fome ſeventy paces from him, and lighting 
off nry horſe, 1 return'd again; and told him, that to manifeſt I would 
takeno advantage over him , but what I had by the goodnefſe of my 
quarrel,and that what I had done was unintended,I came to offer him if 
hethought he h:d any ods in fighting-on horſe back,to ſend for a freſh 
ons, that then he ſhould make choice of that , or of mine; or if hee 
eſtzem'd himſelf in as good a condition on foot, I was ready foto fi- 
niſh what wee had begun. The Arabian rzply'd,-that hee knew | his 
conrage gave him ſuthcient advantage over me in whatſoever poſture he 
was in, and fince} had kilPd his horſe, he wonld not fo long a time 
ſa{pend his Revenge, as that which muſt bz {p2nt in fending for ano- 
ther. This radeneſf2 ſo incenſt me, png repaid it with ſome dang- 
erous wounds , but at the laſt , finding his fary. more then his ſtrength 
made hint continue the combat ,- ] retir'd two or three paces; - with 
intention to preſerve a val _ conld not but cfteem, though Þ had 
receiv'd ſome dangerons effects of ir, and: told him , You fee Ambi- 
x#les- the power of Juſtice which has reduced you toa condition of 
acknowledging , rather then perſevering. in your error, and that ad- 
yantage which the' goodneſſe of my cauſe hath given me-, I defire one- 
iy-to employ to obtain a confeſſion from your ' tongue, which your 
weakneſle has alceady made. Nor my weakneſſe, nor my tongue (ſaid 
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he) ſhall ever confeſſ?: you have any advantag2 overme, and whilit I 
hoſd my Sword , -you ſhall- finde mee a ſubjeft fitter to crzate yor 
Feare then your Pitty.  Theczapmn hee ren2w'd th: fizht with mach 
more ſtrength then F chought I had letc him, yet for a whileI onely d - 
fended my ſelfe, -but when I percziv'd his blows were fo brisk, that ny 
charity might prove my rain, and that he had ſo mucia vigour , as } 
might kilt him without a ſtain, I cr5*4our ro him, Since my civility 
cannot make you acknowledge what your juftice ſhould, your dzath 
ſhall. Finiſhing theſe words , I made hin: ſoon feel the puniſhment of 
a fanle which might have had a milder reparation, it the continnanc 2 of 
his infolence had not rndzrd him unworthy of it.But to conclade this 
T ragedy, as ſoon as he fell he told me, Whoſoever thoaart, I forgive 
thee that death , which by my being worſted, is rather my joy then 

trouble, - and though I ſcorn to bzgg: my Lite,(were it in thy pow- 
er to ſave, which I thank the Gods ic is not ) yet I dos not, to conjure 
thee, to aſfure that Bzauty which to have tought againſt dozs more 
aftlit me then to be redue'd ro what Iam, that *cwas here Eyes which 


infpir'd-thy Arm , and weigh'd downe nine, and , that had not 


ſhame been more prevalent with me then trath, I had bzen her Champj- 


on,and not her adverſary 3 Conjure her too to pardon a crime which I 


expiate with my blood, and which my hand ſhould have puniſhe for 
her, if thine had not. He would have continu'd his recanration , by 
which Iperceiv'd I had not onely kill'd an enemy, but a Rivall, had 
hee not found, that his tongue bzganne to ſaulter, which made him, 
though with much difficulty, turne himſclte towards the place where 
Part heniſ:a was, and not having theſtrengch to ſpeak to her, ke lift up 


his hands to implore that pardon his haſty ſummons hinder'd him to 


exprefſe. As ſoon as Ambixules was dead, all his Pages came, and pre- 


ſented me thoſe Piftures, which had been the rewards of their Princ 2s 


former Combats , and defir'd mee that they might have his body to 
carry into Arabiaz which I yeelded unto, and then taking all the con- 
ſequents of my Viftory, I went with them to Partheniſra's Scatfold , 
wherel found her by an excefſ2 of goodnefſ= weeping the death of her 
Encmy, which made me envy what I had deplor'd, and forc'd mee to 


think my ſucceſſe a misfortune, ſince ir created the fair Partheſsa”s 


tears, who Judging of my diſorder by my ſilence, wip'c them away , 
and thageby gave mee the confidence to preſent her with all thoſ: 
faire Captives, and totell her, That the Originals of them could no 
more complain againſt their Servants — defence, fince _ 
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they had the honor to be hers, which was a felicity greater than any 
could have attended their ſuccefle. I then acquainted her with Ambix- 
#les laſt injunAion, which I ſaid was a proof that not on2ly hee, © but 
his Reaſon was vanquiſht, and thar if he had carlicr confeſt a truth 
which he could not but be convinc't of, T would racher haveeleQed to 
employ my {word againſt my ſelfe, than him, ſo great and jnſt was 
the reſpc& I pay'd all her Adorers, -under whica tice I inwlor'd a 
pardon for having brought that to a diſpute which needed none , and 
that her juflice would acknowledge, what that cf the Gods had , by 
the event of our Combate. - To which-P arthexiſſa - des I am con- 
vinc'tofnothing by your Vi&ory , but of your Civilicy and Courage, 
the laſt of which you were certainly very confident of,when you durſt 
undertake to employ it in ſo unjuſt a quarrel; neither can I doubt but 
by your elefting me for the ſubjeft of your difference , you had an ins 
rention to manifeſt, that your ſword needed no other affiftance, - but 
what it receiv'd from your Arme , and the concealing of your ſ{&lf after 
a performance, which the ſevereſt modeſty might glory in, confirmes 
me that you injur2 your Courage to avoid doing thelitcunto your 
Judgement, and find moreſhame in owing the objett of your Quar- 
re], than ſatisfaftion in the etfe&t it has produc't. Ah Madaml reply'd, 
do not impute the concealing my ſelte to any thing but the retpe&1 
pay you, which is ſo great and juſt , that hadrather decline whac 
you are pleas'd to ſay I may glory in, than hazard your anger by dif- 
. clofing who I am; the apprehenſion of the latter being far more 
prevalent with me, than any advantage I canderive from the former. Bur 
after ſome diſcourſes of this quality , obſerving that not onely all the 
Court, but Arſaces himſclfe was comming towards” Parthentsfſas Scat- 
fold, Ithonght it high time to r2tire , and therefore made haſt to 
tcl] her , that I was reiolv'd to a concealment of my name , till by a 
- ſiccefſion of ſervices, I induced her to pardon the ſcore upon which 
they were perform'd. A little Bluſh which this declaration cauſed, gave 
me _ a belief: that ſhe underſtood my meaning, and the apprehenſion 
I had of her reply , as wellas ct being invirond by the crowd, 
made me take my leave, but on an inſtant I found a certain coldnefſe 
liketh: hand of Death ſeize on nie , and ſuddenly after I fell pale and 
ſpaxchlefſe at Partheniſſa's Feet. F his unexpetted accid:nt had a ve- 
ry powerfull influence on her whilſt ſhe kew him not , but afeggſhe had 
diſcover dwho I was, >y ſome peoples pulling off my helmet to give 
mea little aire, ſhe abandon'd her {elf to ſuch excele of grief, that ma- 
ny 
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ny attributed the effefts of her good nature to a more obliging caule , 
and doubtlefſe had I ſeen how happy 1 was in my misforuine, I had 
bleſt thoſe wounds which were the cauſes of it. In bricte, as ſoon as 
thoſe which ſtood by knzw me, they cry*'d out, Artabavres is dead : 
which repcatcd noyſe coming at laſt to Moneſes, and Lindadory's hoa- 
ring, they ran tranſported with admiration and griete to theplace 


: wherel lay,and where they found Partheniſ[a with one hand ſtopping a 
| ſpring of blood which iflued from a large wound Ambixules had gi- 
ven me, and with the other endeavouring to wipe away two {pring s 
| of tears which ran from her faire eyes. That charity gave them as 
| high”a ſubje& of acknowledgement, as the occaſion of it did of griet; 
' But atlaſt a Litter being bronght, and my blood ftanch'c, I was car- 
| ried to Aſoreſes Palace, accompanied by the tears of thoſe, whoſe Ac- 
' clamations Eo lately had. Arſaces did me the honor to walk a foot by 
| my Litter, and to ſee the firſt dreſſing of my wounds,where he receiv'd 
 anaffurance from the Chirurgions ,- - that I had nene which were dan- 
| gerous, that loſſe of blood was the greateſt harme I had ſuſtained , 
and that the reft was one of the beſt remedies they could preſcribe ; 
| Wherefore my Chamber was immediately enpticd of all but my faith- 
| full Symarder 3 But this deep filence was ſo far from producing the 
| effe which thoſe that enjoyn'd it expefted , that irdid a contra- 
| ry one; forthenall my thoughts began to aſſault me. What ? ſaid 
Ito my ſelf, can Partheviſſa havea greater aſſurance of the vaſtneſſe 


of my paſſion, than Her knowledge of thoſe; beauties which created it , 
and the ſervicesI have this day render'd them ? She were as unjuſt as 


| theis fair , ſhould ſhe defjre any ſtronger proof of my Aﬀetion. Bur 
| ſaddenly my opinion changing , me thought I heard Parthenſſa ſay: 
| Prefarptnous Artabanes, doſt thou eſteztm me at ſolow a rate as 
'tothink , that nothing which thou haſt done to day deſerves me ? 
' Thou haſt lov'd me becauſe I was lovely,the greatneſs of thy paſſion ren- 
| ders thy ſervice thelefſe, and thou haft mor- injur'd meby thinking 
| my beauty needed thatdefenc2 , than obliged me, by aſſuming it.
